I have the honor to submit the following report of the transactions of this 
office and of the fiscal concerns of the state and other matters*connected 
therewith for the biennial term ending December 31, 1898, with an appendix 
containing names of all the officers of the territory and state of Oregon, 
and senators and representatives in congress, with brief biographical 
sketches of as many as could be obtained from reliable sources, and mem- 
bers of the Oregon executive committees and legislative assemblies from 
1823 to 1899. 

INTRODUCTORY. 


Without reproducing the report submitted to the specialfsession of the 
twentieth legislative assembly, which convened September 26, 1898, in 
obedience to the proclamation of Governor Lord, it will be proper, in order 
to present a concise and intelligent statement of the transactions of this 
office and the fiscal concerns of the state during the last two years, to refer 
briefly to some of the matters contained in that report to the special ses- 
sion. 


THE NINETEENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY DID NOT 
ORGANIZE. 


As explained in that report, when the senators and representatives of the 
nineteenth legislative assembly met in the state house January 11, 1897, the 
senate organized by electing Hon. Joseph Simon president and Hon. 8. L. 
' Moorhead chief clerk. The house failed to effect a permanent organization. 
Hon. E. J. Davis was elected temporary speaker and Hon. Ralph E. 
Moody temporary chief clerk by more than a quorum. Subsequently Hon. 
Henry L. Benson was elected speaker and A. V. R. Snyder chief clerk by 
less than a quorum. Thesenate held sessions thirty-six days and adjourned 
over at different times, including Sundays, seventeen days, covering a 
period from January 11 to March 3. The members of the house remained 
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during the same time and some of them a few days longer. Those who 
claimed Benson for speaker quit holding sessions soon after the senate gave 
up trying to transact business. Those who claimed Davis for speaker re- 
mained a few days longer, trying to bring in a quorum, but did not succeed, 
and finally all went home without transacting any legislative business. 


NO APPROPRIATIONS. 


On account of. the failure of the house to effect an organization no laws 
were passed and no money was appropriated to pay the expenses of the 
state during the years 1897 and 1898. 


THE SUPREME COURT DECISION OF 1871. 


Under the constitution and laws as construed by the supreme court in 
1871, claims against the state could not be audited and warrants drawn 
until money had been appropriated for their payment. Under that opin- 
ion of the supreme court it did not seem possible to carry on the business of 
the state without appropriations. At first I did not deem it expedient or 
practicable to attempt to issue certificates of indebtedness, which are neither 
authorized nor prohibited specifically by law, in sufficient amounts to carry 
on the entire business of the state. But when tke necessities became great 
and the governor did not call a special session, I decided to issue duplicate 
vouchers on which money could be raised. The business of the state was 
carried on in this way for several months, until perhaps more than 4,000 
vouchers and duplicates had been filed and issued. 


THE SUPREME COURT IN 1897 REVERSED THE DECISION 
OF 1871. 


In the meantime three mandamus suits had been commenced before 
Judge Hewitt in the circuit court for Marion county by Hon. Ralph E. 
Moody against H. R. Kincaid, as secretary of state, to compel the auditing 
of claims and the drawing of warrants as follows: Hon. E. D. Shattuck, 
for salary as circuit judge of the fourth judicial district; A. B. Croasman, 
for supplies furnished the penitentiary, and the Irwin-Hodson Company, 
for ruling and binding, assessment and tax rolls. I employed Col. N. B. 
Knight and Hon. A. C. Woodcock as attorneys to represent the state in 
{hese suits, for the reason that the attorney-general agreed with the de- 
mands of the plaintiffs and took issue with the opinion of the supreme 
court, under which I was legally bound to act. Judge Hewitt sustained 
the opinion of the supreme court of 1871 and dismissed the suits. The 
plaintiffs appealed to the supreme court, and on the tenth day of August, 
1897, the supreme court, in an elaborate opinion by Judge C. KE. Wolver- 
ton, reversed the former opinion of the supreme court and ordered the sec- 
retary of state to audit claims and draw warrants for all claims which 
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“the legislature has through its enactments permitted and directed, either 
expressly or impliedly.’’ 


ISSUING WARRANTS UNDER THE MANDATE OF THE 
SUPREME COURT WITHOUT APPROPRIALIONS. 


Under this opinion of the supreme court, reversing the former opinion, 
accounts were audited and warrants issued for all claims authorized by law, 
and the opinion of the court. In doing this, a great amount of extra labor, 
care and responsibility, such as has not occurred before and perhaps will 
not again, were thrown upon the secretary of state and the clerks during 
the last two years. For this reason I asked the legislative assembly at the 
special session for a sum sufficient to pay the clerks a little more than their 
recular allowance for extra work, and the amount asked for was readily 
granted without objection or opposition. While the amount paid was a 
little more than for the previous biennial term of 1895 and 1896, it was 
really less in proportion to the work done. 


AUTHORITY FOR TRANSACTING STATE BUSINESS. 


Before and after this decision of the supreme court directing claims to be 
audited and warrants drawn without appropriations, supplies were pur- 
chased and expenses incurred under the following statutes :— 

Hill’s code, section 2207, authorizes the secretary of state to purchase all 
_ stationery required for the use of the state and audit such account and 
draw a warrant on the treasurer for the same. 

Section 2216 covers the rooms and furniture for the legislative assembly 
during sessions and vacation. 

Section 2848, requires the secretary of state, from time to time, as he may 
think proper, to cause to be printed blank assessment rolls and other forms 
and transmit them with instructions to the several county clerks who shall 
distribute them to the assessors. 

Section 3961 provides that the secretary of state shall purchase all paper 
required in the execution of the state printing and shall cause to be done 
the binding, folding and stitching. 

The Australian-ballot law requires the secretary of state to compile, index, 
publish and distribute the election laws, and procure and distribute suitable 
pollbooks, tallysheets and other necessary election supplies six months be- 
fore every biennial election. 

The superintendent of the penitentiary, under the direction of the gov- 
ernor, is authorized by law to purchase all supplies and do all things neces- 
‘sary to be done. to carry on that institution. 

The governor, secretary of state and state treasurer, with the superin- 
tendent and other officers, are authorized by law to do whatever is neces- 
sary to maintain and carry on the asylum for the insane. 


o> 
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The governor, secretary of state and superintendent of public instruction 
have the same authority, with the superintendents, over the reform school, 
the school for the deaf-mutes and the school for the blind. 

Under{these’various laws the business of the state was carried on without 
appropriations for nearly two years, from January 1, 1897, until the special 
session made appropriations in October, 1898. 


MONEY APPROPRIATED BY THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


The legislative assembly, at the special session, appropriated money to 
pay all the warrauts I had issued and all the claims recommended for pay- 
ment, with*the single exception of the claim of Captain John Mullan. 

The following appropriations were made for objects not recommended by 
this office, most of them having been disallowed for reasons stated or not 
allowed to be filed at all, for the reason that they were not deemed valid.

And money was also appropriated by the legislative assembly to pay a 
number of other claims which I had refused to receive and file or had dis- 
allowed for reasous reported to the legislature at the special session, but 
which need not be reiterated in this report, as they have all been disposed 
of, including those above enumerated. 


ECONOMY AND REDUCTION OF EXPENSES. 


During my four years’ term of office I have made a special, persistent and 
unyielding effort, as auditor of public accounts, to encourage and enforce 
economy in every branch of the public service and to reduce expenses to 
the lowest limit consistent with efficiency, justice and fair dealing, with a 
view of reducing taxation. Much has been accomplished in this direction, 
by refusing to audit bills for newspapers for state officers, which caused a. 
considerable leakage formerly, by cutting out several hundred electric lights - 
in the capitol which were used during sessions of the legislature only, but 
paid for all the time, and by putting in electric light plants at the reform 
school, deaf mute school and college farm, instead of permitting the Salem 
Light and Power Company to include these institutions under their con- 
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tract, as they claimed, thus saving the state about $50,000 during the life of 
their 10 years’contract; by adopting asystem of weighing all paper used by the 
state, thus preventing a considerable loss annually; by requiring all bills tobe 
presented in the name of the claimants, duly itemized and verified by the 
claimants, instead of paying the money out in lump sums to state institu- 
tions and the militia to be disbursed by them; by refusing to purchase 
paper and audit bills for printing not authorized by law or in excess of the 
amounts allowed by law; by reducing the expenses of holding teachers’ 
institutes; by cutting down or disallowing excessive bills for keeping non- 
resident paupers; by reducing bills for the delivery of the insane and crimi- 
nals to reasonable amounts, and by practicing and enforcing economy in 
every other way possible, without injustice or hardship to claimants, always 
endeavoring to protect the state without encroaching upon the rights of 
any of its citizens. A good many lawsuits were brought against me and 
considerable ill will and opposition resulted from this course, but they were 
unavoidable under the circumstances. They were a result of a firm and 
faithful performance of duty, often unpleasant, as some who felt aggrieved 
at the time will perhaps realize hereafter, if they do not now. For some of 
these savings I am indebted to the assistance of my associates on the state 
boards. And without disparaging any other state administration, the 
records will show that during the last four years the business of the state has 
been economically, honestly and carefully managed, and will compare 
favorably with any other four years in the history of Oregon. Notwithstand- 
ing the great increase in the number of insane and other classes who are 
maintained at public expense, or require an increase of expenditures in 
maintaining the judiciary or other state institutions, and the decrease in 
the assessed valuation of property many millions below what it was a few 
years ago, state taxes have been gradually reduced during the last 4 years, 
and would now be about the lowest they have ever been had the special 
session of the legislature not appropriated for the last two years largely in 
excess of what had been allowed and estimated by this office and levied as 
taxes by the board for expenses of the last two years. 


INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


The sum appropriated for incidental expenses for the years 1895 and 1896 
was $28,000, the same as had been appropriated for. and used by my prede- 
cessor for the two previous years, 1893 and 1894. Out of that appropriation 
for the years 1895 and 1896 several rooms in the capitol were furnished that 
had never been furnished before ; a new carpet was purchased for the senate 
chamber at a cost of over $600, for the first time in twenty years ; a well 
was drilled 347 feet deep, at a cost of more than $1,000, to supply pure water 
for the capitol, and more substantial improvements and betterments were 
made by the secretary of state and paid for out of that appropriation than 
had ever been done in any biennial term for many years. The sum appro- 
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priated by the special session in October, 1898, for incidental expenses for 
the years 1897 and 1898 was $25,000, or $3,000 less than was appropriated for 
each of the two previous biennial terms. 


CLERKS AND OTHER EMPLOYES IN THE DEPARTMENT 
OF STATE. 


The business of this office, which combines the duties of secretary of 
state, state auditor, state insurance commissioner and various other duties, 
is very important and extensive, and has been transacted with fewer clerks 
and less expense than the same amount of work of equal responsibility in 
any other public or private business. The clerks who have served in this 
department during the last four years are all exceptionally ‘skillful, indus- 
trious and capable. It would be difficult, and perhaps impossible, to find 
the superiors of Chauncey M. Lockwood, chief clerk; Frank K. Lovell, 
bookkeeper and auditing clerk; Carey F. Martin, general correspondence 
clerk, law clerk and clerk of all work; Nicholas J. Haas, assistant to the 
bookkeeper; B. F. Giltner, recording clerk; and Miss Ella Hodson, sten- 
ographer. They are all experienced experts in their line of work. Mr. 
Lockwood, who is wonderfully quick and versatile in his acecomplish- 
ments, has been indispensable in attending to the vast amount of business 
which is concentrated in this department. Mr. Lovell has performed a 
vast amount of work, requiring the highest skill, integrity, industry and 
patience, which usually receive much more compensation than he has. 
Mr. Martin has attended to a great amount of work, requiring the highest 
order of intelligence, skill and industry, and his services have been invalu- 
able. Mr. Haas has been as faithful and industrious as any person could 
be. Mr. Giltner and Miss Hodson have been equally useful. Miss Hodson 
has perhaps not a superior in Oregon in her line of work, both as sten- 
ographer and typewriter, being remarkably accurate as well as rapid. 

Nine employés in the department of state served under my predecessor, 
and have been retained by me during my entire term. I have removed 
only one person in my department during my four years in office—the 
engineer in the capitol—and have filled five vacancies caused by volun- 
tary resignations. Those who served under my predecessor and have been 
retained by me are: F. K. Lovell, B. F. Giltner and N. J: Haas, clerks; 
J. H. Howell, janitor ;. George O. Cheney, carpenter (part of the time 
only); J. M. Howell, messenger and mail-carrier; Joseph H. Albricht, 
assistant janitor (who has served in this position continuously for about 20 
years); J. A. Vanderpool and E. A. Graham, laborers. Those appointed 
by me to fill vacancies caused by voluntary resignations are: C. M. 
Tiockwood and C. F. Martin, clerks; L. Rickel, nightwatchman ; Joseph 
Fones, florist and gardener; and Miss Ella Hodson, stenographer. I. D. 


Driver, Jr., was appointed engineer in the capitol to fill a vacancy caused 
by removal. ; 
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For additional clerical service in the office of the secretary of state for the 
~years 1895 and 1896, the sum of $11,960 was appropriated. Of this appro- 
priation $802.60 was not used but was left in the treasury. No greater sum 
would have been used during the last two years—1897 and 1898—had it 
not been for the issuing of duplicate vouchers and the auditing of claims 
and drawing of warrants under the decision of the supreme court without 
appropriations, the large increase of correspondence resulting therefrom, 
and the special session of the legislative assembly, all causing a much 
greater amount of work than has ever been required in any other biewnial 
term. 


SALE OF PROPERTY OWNED BY THE STATE AT CASCADE 
LOCKS. 


January 20, 1898, L. H. RusselJ, who was acting as custodian of the loco- 
motive, cars, rails and other property owned by the state, which had been 
used as a portage railroad at Cascade locks, offered to purchase said prop- 
erty, including the land, and pay $1,915; or $1,830 for the personal property 
without the land. The other members of the board thought it would be 
advisable to accept his offer for the personal property, as it was not likely 
that any other person would want it, and it would soon become worthless. 
I suggested to the other members of the board that we advertise the prop- 
erty for sale, in order to give others a chance to purchase, and, with their 
consent, I advertised it for sale one month in the Oregonian, This brought 
out a-number of bids —some from Seattle, Vancouver and other places — and 
on the twenty-fourth day of February we closed the sale of all the personal 
property to E. H. Thompson, representing the Bridal Veil Lumbering 
Company, for $3,700, of which $1,200 was paid down and the remainder 
secured by notes—$800 payable May 31, $800 payable August 31, and $900 
payable November 30, 1898,— thus realizing $1,870, less cost of advertising, 
more than if the offer of Russell had been accepted without advertising. 


BOOKKEEPING. 


I have followed the system of bookkeeping which has always been used 
in this office and have carried it out the same as my predecessors did. A 
better system of double entry bookkeeping and the balancing up of ac- 

counts with the treasurer should be adopted. Before I had been long 
| enough in the office to become acquainted with the system then in use the 
appropriations for the years 1895 and 1896 had been made on the old basis. 
Then in 1897 the legislative assembly failed to organize, and there was no 
appropriations for the years 1897 and 1898. Much extra work was performed 
during those years in making long delayed and much needed indexes to 
incorporation papers, and in many other ways, and in issuing duplicate 
vouchers and auditing accounts and drawing warrants without appropria- 
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tions. So, by the force of cireumstances over which I had no control, the 
best that could be done was to follow in the footsteps of my predecessors in 
the matter of bookkeeping, which was in charge of a man who was as ac- 
curate as clockwork and whose integrity was and is above suspicion, 
making such improvements as were possible in other directions, and leaving 
to my successors to make such other improvements as more favorable cir- 
cumstances will permit. 


THE CAPITAL BOOK-BINDERY. 


My predecessor made an arrangement with Mr. Geo. F. Rodgers to do the 
binding for the state in Salem at a somewhat reduced price from the rates 
formerly paid. Itis as necessary to have a bindery near the capitol as to 
have the state printing office here, for the reason that there is need of con- 
tinual and speedy communication between the bindery and the state de- 
partments. In order to provide for doing the work here promptly my 
predecessor arranged with Mr. Rodgers to put in a plant at Salem capable 
of doing all of the binding and ruling, excepting perhaps, some unusually 
large forms. I found this arrangement existing when I entered upon the 
duties of this office, and, as it seemed convenient and satisfatory, I have 
not tried to change it, but have had the bills reduced some from the rates 
formerly allowed and as low as seemed just and practical consistent with 
good work and reasonable pay to the people who du the work. As Mr. 
Rodgers has invested, for the convenience of the state, considerable money 
in a plant in Salem, where there is not sufficient business outside of that 
furnished by the state to justify such an investment, he is entitled to such 
treatment as will secure him from loss in his enterprise. 


PAINTING, 


Under direction of the board of building commissioners, the roof of the 
capitol has been painted for the sum appropriated for that purpose by the 
special session in accordance with the directions of the act. The best of 
materials were used and several coats were applied. The work was done 
by contract, as the law directed, but under the supervision of an expert and 
the direction of the board, as thoroughly and faithfully as could have been 
done by day labor. As stated in my report to the special session, the whole 
of the outside of the building should receive a coat of cement wash and 
then be painted, to protect and preserve it. The outside window frames 
and doors of the buildings have not been painted for many years, and 
some of them never received but one coat. They are decaying and need 
painting badly. <A part of the interior also needs repainting. 
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IMPROVEMENTS IN THE HEATING SYSTEM AND ELECTRIC 
LIGHTING OF THE CAPITOL. 


Under the direction of the board of building commissioners the boilers 
have been overhauled and cleaned and new valves and cut-offs added to 
them by A. H. Forstner and Company so that the heat can be regulated. 
Before this was done there was no way to shut off heat until the fires cooled 
down and no way to increase it faster than could be done by putting more 
wood in the furnaces. By the time the furnaces were filled with wood the 
building would be too hot, and as soon as the furnaces cooled the rooms 
would be too cold. The heat can now be regulated by opening and closing 
a valve and kept at a uniform temperature. 

By putting in new transformers the electric lights, which were regulated 
by an old transformer which was out of date and too old to do good service, 
the lights in the capitol have been greatly improved, and the cost of the 
new transformer has already been more than saved in the cost of new 
burners. The burners now last much longer than they did before this im- 
provement was put in. 

Sy ASSESSMENT ROLLS. 


Every year there have been complaints from different counties that the 
assessment rolls were not ready as soon as needed by the assessors. The 
state board of equalization did not complete its work until the first week in 
January, and as the board might suggest changes in the forms of the rolls, 
it was not deemed prudent to order them until after the board had ad- 
journed, and then they could not be completed as soon as called for by some 
of the counties. As the state board of equalization was abolished by the 
legislative assembly at the special session, it was possible to make arrange- 
ments for the printing and binding of the rolls earlier this year than for- 
merly. After writing to all the county clerks and ascertaining the number 
and size of books they would require, without sending certified copies to 
the secretary of state, as required by the present law, I ordered that num- 
ber of books for each county, assuming that at the regular session the leg- 
islature will repeal or modify the present law and require a certified copy 
of the summary or totals to be filed in this office instead of a certified copy 
of the entire rolls. The rolls for the first year of my term were ordered by 
my predecessor the same as I have done, only they were ordered earlier 
- this year than on that occasion because the abolishment of the state board 
of equalization made it safe to do so, and for the purpose of having them 
ready as soon as needed. 


CLOSE OF.FISCAL YEAR AND MEETING OF THE LEGIS- 
LATURE. | 


My administration of this office commenced on the second Monday in 
January, 1895, which was the fourteenth day of the month, and ends on 
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the second Monday in January, 1899, which is the ninth day of the month, 
being five days less than the four years provided in the constitution. The 
time between the last day of December, when the business of the state must 
close in this office and be reported for the last two years to the legis- 
lative assembly, and the second Monday in January, being only nine days 
this year, and never more than fourteen days, is entirely too short to have 
a volumnous report prepared, printed and bound and ready to be submitted 
to the legislature at the beginning or near the beginning of the session. 
For this reason the report of the secretary of state has, in former years, 
nearly always been delayed until almost the close of the session. My pre- 
decessor did not finish writing his report 1893 and 1894 until some time after 
his official term had expired and it was not ready for distribution until the 
middle or latter part of the session. In 1897, by special efforts and much 
haste and inconvenience, I had my report ready almost as soon as the legis- 
lature assembled, which was on the eleventh of January, two days Jater 
than occurs on the present occasion, and will, if possible, have this report 
completed, printed and bound in time for distribution to the members on 
the first day of the session or soon afterward, but it may be that afew items 
of expenses of some of the state institutions in the latter part of December 
will unavoidably be left out, as they are sometimes incurred at the very 
close of the year, and are then not promptly sent in. It seems to me that 
thé law ought to be changed, so that the fiscal year would close on the last 
day of November or the legislative assembly should meet later than the 
second Monday in January. The time between the last day of December, 
when appropriations expire and accounts close, and the second Monday in 
January is not sufficient to enable this office to have all the fiscal concerns 
of the state prepared, printed and bound until some time after the meeting 
of the legislature. A month’s time should be given. . 


INDEXES FOR ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 


For more than thirty years articles of incorporation have been accumu- 
lating in this office and no index has ever been made until during the pres- 
ent administration. Frequently several hours would be required to search 
among thousands of old records to find whether a certain incorporation 
paper called for had been filed. I have had prepared by the clerks, in ad- 
dition to their other duties, and without extra cost to the state, a complete 
index to all articles of incorporation which have been filed from the year 
1562 to the present time. Instead of requiring a long and weary search 
among thousands of musty papers to ascertain whether-any company named 
had been incorporated or not and the date, the information can now be ob- 
tained instantly by examining the index. 
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EXAMINATION OF THE ACCOUNTS OF THE STATE 
TREASURER. 


As required by law, I have examined the books and accounts of the state 
treasurer and the moneys belonging to the state every six months since my 
last report and reported the same to the governor. 


STATE DAIRY AND FOOD COMMISSIONER. 


The special session made appropriations to pay the salaries and expenses, 
with interest, of all the hold-over commissioners, with the single exception 
of the state dairy and food commissioner. The salary and expenses of this 
office were paid during the years 1893, 1894, 1895 and 1896 with money ap- 
propriated for that purpose by the seventeenth and eighteenth legislative 
assemblies in 1893 and 1895. Assuming that the act creating this office was 
technically defective by reason of not stating the full purpose of the law in 
the title, the fact remains that the office, with H. B. Luce as the incum- 
bent, was recognized by two legislatures in appropriating money to pay 
salary and expenses, by two secretaries of state in allowing the accounts, 
and by two executives, one in appointing Luce and one in attempting to 
fill his office with another man. Having thus been recognized by the leg- 
islative, executive and administrative departments of the state government, 
and having been de facto dairy and food commissioner, and kept open an 
office and performed the duties, and the supreme court having decided in 
favor of Compson in a parallel case, Mr. Luce is unquestionably entitled to 
the salary and expenses for the years 1897 and 1898. As the functions and 
duties of that office were of more benefit to the people than were some of 
the other commissions that were paid much larger sums, it would not only 
be unjust but inconsistent to pay larger sums for services of little or no 
benefit to the public and repudiate this smaller claim for services of more 
value. 

CLAIM OF CAPT. JOHN MULLAN. 


In my report of September 26, 1898 (page 12), made to the 20th legisla- 
tive assembly convened in special session by proclamation of the governor, 
T stated the claim of Capt. John Mullan for $10,540.86 due him by this 
state under his contract made under authority of law with the secretary of 
state, Hon. b. P. Earhart, to collect all moneys due this state by the 
United States. ity 

Under his said contract, Captain Mullan duly collected from the United 
‘States, at three different dates, three separate sums of money, which aggre- 
gate a sum total of $105,408.75, of which $70,268.08 was on account of an old 
Oregon Indian war debt, and $5,271.09 was on account of the so-called 15 
per cent. rebate of the amount of the direct war tax ($35,140.67) levied upon 
this state by congress in its act of August 5, 1861 (12 U. S. statutes, sections. 
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8 and 58, pages 296 and 311), and $29,879.56 was on account of the remain- 
ing 85 per cent. of said direct war tax, the amount of which this state on 
the twentieth day of October, 1862, assumed to pay (Oregon statutes, 1863, 
pages 108 and 109), and for which an appropriation was then made by the 
legislative assembly of the state, though not paid therefrom. 

This total sum of $105,408.75, so collected by Captain Mullan, was without 
any diminution whatsoever turned over by him to this state and duly paid 
into the state treasury, but, notwithstanding that fact, he has never been 
paid a single cent, if I am correctly informed, for his services in making 
said collections under his said contract. The amount of his compensation 
for his services so rendered was fixed by law. at 10 per cent. of the sums so 
collected. 

This claim was, I understand, duly considered by the committee on ways 
and means of both houses convened in joint session during the late extra 
session of the legislative assembly, and was unanimously favorably recom- 
mended for payment and passed the house, but payment was recom- 
mended in the senate to be deferred until the next regular session of thie 
legislative assembly, in which recommendation the house concurred. 

It is very clear that this elaim is just and valid and should be paid, and 
in view of all the facts in relation thereto, and the delay had in its pay- 
ment, it also seems that justice to the claimant, and fair dealing on the 
part of the state alike demand that this claim, when paid, should be paid 
with legal interest from the dates when the state received the benefit of 
said collections respectively to the date of the payment of the claim. 

I have not examined carefully the voluminous papers in the case, which 
are in the hands of the committee and should be carefully examined by the 
committee, but I believe the foregoing summary, which has been prepared 
by a representative of the claimant, will be found substantially correct. 

That this claim will be paid is absolutely certain if laws are to be carried 
out and contracts enforced. If paid now the old man who performed valu- 
able service for the state would get the benefit of his labor. He has waited 
nearly twenty years, and once had the money in his possession but paid it 
into the state treasury on the assurance of the secretary of state that it must 
first be turned into the treasury and then would be paid back to him with 
a warrant on the treasurer. If delayed longer Mullan will perhaps pass 
away, leaving the money to go to others who did not collect the claims and 
did not render the state any service. 

Honesty and fair dealing demand the prompt payment of this claim. 
There is ample authority for auditing and drawing a warrant for this claim 
without an appropriation under the law by which Mullan was appointed 
to make these collections and the decision of the supreme court in the case 
of Shattuck et al: vs. Kincaid, Secretary of State, but as the main facts in 
the case were not known to me until a few days before the legislative 
assembly convened in special session last October, I did not wish to antici- 
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pate or forestall the wishes of the members who make all appropriations be- 
fore any money can be paid out of the treasury, and having referred the 
claim to the legislature I feel that as a matter of propriety, waiving the 
legal authority, I should not act before they have had time to carefully con- 
sider the claim, although I have been urgently requested to do so. 


TRANSCRIPTS OF VOTES. 


In transmitting the vote from the several counties to the department of 
state 17 out of the 32 county clerks in Oregon have failed to observe the re- 
‘quirements of the constitution of Oregon in the manner of sealing up and 
addressing the vote for governor. The constitution provides that the vote 
for governor shall bé made out upon a separate sheet, securely sealed up and 
addressed to the speaker of the house of representatives. In a very large 
majority of the counties the vote is made out upon separate sheets of paper 
but is enclosed in an envelope either separately addressed to the secretary of 
state, or is enclosed with other abstracts in an envelope addressed to the sec- 
retary of state. In several counties it is not even made out upon a separate 
sheet of paper and is only found mixed in with other state officers. The 
statute of Oregon also requires that the vote for senators and representatives 
shall be made out separately. This has not been complied with in several 
counties. The following counties have not transmitted the vote for governor 
in proper form: Baker, Benton, Clackamas, Clatsop, Columbia, Gilliam, 
Grant, Harney, Josephine, Lincoln, Malhuer, Multnomah, Polk, Sherman, 
Tillamook, Wasco and Washington. The following counties have trans- 
mitted the vote for governor and other state and congressional and district 
officers in correct form without errors in their official abstracts: Coos, Crook, 
Jackson, Lane, Umatilla and Yamhill. The following counties have trans- 
mitted the vote for governor properly addressed and sealed but having 
errors in other parts of their abstract: Curry, Douglas, Klamath, Linn, 
Morrow, Union and Wallowa. Out of the 32 counties 20 counties contain 
from one to four errors each in the addition of the precinct totals, that is, 
the totals as given for the several precincts when added do not correspond 
with the county totals as given in their respective abstracts. The errors in 
these counties vary from one to 100 votes. Quite frequently the error is 
made in addition and in none of the counties will the errors materially 
effect the general results. The errors in detail are as follows: Baker county, 
H.R. Kineaid, 1,398, should be 1,408; C. M. Donaldson, 1,217, should be 1,216;

Douglas county: Ira 
Wakefield, 40, should be 39 ; James K. Sears, 87, should be 86; D. L. Grace, 
68, should be 69; R. M. Veatch, 1,843, should be 1,848. Grant county: J. O. 
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Booth, 651, should be 658. Josephine county: J. C. Bright, 44, should be 
47; J. L. Bachelor, 55, should be 69. Klamath county: J. Tressler, 28, 
should be 33; A. N. Soliss, 285, should be 287. Lincoln county: D. R. N. 
Blackburn, 405, should be 445. Linn county: H. C. Davis, 169, should be 
179; J. H. Ackerman, 1,968, should be 1,868. Morrow county: J. H. Acker— 
man, 567, should be 547.

ASSESSMENT AND TAXATION. 


The laws regulating assessments and taxation are indefinite and are not 
construed or complied with alike by the officers of different counties, and, 
consequently, confusion and lawsuits have annoyed the officers whose duty 
it is to levy and collect taxes, and it is difficult to determine how some of 
these suits will end or what effect they will have in settling this confusion, 
Section 2848 of Hill’s code makes it the duty of the secretary of state to- 
cause to be printed blank assessment rolls and other forms, and transmit 
the same, together with such instructions as he shall think useful to the: 
several county clerks, who shall distribute the same to the assessors of their . 
several counties. In complying with this section in 1895, I acted upon the 
recommendation of the board of equalization and a large majority of the 
assessors, after having asked and received the opinion of all the assessors in 
the state, in preparing the assessment rolls and .other forms differing from 
those formerly used. The rolls and forms were sent to all the county clerks. 
in the form recommended by the board of equalization and approved by 
the assessors. Marion county changed the forms furnished by the secretary 
of state and used by all the other counties, and used a different form not 
authorized by law, which hindered the board of equalization from making 
a uniform equalization. It resulted in a suit in the cireuit court. This 
change was again made in the form of the assessment rolls by Marion 
county the next year, and resulted in other vexatious lawsuits. After- 
changing the form of the rolls, Marion county refused, for two years in 
succession, to furnish the rolls in time for the board of equalization to use 
the complete rolls, and they were obliged to use the original assessment 
sheets which the assessor had submitted to the county board of equaliza- 
tion. Some other counties were slow in sending in the assessment rolls, 
and demands were made by the board of equalization in 1896 and again in 
1897 on the secretary of state for the immediate delivery of the assessment 
rolls from Marion and several other counties. I demanded them from the 
county clerks, but they were not ready, and were not received until the: 
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board of equalization was well along with its work. The law defining the 
duties of county courts in examining the assessment rolls and in estimating 
and determining the amount of money to be raised in each county and ap- 
portioning such amount, together with the amount of state and school tax 
required by law to be raised in each county, says it shall be done within 40 
days after the term of the county court in September. The law creating 
the board of equalization says they shall meet on the first Tuesday in De- 
cember annually and complete their work within 30 days. This would 
require the assessment rolls to be at the state house on the first Tuesday in 
December, but there is no statute fixing the time when the rolls shall be 
sent, although by implication it would be within 40 days from the meeting 
of the county court in September or on or before the first Tuesday in 
December. ‘This is too indefinite, and as there is no time fixed and no pen- 
alty provided by law, some county officers take their own time to send in 
the assessment rolls. This has caused the state officers and the courts a 
great deal of trouble. A new law should be passed or the present indefinite 
and inharmonious laws should be amended so as to prevent this difficulty 
in future. The present system of sending to the secretary of state certified 
copies of the assessment rolls, which consist of a number of large books 
from each county, is expensive and useless. The books are never used and 
cumber the storerooms of the state house. An abstract is all that is used 
here and is all that is needed. 

At the special session of the twentieth legislative assembly a bill was 
‘passed and approved October 138, 1898, repealing the law creating the state 
board of equalization. This law abolished the board of equalization and 
leaves’ the state tax to be levied the same as before that board was created. 
It was supposed that by repealing the law creating the state board of equal- 
ization the certified copies of the assessment rolls from the several counties 
would not be required to be sent to the secretary of state. But this was an 
error. The new law repealing the board of equalization does not repeal nor 
change in any way section 2788 of Hill’s code, requiring certified copies of 
the assessment rolls to be sent to this office. Letters have been received 
from nearly every county clerk in the state asking whether under the new 
law,they are required to send copies of the assessment books, and they have 
been informed that the law requiring them to do so is still in force, and it 
is for them to decide what course to pursue. The law requiring certified 
copies of assessment rolls to be sent to the secretary of state should be 
repealed, and abstracts of the totals only should be required. The whole 
of title V, Hill’s code, relating to the levy of taxes, should be revised or 
repealed and a new law enacted in its place. 

The assessment rolls for next year have been ordered and prepared in 
suitable numbers only to supply the assessors and county clerks exclusive 
of the certified copies required by law to be furnished this office, which are 


useless, as a certified summary of the totals is all that is used in levying 
II 
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state taxes. For this reason the present law should be amended or repealed 
by the legislative assemby at its regular session in J anuary and February, as 
was intended to be done at the special session in October, or more useless 


books must be prepared and paid for by the state and unnecessary expense 
imposed upon the counties. 


SOLDIERS’ CLAIMS FOR RELIEF AND BOUNTY BONDS. 


Tn endeavoring to determine the legal status of soldiers’ claims for relief 
and bounty bonds, I have examined the reports of the adjutant-general of 
Oregon for the years 1866, 1868, 1870 and 1872, and the biennial reports of 
the state treasurer from 1872 to 1897; also a number of messages of gov- 
ernors of Oregon between 1865 and the present time. From these docu- 
ments I have collected the following memoranda:— 

The acts authorizing the giving of bounty bonds, and relief bonds are 
both dated October 24, 1864, and are not published in any of the compila- 
tions of the laws of Oregon. They are published as an ‘‘insert’”’ in the ses- 
sion laws of 1864 and 1865. From the adjutant-general’s report, Hon, 
Cyrus A. Reed published as an appendix to the house and senate journals, 
of 1864 and 1865, it appears that prior to September 30, 1865, there had been 
issued 758 certificates from his office callin g for soldiers’ bounty warrants of. 
$50 each. : 

From the adjutant-general’s report for 1865 and 1866 ( page 348) it appears 
that from January 1, 1865, to September 1, 1866, certificates calling for 
bounty warrants of $50 each were issued to the number of 2,622, calling for 
a total amount of $131,100. From the adjutant-general’s report, published 
with the messages and documents of 1868, it appears that between the date 
of his last report, September 1, 1866, and the date under which he writes, 
August 1, 1867, certificates calling for bounty warrants of $50 each were 
issued from No. 2623 to No. 2756, both. inclusive, which last numbered 
certificate seems to have been the highest numbered, or last certificate for 
such bounty warrants. From Hon. Cyrus A. Reed’s report, under date of 
September, 1868, referring to certain printed schedules of relief and bounty 
bonds, I quote the following: ‘Schedules E and F exhibit the entire num- 
ber of certificates issued both for relief bonds and bounty bonds up to Sep- 
tember 1 of the present year. There are some few soldiers and estates of 
deceased soldiers, who are entitled to relief bonds. These I do not make 
certificates for until lawful application is made for the same. All of the 
bounty bond certificates have been made up, the total number of which 
is 2,756, making a total amount of certificates made up of $137,800.” 

From the same authorities it appears that additional pay certificates of 
$180 each were issued by the adjutant-general, as follows: From February 
21, 1865, to October 23, 1865, certificates No. 1 to 337, both inclusive. From 
October 380, 1865, to August 10, 1866, certificates numbered from 338 to 460, 
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both inclusive, and from August 10, 1866, to April 21, 1867, certificates num- 
bered from 461 to 566, both inclusive. 

From 1868 to 1870 Hon. Cyrus A. Reed seems to have been diligently en- 
gaged in searching for soldiers who justly deserved bounty certificates, and 
made an endeavor to settle up all these claims against the state. In his last 
report to the governor, dated September 1, 1870, he says: ‘‘The details of 
the business of this office will be found in the schedules hereto appended. 
It will be seen by schedule F that this office holds certificates for sixty 
bounty bonds that were made up upon the muster rolls on file at this 
office, many of which have been forfeited by desertion or otherwise. Un- 
doubtedly some of them are justly due the soldier in whose name they are 
made up, and could the true owner be found, they should be issued to them; 
but, as every effort has been made to find them and so long a time has 
elapsed since they became due, I would recommend that they be cancelled, 
whith if done will lessen the state indebtedness some $3,000.’’ 

As will be seen, this report and recommendation was made nearly thirty ~ 
years ago, and it appears that at that time every effort had been made to 
find the persons who were entitled to bounties under the act of 1864, and the 
adjutant-general believing that there were only a very few, if any, persons 
who really were entitled to bounty bonds under that act, then recommended 
that the claims be cancelled. 

The act of the legislative assembly of Oregon of October 20, 1870, required 
the adjutant-general to turn over the papers in his office to the secretary of 
state of Oregon, and repealed all the laws allowing any salary to the office 
of adjutant-general. Just prior to the passing of this act, Hon. Cyrus A. 
Reed retired from the office of adjutant-general and was succeeded by A. 
P. Dennison. Mr. Dennison, soon after the taking effect of the act which 
virtually abolished the office of adjutant-general, transferred to the then 
secretary of state, the books, documents, etc., of his office, among which, 
though not distinctly specified, appear to have been sixty certificates, call- 
ing for soldiers’ bounty bonds, these being the sixty certificates referred 
to by Hon. Cyrus A. Reed in his report of 1870. Under date of September 
12, 1870, Hon. L. Fleischner, the incoming treasurer, receipted to Hon. E. 
N, Cooke, the retiring state treasurer, for sixty bounty bonds, which were 
at that time remaining in the state treasury, by reason, as he says, of the 
death of the real owners, or of the fact that such real owners were disquali- 
fied to receive such bounty bonds by reason of having deserted the army. 
On page 35 of the state treasurer’s report of 1870 is found a detailed exhibit 
of such bounty bonds. The state treasurer’s report of 1872 shows that out 
of the sixty soldiers bounty bonds received by Mr. Fleischner in 1870, only 
forty-seven remained on hand, twenty-three of which number were in 
favor of deserters, who by reason of such desertion were.rendered disquali- 
fied to receive the bounty bond. Gov. L. F. Grover in his message to 
the legislative assembly which convened in September, 1874, speaks of the 
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claims of soldiers for bounty and relief bonds, and recommends that the 
state tax of one mill levied prior to that time to pay off the balance of out- 
standing military bonds be dispensed with, showing that at that time, 1874, 
it was thought probable that there would be established no. valid claims for 
the bounty bonds then held in the state treasury. Hon. A. H. Brown, on 
assuming the duties of state treasurer, on September 14, 1874, received from 
and receipted for to Hon. L. Fleischner, forty soldier bounty bonds. From 
this it will appear that between 1872 and 1874 seven bonds were paid off. 
In his last biennial report to the legislative assembly of Oregon, under date 
of January 1, 1897, Hon. Phil. Metschan, says: ‘‘ Forty soldier bounty bonds. 
of $50 each (exclusive of interest ) still remain uncalled for, the same hav- 
ing been issued under date of January 1, 1866.”? From this it will appear 
that since September 14, 1874, up to January 1, 1897, no soldiers’ bounty 
bonds were paid off, and that the successive officers in charge of the state 
government either regarded that the parties to whom these bonds were 
‘drawn were disqualified from receiving them, or else such officers were 
never asked to make such delivery. The condition, then, in which the 
bounty bonds now are is one of considerable uncertainty. At the time the 
records and certificates of the adjutant-gencral’s office were turned over to 
the secretary of state in 1870, if the certificates were all there for the forty 
persons whose bounty bonds remain yet unpaid, they were evidently - 
turned over with such papers to the secretary of state. Whether or not the 
secretary of state had previously drawn warrants called ‘bounty war- 
rants,’’ corresponding to each one of these claim certificates is not known. 
The supposition, however, is that he had, as some of such warrants still re- 
main in this office. It may also be stated that some of the certificates cor- 
responding to these forty bounty bonds are also on file in this office, but 
only in a very few instances do the numbers of the certificates correspond 
with the number and name upon the bounty warrants, so that the chain of 
papers necessary to be procured in order to be able to demand the bounty 
bond itself, is in nearly every case broken. On October 21, 1897, it was as- 
certained that there were a number of adjutant-general’s certificates calling 
for bounty warrants which had been inadvertently stowed away in an old 
safe in the office of the chief executive. These certificates, twenty-nine in 
number, were at that time delivered over by the governor, Wm. P. Lord, 
to the secretary of state, H. R. Kincaid, and by him filed along with the 
other certificates and stubs of bounty warrant books. How these adjutant- 
general’s certificates came to be in the executive office isnot known, but 
they were perhaps left there prior to 1870, at which time the governor was 
chairman of the military auditing board, and it was his duty to examine 
such certificates and pass upon their validity. As still further confirming 
the idea that not only the officers of Oregon, but the legislative assembly, 
regarded these claims for bounty bonds as having been all or nearly all paid 
off, may be cited the fact that the legislative assembly of 1889 abolished the 
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fund out of which these bonds. had formerly been paid, and enacted that 


should any valid claims be established for such bounty bonds, such claims 


should be paid out of the general fund in the state treasury. 

In an official opinion, under date of July 19, 1897, the attorney-general, 
Hon. C. M. Idleman, in discussing the legal status of claims of soldiers for 
bounty bonds, outlines the method of procedure necessary to be followed 


out by an applicant seeking to recover upon one of these old claims. He 


says: ‘The law is explicit in its direction for the issuing and delivery of 
these bonds, providing, among other things, that the warrant shall,be drawn 
by the secretary of state only after presentation to him by the person in 
whose favor it is given, a certificate of the officer who mustered him into 
the service, attested by the signature of the commanding officer of the com- 
pany or regiment in which such officer has been enlisted, countersigned by 
the adjutant-general of the state.’’ In accordance with this provision of 
the law, as above stated, 2,756 certificates were issued to soldiers, each cer- 
tificate calling upon the secretary of state for a bounty warrant. It is pre- 
sumed that the secretary of state issued bounty warrants for each of these cer- 
tificates when presented. This bounty warrant, after being issued from the 
secretary of state’s office, when presented at the state treasurer’s office, called 
for the real bounty bond. I have carefully searched for all the old bounty 
warrant books and adjutant-general’s certificate books supposed to be on file 
in the office of the secretary of state, and I find that the records, and 
especially the stubs of warrant books in relation to these matters, are very 
deficient, irregular and incomplete. The two connecting papers which are 
first requisite before a bond can be required from the state treasury, being the 
certificate of the mustering officer, countersigned by the adjutant-general, 
and the warrant of the secretary of state, are missing in all but a few cases, 


and even in these few cases there appear irregularities and memoranda 


which give reason to doubt whether the bonds should now be issued. The 
following is a list of such of the adjutant-general’s certificates, as above 
referred to, and also a list of the bounty warrant book, stubs and of such 
bounty warrants as yet remain in this office :— 

Certificates from No. 1 to No. 331 are intact in receipt book, properly 
filled out and on file in the secretary of state’s office, and warrants 
corresponding have been issued as shown by stubs of warrant books; 
No. 332, both certificate and warrant, in favor of Jacob Ackerman, are 
still intact in receipt and warrant books respectively; No. 333 to 448, certifi- 
cates for all are intact, and warrant book stubs show warrants were issued; 
No. 489, both the certificate and the warrant are gone; No. 490 to 528, cer- 
tificates are in place, warrants having been issued; No. 529 and 532, both 
certificates and warrants are gone; No. 530 and 531 are on file, but warrants 
are gone; No. 533 to 588, certificates on file, warrants are gone; No. 589, 
both certificate and warrant gone; No. 590 to 611, certificates are in place 
but warrants are gone; No. 612, certificate and warrant are gone; Nos. 613,

614 and 615, certificates in place, warrants gone; No. 616, warrant not 
issued, but the certificate is still out, not having been returned; Nos. 617 to

Beyond 758 the stubs of warrant books cannot be 
found and there is no record as to where the warrants are, or when they 
were issued. Warrants from No. 759 to 2756 are supposed to have been 
issued by the secretary of state. From certificate No. 759 many of the certifi- 
cates bear two numbers and some are duplicated. No. 759, numbered also 
827, and 760, numbered also 783, are intact in certificate book; No. 761, num- 
bered also 870, in favor of James C. Reed; No. 761 in favor also of James 
Alderson. 

The following certificates are in the original books, duly signed, ete. 
Some bear two numbers. The second number is given in parenthesis: 762 
(885), 763 (862), 765 (828), 766 (829), 767 (892). Certificates from No. 768 to 
854 are on file, properly filled out and attached in certificate books. On 
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the stubs from which the certificates are not yet torn are various numbers, 
one corresponding to the certificate and one apparently written later.

Detached and in another part of the book are the nine 
certificates, duly signed by ‘‘M. V. Rinehart, May 1, Oregon infantry,’ but 
not signed by the adjutant-general, and hence worthless.

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 


The taxes on gross premiums are now paid direct into the state treasury 
by the various companies doing business in this state, as provided by the 
law of 1895, which requires every foreign fire, fire and marine, life, life and 
accident, plate glass and steam boiler insurance company doing business in 
this state, to appoint a resident general agent and attorney for service, to 
whom all other agents in this state make report of business transacted, 
said resident general agent being required to swear to and file in this 
office a statement of business transacted in Oregon. The secretary of state 
certifies to the state treasurer the amount of gross premiums shown by 
these statements, from which gross premiums are deducted returned pre- 
miums and losses paid in the state, and a 2 per cent. tax is required on the 
balance remaining, after deducting these two items. 

The amount of money received on account of the general fund from 
licenses authorizing insurance corporations to transact business in this state 
during the years 1897 and 1898 was $7,043.97. This has all been paid into 
the state treasury and I hold the treasurer’s receipts for it.

The books of the secretary of state December 31, 1896, show unexpended balances 


of appropriations of 1895 and 1896 of $236,028.64. We estimate that unpaid 
claims payable out of said appropriations amount to $24, 001,55, leaving unused 
balances of $212,027.09. No levy was made for $120, 239.79 of said appropria- 
tions; therefore, there will remain unused balances out of the amounts levied 
for said appropriations of $91,787.30 available for payment of the foregoing 
items of expenses and deficiencies. In the levy of January 9, 1896, it was 
thought that the estimate of $27,206.84, the amount of claims to be paid out of 
the balances of 1893 and 1894, was correct; but at the end of the year 1896, the 
books of the secretary of state show that only $23,751.52 of this amount was 
needed, leaving an available surplus of $3,455.32. The miscellaneous receipts 
of the year 1896 amounted to $20, 059.27; of this amount $11, 826.11 was set apart 
for payment of expenses levied for January 9, 1896, leaving a balance of 
$18,233.16. We estimate the miscellaneous receipts of 1897 at $11, 350. 80. These 
sums constitute a total net surplus of $124,826.58 applicable to the payment of 
the expenses set forth in the foregoing itemized statement, which sum, being 
deducted from the preceding total of $697, 534, 46, leaves the total amount of 


revenue to be raised by taxation for state purposes

NoTE.— Above is given the lists of officers and members of the legislature of Oregon which 
convened July 5, 1858, prior to the time that Oregon was admitted asa state, it having been 
unofticially reported that Oregon had been admitted into the Union. Both branches of the 
legislature met at Salem on July 5th, remaining in session four days, there being grave 
doubt as to whether Oregon had yet been admitted owing to the impossibility of obtaining 
any direct and speedy communication with the national capital, it was decided to adjourn 
until September of the same vear. On the thirteenth day of September a part of the members 
of both branches of the legislature assembled at the capital, and it appearing that the state 
had not yet been admitted again adjourned to their respective homes. The territorial legisla- 
ture, as had been its usual custom, then convened in December, 1858, and transacted the busi- 
ne of the ae as usual during the session, which lasted until the twenty-second of January

Note.— The senate convened on January 11, 1897, and effected a permanent organization 
as above given. Owing to the failure of the house to effect a permanent organization no bus: 
iness of any importance could be transacted. Many resolutions and memorials and also bills 
were passed, but no legislation could be enacted. After remaining in session forty days the 
senate adjourned sine die. 
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Nineteenth regular session of the state legislature, January 11, 1897. 


The members of the house met on January 11, 1897, and effected a temporary organization 
by electing Hon. E. J. Davis, of Umatilla county, temporary chairman and Mr. Ralph Moody 
temporary chief clerk. On assembling for permanent organization there was found not to be 
a quorum present. It then developed that the house was divided into two factions neither of 
which would answer roll call when the other was present. Neither faction had sufficient 
members to form aquorum. After atime one faction elected officers and attempted to trans- 
act business but their organization and acts were not recognized by the senate. After remain- 
ing at the capitol forty-five days, five days longer than the time provided by law for holding 
sessions of the legislature, the members of both factions disbanded and returned to their re- 
spective homes. The senate which had organized and remained in session during the entire 
forty days, transacting only such business as did not require the concurrence of the house, 
also adjourned sine die.

CONSTITUTIONS AND ORGANIC LAWS. 


In the following pages is given the first organic law or bill of rights enacted by the people 
of Oregon in 1843, prior to the organization of the provisional government; the first organic 
law and constitution enacted by the provisional legislature and ratified by popular vote of the 
people in 1845; the United States statute extending the protection of the United States over 
Oregon and creating Oregon territory in 1848; the state constitution of Oregon as formulated 
by the state constitutional convention, and adopted by popular vote of the people in 1857, and 
approved by congress in 1859; the act creating the state of Oregon and admitting it to the 
federal union, and other important enactments.

FIRST ORGANIC LAW 


CONSTITUTION OF OREGON. 


Recommended by the citizens legislative committee and adopted July 5, 1843, by the 
inhabitants of Oregon, assembled in mass meeting held at Champooick, ten or twelve miles 
north of where the state capitol is now located at Salem. 

Section 1. We, the people of Oregon Territory, for purposes of mu- 
tual protection, and to secure peace and prosperity among ourselves, agree 
to adopt the following laws and regulations, until such time as the United 
States of America extend their jusisdiction over us. 


Be it therefore enacted, by the free citizens of Oregon Territory, that the 
said territory, for purposes of temporary government, be divided into not 
less than three, nor more than five, districts; subject to be extended to a 
greater number when an increase of population shall require it. 


For the purpose of fixing the principles of civil and religious liberty, as 
the basis of all laws and constitutions of government that may hereafter be 
adopted. 


Be it enacted, that the following articles be considered as articles of com- 
pact, among the free citizens of this territory :— 


Article 1. No person, demeaning himself in a peaceable and orderly 
manner, shall ever be molested, on account of his mode of worship, or re- 
ligious sentiments. 

Article 2. The inhabitants of said territory shall always be entitled to 
the benefits of the writ of habeas corpus, and trial by jury; of a proportion- 
ate representation of the people in the legislature,—and of judicial proceed- 
ings, according to the course of common law. All persons shall be bailable, 
unless for capital offences, where the proof shall be evident, or the pre- 
sumption great. Ali fines shall be moderate, and no cruel or unusual pun- 
‘ishments inflicted. INo man shall be deprived of his liberty, but by the 
judgment of his peers, or the law of the land; and, should the public exi- 
gencies make it necessary, for the common preservation, to take any per- 
son’s property, or to demand his particular services, full compensation 
shall be made for the same. And, in the just preservation of rights and 
property, it is understood and declared that no law ought ever to be made, 


or have force, in said territory, that shall in any manner whatever inter- 
Ap. 8. 
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fere with, or affect private contracts, or engagements, bona fide, and 
without fraud, previously formed. 

Article 3. Religion, morality, and knowledge, being necessary to ae 
government, and the happiness of mankind, schools, and the means of 
education shall forever be encouraged. 

The utmost good faith shall always be observed towards the Indians. 
Their lands and property shall never be taken from them without their 
consent; and, in their property, rights, and liberty, they shall never be 
invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful wars, authorized by the 
representatives of the people; but laws, founded in justice and humanity, 
shall, from time to time, be made, for preventing injustice being done to 
them, and for preserving peace and friendship with them. 

Article 4. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in 
said territory, otherwise than for the punishment of crimes whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted. 

Section 2. Article 1. Be it enacted, by the authority aforesaid, that the 
officers, elected on the second of May, inst., shall continue in office, until 
the second Tuesday in May, 1844, and until others are elected and quali- 
fied. 

Article 2. Be it further enacted, that an election of civil and military 
officers shall be held annually, on the second Tuesday in May, in the 
several districts at such places as shall be designated by law. 

Article 3. Each officer heretofore elected, or hereafter to be elected, 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take an oath or affirma- 
tion, to support the laws of the territory, and faithfully to discharge the 
duties of his office. 

Article 4. Every free male descendant of a white man, an inhabitant of 
this territory, of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have 
been an inhabitant of this territory at the time of its organization, shall be 
entitled to vote at the election of officers, civil and military, and be eligible 
to any office in the territory, provided, that all persons of the description 
« ntitled to vote by the provisions of this section, who shall have emigrated 
to this territory after organization, shall be entitled to the rights of citizens 
ufter having resided six months in the territory. 

Article 5. The executive power shall be vested in a committee of three 
persons, elected by the qualified voters at the annual election, who shall 
have power to grant pardons and reprieves for offences against the laws of 
tie territory, to call out the military force of the territory to repel invasion, 
or suppress insurrection, to take care that the laws are faithfully executed, 
und to recommend such laws as they may consider necessary, to the repre- 
sentatives of the people, for their action. Two members of the committee 
shall constitute a quorum to transact business. 

Article 6. The legislative power shall be vested in a committee of nine 
persons, who shall be elected by the qualified electors at the annual elec- 
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tion, giving to each a representation in ratio of its population, excluding 
Indians ; and the said members of the committee shall reside in the district 
for which they shall be chosen. 

Article 7. The judicial power shalk be vested in a supreme court, con- 
sisting of a supreme judge and two justices of the peace, a probate court, 
and in justices of the peace. The jurisdiction of the supreme court shall be 
both appellate and original. That of the probate court and justices of the 
peace as limited by law, provided, that individual justices of the peace 
shall not have jurisdiction of any matter of controversy, when the title or 
boundary of land may be in dispute, or where the sum claimed exceed fifty 
dollars. 

Article 8. ‘There shall be a recorder elected by the qualified electors, at 
the annual election, who shall keep a faithful record of the proceedings in 
the legislative committee, supreme and probate courts; also record all 
boundaries of land presented for that purpose; and all marks and brands 
used for marking live stock; procure and keep the standard weights and 
measures required by law, seal weights and measures, and keep a record of 
the same; and also record wills and deeds, and other instruments of writ- 
ing, required by law to be recorded. 

The recorder shall receive the following fees, viz.: For recording wills, 
deeds, and other instruments of writing, twelve cents for every hundred 
words, and the same price for copies of the same; for every weight or 
measure sealed, twenty-five cents ; for granting other official papers and the 
seal, twenty-five cents ; forserving as clerk of the legislative committee, the 
same daily pay as the members of the legislature ; and for all other services 
required of him by this Act, the same fees as are allowed for similar services 
by the laws of Iowa. 

Article 9. There shall be a treasurer elected by the qualified electors of 
the territory, who shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, give 
bond tothe executive committee, in thesum of fifteen hundred dollars, with 
two or more sufficient sureties, to be approved by the executive com- 
mittee, conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office. 
The treasurer shall receive all moneys belonging to the territory, that may 
be raised by contribution, or otherwise, and shall procure suitable books in 
which he shall enter an account of his receipts and disbursements. 

Article 10. The treasurer shall in no case pay money out of the treasury, 
but according to law, and shall annually report to the legislative com- 
mittee a true account of his receipts and disbursements, with necessary 
vouchers for the same, and shall deliver to his successor in office all books, 
money, accounts, or other property, belonging to the territory, so soon as 
his successor shall become qualified. 

Article 11. The treasurer shall receive, for his services, the sum of five 
per cent. of all moneys received and paid out according to law, and three 
per cent. of all moneys in the treasury when he goes out of office, and two 
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per cent. upon the disbursement of money in the treasury when he comes 
into office. } 

Article 12. The laws of Iowa territory shall be the law of this territory, 
in civil, military, and criminal cases; where not otherwise provided for, 
and where no statute of Iowa applies, the principles of common law and 
equity shall govern. 

Article 13. The law of Iowa territory, regulating weights and measures, 
shall be the law of this territory; provided, that the supreme court shall 
perform the duties of the county commissioners, and the recorder shall per- 
form the duties of the clerk of the county commissioners, as prescribed in 
said laws of Iowa. And provided, that 60 pounds, avordupois weight, 
shall be the standard weight of a bushel of wheat, whether the same be 
more or less than 2150 2-5 cubic inches. 

Article 14. The laws of Iowa territory, respecting wills and administra- 
tions, shall be the laws of this territory in all cases not otherwise provided 
for. 

Article 15. The law of Iowa respecting vagrants is hereby adopted, as 
far as adapted to the circumstances of the citizens of Oregon. 

Article 16. The supreme court shall hold two sessions annually, upon 
the third Tuesdays is April and September; the first session to be held at 
Champooick, on the third Tuesday of September, 1843, and the second ses- 
sion at Twality Plains, on the third Tuesday of April, 1844. At the sessions 
of the supreme court, the supreme judge shall preside, assisted by two jus- 
tices; provided, that no justice shall assist in trying any case that has been 
brought before the court by appeal from his judgment. The supreme 
court shall have original jurisdiction in cases of treason, felony, or breaches 
of the peace, and in civil cases where the sum claimed exceed fifty dollars. 

Article 17. All male persons of the age of sixteen years and upwards, 
and all females of the age of fourteen and upwards, shall have the right of 
engaging in marriage; provided, that where either of the parties shall be 
under the age of twenty-one, the consent of the parents or guardians of 
such minor shall be necessary to the validity of such matrimonial engage- 
ment. Every ordained minister of the gospel of any religious denomina- 
tion, the supreme judge, and all justices of the peace, are hereby authorized 
to solemnize marriages according to law, and to have the same recorded 
and pay the recorder’s fee. All marriages shall be recorded by the territor- 
ial recorder, within one month from the time of such marriage taking place 
and being made known to him officially. The legal fee for marriage sball 
be one dollar, and for recording the same, fifty cents. 

Article 18. All offices subsequently made shall be filled by election and 
ballot in the several districts, in the most central and convenient place in 
each district, upon the day appointed by law, and under such regulations 
as the laws of Iowa provide.

Article 19. Resolved, that a committee of three be appointed to draw up 
a digest of the doings of the people of this territory, with regard to an or- 
ganization, and transmit the same to the United States government, for 
their information. 

Resolved, that the following portions of the laws of fowa, as laid down 
in the statute laws of the territory of Iowa, enacted at the first session of 
the legislative assembly of said territory, held at Burlington, A. D. 1838-9; 
published by authority, Du Buque, Bussel, and Reeves, printers, 1839, 
certified to be a correct copy, by Wm. B. Conway, secretary of iowa terri- 
tory, be adopted as the laws of this territory, viz.:

NotE— The Rev. G. Hines presided at the meeting at which the foregoing organic law was 
enacted and adopted and Mr. Geo. W. Le Breton acted as clerk or secretary. Mr. Le Breton’s 
account of the meeting says: ‘‘ The inhabitants of Oregon territory met, pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, to hear the report of the legislative committee, and to do such other business as might 
come before them. The chairman of the meeting being absent, the meeting was called to or- 
der by G. W. Le Breton. On motion Rev. G. Hines was called to the chair. Mr. Moore, chair- 
man of the legislative committee, presented his report, which was read and accepted.’”’ The 
report of the judiciary committee of the legislative committee was then taken up and their 
report adopted section by section as above given. Messrs. Hill, Beers and Gale were elected 
as an executive committee to act as governors of Oregon for the ensuing year. Justices of the 
peace were elected for Champooick and Yamhill districts. 

The legislative committee consisted of the following persons: Robert Shortress, David 
Hill, Dr. Robert Newell, Alanson Beers, Thomas Hubbard, W. H. Gray, James O’Neil, Robert 
Moore and Wm. Dougherty. 
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PROVISIONAL CONSTITUTION OF OREGON. 


The organic law of the provisional government of Oregon, 1845, adopted by the legislative 
committee July 2, 1845, and ratified by the people of Oregon at the polls by a majority of 203 
votes July 26, 1845. 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of Oregon territory, for purposes of mutual protection, 
and to secure peace and prosperity among ourselves, agree to adopt the 
following laws and regulations, until such time as the United States of 
America extend their jurisdiction over us: 


Be it enacted, therefore, by the free citizens of Oregon territory, that the 
said territory, for the purposes of temporary government, be divided into 
not less than three nor more than five districts, subject to be extended to a 
greater number when an increase of population shall require. 


For the purpose of fixing the principles of civil and religious liberty, as 
the basis of all laws and constitution of government, that may hereafter 
be adopted. 


Be it enacted, that the following articles be considered articles of com- 
pact among the free citizens of this territory: 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. No person demeaning himself in a peaceable and orderly 
manner, shall ever be molested upon account of his mode of worship, or 
religious sentiments. : 

Section 2, The inhabitants of said territory shall always be entitled to 
the benefits of the writ of habeas corpus and trial by jury. of a propor- 
tionate representation of the people in the legislature, and of judicial pro- 
ceedings, according to the course of common law. All persons shall be 
bailable, unless for capital offences, where the proof shall be evident, or 
the presumption great. All fines shall be moderate, and no eruel or un- 
usual punishment inflicted. No man shall be deprived of his liberty, but 
by the judgment of his peers of the law of the land; and should the pub- 
lic exigencies make it necessary for the common preservation, to take any 
person’s property, or to demand his particular services, full compensation 
shall be made for the same; and in the just preservation of rights and 
property, it is understood and declared, that no law ought ever to be made, 
or have force in said territory, that shall, in any manner whatever, inter- 
fere with or effect private contracts or engagements, bona fide and without 
fraud, previously formed. 
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Section 8. Religion, morality, and knowledge, being necessary to good 
government and the happiness of mankind, schools and the means of edu- 
catian shall be forever encouraged. The utmost good faith shall always be 
observed towards the Indians; their lands and property shall never be 
taken from them without their consent; and in their property, rights and 
liberty, they shall never be invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful 
wars, authorized by the representatives of the people; but laws founded in 
justice and humanity, shall, from time to time, be made for preventing in- 
justice being done to them, and for preserving peace and friendship with 
them. 

Section 4. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in 
said territory, otherwise than for the punishment of crimes, whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted. 

Section 5. No person shall be deprived of the rights of bearing arms in 
his own defense; no unreasonable searches or seizures shall be granted; the 
freedom of the press shall not be restrained; no person shall be twice tried 
for the same offence; nor the people deprived of the right of peaceably as- 
sembling and discussing any matter they may think proper; nor shall the 
right of petition ever be denied. 

Section 6. The powers of the government shall be divided into three dis- 
tinct departments: The legislative, executive, and judicial; and no person 
or persons belonging to one of these departments, shall exercise any of the 
powers properly belonging to either of the others, except in cases herein di- 
rected or permitted. 

ARTICLE II. 

Section 1. The legislative power shall be vested in a house of repre- 
sentatives, which shall consist of not less than thirteen, nor more than 
sixty-one members, whose numbers shall not be increased more than five 
at any one session, to be elected by the qualified electors at the annual 
election, giving to each district a representation in the ratio of its popula- 
tion, (excluding Indians), and the said member shall reside in the district, 
for which they shall be chosen; and in case of vacancy by death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, the executive shall issue his writ to the district where 
such vacancy has occurred, and cause a new election to be held, giving 
sufficient notice, at least ten days previously, of the time and place of hold- 
ing said election. 

Section 2. The house of representatives, when assembled, shall choose a 
speaker and its other officers, be judges of the qualifications and elections 
of its members, and sit upon its own adjournment from day to day. Two- 
thirds of the house shall constitute a quorum to transact business, but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized by 
law to compel the attendance of absent members. 

Section 3. The house may determine the rules of its proceedings, punish 
its members for disorderly behavior, and with the concurrence of two- 
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thirds, expel a member, but not a second time for the same offence, and 
shall have all powers necessary for a legislature of a temporary govern- 
ment, not in contravention with the restrictions imposed in this organic 
law. 

Section 4. The house of representatives shall, from time to time, fix the 
salaries of the different officers appointed or elected under this compact, 
provided, the pay of no officer shall be altered during his term of service ; 
nor shall the pay of the house be increased by any law taking effect during 
the session at which such alteration is made. 

Section 5. The house of representatives shall have the sole power of im- 
peaching ; three-fourths of all the members must concur in an impeach- 
ment. The governor and all civil officers under these articles of compact, 
shall be liable to impeachment for treason, bribery, or any high crime or 
misdemeanor in office. Judgment in such eases shall not extend further 
than removal from office, and disqualification to hold any office of honor, 
trust or profit, under this compact; but the party convicted may be dealt 
with according to law. ‘ 

Section 6, The house of representatives shall have power to lay out the 
territory into suitable districts, and apportion the representation in their 
own body. They shall have power to pass laws for raising a revenue, either 
by levying and collecting of taxes, or the imposing of license on merchan- 
dise, ferries or other objects,— to open roads and canals, either by the levy- 
ing a road tax, or the chartering of companies,— to regulate the intercourse 
of the people with the Indian tribes,—to establish post offices and post 
roads,— to declare war, suppress insurrection or repel invasion,—to provide 
for the organizing, arming, and disciplining the militia, and for calling 
forth the militia to execute the laws of Oregon,—to pass laws to regulate 
the introduction, manufacture or sale of ardent spirits,—to regulate the 
currency and internal police of the country ; to create inferior tribunals and 
inferior officers necessary, and not provided for by these articles of compact, 
and generally to pass such laws to promote the general welfare of the peo- 
ple of Oregon, not contrary to the spirit of this instrument,—and all pow- 
ers not hereby expressly delegated, remain with the people. The house of 
representatives shall convene annually on the first Tuesday in December, 
at such place as may be provided by law, and shall, upon their first meet- 
ing after the adoption of this instrument of compact, proceed to elect and 
define the duties of a secretary, recorder, treasurer, auditor, marshal or any 
other officers necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this compact. 

Section 7. The executive power shall be invested in one person, elected 
by the qualified voters at the annual election, who shall have power to fill 
vacancies, to remit fines and forfeitures, to grant pardons and reprieves for 
offences against the laws of the territory, to call out the military force of 
the territory to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, to take care that 


the laws are faithfully executed, and to recommend such laws as he may 
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consider necessary to the representatives of the people for their action. 
Every bill which shall have been passed by the house of representatives 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the governor for his approba- 
tion. If he approve, he shall sign it; if not, he shall return it, with his 
objections, to the house, and the house shall cause the objections to be 
entered at large on its journals, and shall proceed to reconsider the bill; if, 
after such reconsideration, a majority of two-thirds of the house shall agree 
to pass the same, it shall become a law. In such cases the votes shall be 
taken by ayes and noes, and entered upon the journals. If any bill shall 
not be returned by the governor to the house of representatives within three 
days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, the 
same shall become a law in like manner as if the governor had signed it, 
unless the house of representatives, by its adjournment, shall prevent its 
return, in which case it shall not become a law. The governor shall 
continue in office two years, and until his successor is duly elected and 
qualified; in case of the office becoming vacant by death, resignation or 
otherwise, the secretary shall exercise the duties of the office until the 
vacancy shall be filled by election. The governor shall receive the sum of 
dollars per annum, as full compensation for his services, which sum 
may be increased or diminished at any time by law; provided, the salary 
of no governor shall be altered during his term of service. The governor 
shall have power to convene the legislature on extraordinary occasions. 

Section 8. The judicial power shall be vested in a supreme court, and 
such inferior courts of law, equity and arbitration, as may from time to time 
be established. The supreme court shall consist of one judge, who shall be 
elected by the house of representatives, and hold his office for four years, 
~ and until his successor is duly elected and qualified. The supreme court, 
except in cases otherwise directed by this compact, shall have appellate 
jurisdiction only, which shall be co-extensive with this territory, and shall 
hold two sessions annually, beginning on the first Mondays of June and 
September, and at such places as by law directed. The supreme court 
shall have a general superintending control over all inferior courts of law. 
It shall have power to issue writs of habeas corpus, Mandamus, quo war- 
ranto, certiorari, and cther original remedial writs, and hear and determine 
the same. The supreme court shall have power to decide upon and annul 
any laws contrary to the provisions of these articles of compact, and 
whenever called upon by the house of representatives, the supreme judge 
shall give his opinion, touching the validity of any pending measure. The 
honse of repretentatives may, hereafter, provide by law for the supreme 
court having original jurisdiction in criminal cases. 

Section 9. All officers under this compact shall take an oath, as follows, 
to wit: I do solemnly swear that I will support the organic laws of the 
provisional government of Oregon, so far as said organic laws are consist- 
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ent with my duties as a citizen of the United States, or a subject of Great 
Britain, and faithfully demean myself in office, so help me God. 

Section 10. Every free male descendent of a white man, inhabitant of 
this territory, of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have 
been an inhabitant of this territory at the time of its organization, shall be 
entitled to a vote at the election of officers, civil and military, and be eli- 
gible to any office in the territory; provided, that all persons of the de- 
scription entitled to vote by the provisions of this section, who shall immi- 
grate to this territory after organization, shall be entitled to the rights of 
citizens, after having resided six months in the territory. 

Section 11. The election of all civil officers, provided for by this compact, 
shall be held the first Monday in June annually. 


ARTICLE ITI. 


Section 1. Any person now holding, or hereafter wishing to establish a 
claim to land in this territory, shall designate the extent of his claim by 
natural boundaries, or by marks at the corners and upon the lines of such 
claim, and have the extent and boundaries of said claim recorded in the 
office of the territorial recorder, in a book to be kept by him for that pur- 
pose within twenty days from the time of making said claim; provided, 
that those who shall be already in posession of land, shall be allowed twelve 
months from the passage of this act, to file a description of his claim in the 
recorder’s office; and, provided further, that the said claimant shall state 
in his record, the size, shape and locality of such claim, and give the name 
of the adjoining claimants, and the recorder may require the applicant for 
such record, to be made to answer, on his oath, touching the facts. 

Section 2. All claimants shall, within six months from the time of re- 
cording their claims, make permanent improvements upon the same by 
building or enclosing, and also become an occupant upon said claim within 
one year from the date of such record, or in case not occupied, the person 
holding said claim shall pay into the treasury the sui of five dollars an- 
nually, and in case of failure to occupy, or on failure of payment of the sum 
above stated, the claim shall be considered as abandoned; provided, that 
no non-resident of this territory shall have the benefit of this law; and pro- 
vided further, that any resident of this territory, absent on his private bus- 
iness for two years, may hold his claim by paying five dollars annually to 
the treasury. 

Section 8. No individual shall be allowed to hold a claim of more than 
one square mile, or six hundred and forty acres, in a square or oblong 
form, according to the natural situation of the premises. Nor shall any 
individual be allowed to hold more than one claim at the same time. Any 
person complying with the provisions of these ordinances, shall be entitled 
to the same recourse against trespass, as in other cases by law provided. 

Section 4. Partnerships of two or more persons shall be allowed to take 
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up a trret of land, not exceeding six hundred and forty acres to each person 
in said partnership, subject to all the provisions of the law ; and whenever 
such partnership is dissolved, the members shall each record the particular 
parts of said tract as may be allotted to him, provided, that no member of 
said partnership shall hold a separate claim, at the time of the existence of 
said partnership. 

Section 5. The boundary lines of all claims shall hereafter conform, as 
- near as may be, to the cardinal points. 

Section 6. The officers elected at the general election, held on the first 
Tuesday in June, 1845, shall be the officers to act under this organic law, 
are hereby declared valid and legal. 

Section 7. Amendments to this instrument may be proposed by the 
house of representatives, two-thirds of the members concurring therein, 
which amendments shall be made public in all parts of Oregon, and be 
read at the polls at the next succeeding general election, and a concurrence 
of two-thirds of all the members elected at said election, may pass said 
amendments, and they shall become a part of this compact. 

I, John E. Long, secretary of Oregon territory, do hereby certify that the 
foregoing is a true and correct copy of the original law, as passed by the 
representatives of the people of Oregon, on the fifth day of July, 1845, and 
submitted to the people on the twenty-sixth day of the same month, and 


by them adopted, and now on file in my office.

NOTE— The journal of the legislature under date of Wednesday, June 25, 1845, under the 
head of ‘“‘ orders of the day,”’ reads as follows: ‘‘The message of the executive being first in 
_ order was taken up and on motion * * * so much of it as relates to revision of organic 
and other laws was referred to a select committee of five, consisting of Messrs. Lee, 
Newell, Applegate, Smith and McClure.” Also journal of legislature under date of July 2, 
1845: ‘“Mr. H. Lee reported from committee on revision, received and referred to committee 
of the whole. * * * The house went into committee of the whole, Mr. Garrison in the 
chair. When the committee arose, the chairman reported that the committee had had under 
consideration the original organic laws and the committee recommended their adoption. 
The report from the committee of the whole was received and on the question, shall the or- 
ganic laws be adopted by the house? the yeas and nays were demanded and were as follows: 
Yeas, Applegate, Foisy, Gray, Garrison, Hendricks, Hill, H. Lee, B. Lee, McClure, N ewell, 
Smith, Straight and Mr. Speaker—13; nays—none. So the original laws were adopted by the 
house for the purpose of being submitted to the people.” Also from legislative journal under 
date of August 5, 1845: ‘‘On motion of Mr. Applegate the clerk was called upon to inform the 
house what was the result of the vote of the people on the organic law. The result was read, 
when it appeared there was a majority of 203 in favor of the amended organic law.”’ 

The foregoing is all the official record that can be found concerning the drawing up and 
enacting and adopting of one of the most important written documents in the history of Ore- 
gon. The committee having the work in charge consisted of Messrs. Jesse Applegate, Robert 
Newell, J. W. Smith, John McClure and H. A. G. Lee. The latter name being in some doubt 
as there were two Lees in the legislature and the name appearing nowhere in connection 
with the enactment of the organic law in any other form than ‘“‘ Mr. Lee.”’ 
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TERRITORY OF OREGON—1849 TO 1859. 


Paris of an act creating territory of Oregon —passed by Congress, August 14, 1848. 


Section 1. From and after the passage of this act, all that part of the 
territory of the United States which lies west of the summit of the Rocky 
mountains, north of the forty-second degree of north latitude, known as 
the territory of Oregon, shall be organized into, and constitute a ey 
government, by the name of the territory of Oregon. * * * 

Section 2. The executive power and authority, in and over said territory 
of Oregon, shall be vested in a governor, who shall hold his office for four 
years, and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by the president of the United States. The governor shall reside 
within said territory, shall be commander-in-chief of the militia thereof, 
shall perform the duties and receive the emoluments of superintendent of 
Indian affairs; he may grant pardons and respites for offenses against the 
laws of said territory, and reprieves for offences against the laws of the 
United States, until the decision of the president can be made known 
thereon; he shall commission all officers who shall be appointed to office 
under the laws of the said territory, where, by law, such commissions shall 
be required, and shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed. 

Section 3. There shall be a secretary of said territory, who shall reside 
therein, and hoid his office for five years, unless sooner removed by the 
president of the United States. * * * And, in case of the death, re- 
moval, resignation, or absence of the governor from the territory, the secre- 
tary shall be, and he is hereby authorized and required, to execute and per- 
form all the powers and duties of the governor, during such vacancy or ab- 
sence, or until another governor shall be duly appointed and qualified to 
fill such vacancy. 

Section 4. The legislative power and authority of said territory, shall be 
vested in a legislative assembly. The legislative assembly shall consist of 
a council and a house of representatives. The council shall consist of nine 
members having the qualifications of voters as hereinafter prescribed, 
whose term of service shall continue three years. * * * The house of 
representatives shall, at its first session, consist of eighteen members, pos- 
sessing the same qualifications as prescribed for members of the council, 
and whose term of service shall continue one year. The number of repre- 
sentatives may be increased, by the legislative assembly from time to time, 
in proportion to the increase of qualified voters: Provided, that the whole 
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number shall never exceed thirty. * * * Provided, further, that no ses- 
sion in any one year shall exceed the term of sixty days, except the first 
session, which shall not be prolonged beyond one hundred days.

Section 7. All township, district, and county officers, not herein other- 
wise provided for, shall be appointed or elected in such manner as shall be 
provided by the legislative assembly, of the territory of Oregon. * * * 

Section 9. The judicial power of said territory shall be vested in a 
supreme court, district courts, probate courts, and in justices of the peace. 
The supreme court shall consist of a chief justice and two associate jus tices, 
any two of whom shall constitute a quorum and who shall hold a term at 
the seat of government of said territory, annually and they shall hold their 
office during a period of four years, and until their successors shall be 
appointed and qualified. The said territory shall be divided into three 
judicial districts, and a district court shall be held in each of said districts, 
by one of the justices of the supreme court, at such times and places as may 
be prescribed by law. ; 

Section 10. There shall be appointed an attorney for said territory who 
shall continue in office for four years, and until his successor shall be 
appointed and qualified, unless sooner removed by the president, and who 
shall receive the same fees and salary as were provided by law for the 
attorney of the United States for the late territory of Wisconsin. There 
shall also be a marshall for the territory appointed, who shall hold his 
office for four years and until his successor shall be appointed and quali- 
fied, unless sooner removed by the president, and who shall execute all 
processes issuing from said courts, when exercising their jurisdiction as 
circuit and district courts of the United States ; shall perform the duties, 
be subject to the same regulations and penalties, and be entitled to the 
same fees, as were provided by law for the marshal of the district court of 
the United States for the present (late) territory of Wisconsin ; and shall, 
in addition, be paid two hundred dollars annually as a compensation for 
extra, services. 

Section 11. The governor, secretary, chief justice, and associate justices, 
attorney, and marshal, shall be nominated, and, by and with the advice 
and consent cf the senate, appointed by the president of the United 
States. * * * 

Section 16. A delegate to the house of representives of the United 
States, to serve for the term of two years, who shall be a citizen of the 
United States, may be elected by the voters qualified to elect members of 
the legislative assembly, who shall be entitled to the same rights and 
privileges as have been heretofore exercised and enjoyed by the delegates 
from the several other territories of the United States to the said house of 
representatives. * * * 
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STATE CONSTITUTION OF OREGON. 


Framed by a convention of sixty delegates at Salem, Oregon, September 18, 1857, and 
adopted by the people November 9, 1857. Approved by congress February 14, 1859, 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of the State of Oregon, to the end that justice be estab- 
lished, order maintained, and liberty perpetuated, do ordain this con- 
stitution. 

ARTICLE I. 


BILL OF RIGHTS. 


1. We declare that all men, when they form a social compact, are equal 
in right; that all power is inherent in the people, and all free govern- 
- ments are founded on their authority, and instituted for their peace, safety 
and happiness; and they have at all times a right to alter, reform or abol- 
ish the government in such manner as they may think proper. 

2. All men shall be secured in the natural right to worship Almighty 
God according to the dictates of their own consciences. 

3. No law shall in any case whatever control the free exercise and en- 
joyment of religious opinions, or interfere with the rights of conscience. 

4. No religious test shall be dare as a qualification for any office of 
trust or profit. 

5. No money shall be drawn from the treasury for the benefit of any 
religious or theological institution, nor shall any money be appropriated 
for the payment of any religious services in either house of the legislative 
assembly. 

6. No person shall be rendered incompetent as a witness or juror in con- 
sequence of his opinions on matters of religion, nor be questioned in any 
court of justice touching his religious belief, to affect the weight of his 
testimony. 

7. The mode of administering an oath or affirmation shall be such as 
may be most consistent with, and binding upon, the conscience of the per- 
son to whom such oath or affirmation may be administered. 

8. No law shall be passed restraining the free expression of opinion, or 
restricting the right to speak, write or print freely upon any subject what- 
ever; but every person shall be responsible for the abuse of this right. 

9. No law shall violate the right of the people to be secure in their per-— 
sons, houses, papers and effects against unreasonable search or seizure; and 
no warrant shall issue but upon probable cause, supported: by oath or 
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affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched, and the 
person or thing to be seized. 

10. No court shall be secret, but justice shall be administered opehiy and 
without purchase, completely and without delay, and every man shall 
have remedy by due course of law for injury done him in person, property 
or reputation. 

1i. In all criminal prosecutions the accused shall have the right to 
public trial by an impartial jury in the county in which the offense shall 
have been committed; to be heard by himself and counsel; to demand the 
nature and cause of the accusation against him, and to have a copy thereof; 
to meet the witnesses face to face, and to have compulsory process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor. 

12. No person shall be put in jeopardy twice for the same offense, nor be 
compelled in criminal prosecution to testify against himself. 

13. No person arrested or confined in jail shall be treated with unneces- 
sary rigor. 

14, Offenses, except murder and treason, shall be bailable by sufficient 
sureties. Murder or treason shall net be bailable when the proof is evident 
or the presumption strong. 

15. Juaws for the punishment of crime shall be founded on the principles 
of reformaticn, and not of vindictive justice. 

16. Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive fines imposed. 
Cruel and unusual punishment shall not be inflicted, but all penalties 
shall be proportioned to the offense. In all criminal cases whatever the 
jury shall have the right to determine the law and the facts, under the 
direction of the court, as to the law, and the right of new trial, as in civil 
cases. 

17. In all civil cases the right of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 

18. Private property shall not be taken for public use, nor the particular 
services of any man be demanded without just compensation; nor, except 
in case of the State, without such compensation first assessed and 
tendered. 

19. , There shall be no imprisonment for debt except in case of fraud or 
absconding debtors. 

20. No law shall be passed granting to any citizen or class of citizens 
privileges or immunities which, upon the same terms, shall not equally 
belong to all citizens. 

21. No ex post facto law, nor law impairing the obligations of contracts, 
shall ever be passed, nor shall any law be passed, the taking effect of 
which shall be made to depend upon any authority, except as provided 
in this constitution; provided, that laws locating the capitol of the state, 
locating county seats, and submitting town and corporate acts, and other 


local and special laws, may take effect or not, upon a vote of the electors 
interested. 
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22. The operation of the laws shall never be suspended exceptby the 
authority of the legislative assembly. 

23. The privileges of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be suspended, 
unless, in case of rebellion or invasion, the public safety require it. 

24, Treason against the state shall consist only in levying war against 
it, or adhering to its enemies, giving them aid or comfort. No person shall 
be convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the 
same overt act, or confession in open court. 

25. No conviction shall work corruption of blood or forfeiture of estate. 

26. No law shall be passed restraining any of the inhabitants of the 
State from assembling together in a peaceable manner to consult for their 
common good; nor from instructing their representatives; nor from apply- 
ing to the legislature for redress of grievances. 

27. The people shall have the right to bear arms for the defence of them- 
selves and the State, but the military shall be kept in strict subordination 
to the civil power. 

28. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house with- 
out the consent of the owner, nor in time of war, except in manner pre- 
scribed by law. 

29. No law shall be passed granting any title of nobility, or conferring 
hereditary distinctions. 

30. No law shall be passed prohibiting emigration from the State. 

31. White foreigners who are or may hereafter become residents of this 
State shall enjoy the same rights in respect to the possession, enjoyment 
and descent of property as native born citizens. And the legislative as- 
sembly shall have power to restrain and regulate the immigration to this 
State of persons not qualified to become citizens of the United States. 

32. No tax duty shall be imposed without the consent of the people or 
their representatives in the legislative assembly; and all taxation shall be 
equal and uniform. 

83. This enumeration of rights and privileges shall not be construed to 
impair or deny others retained by the people. 

34. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in the 
State, otherwise than as a punishment for crime, whereof the party shall 
have been duly convicted. 

35. No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this State at the time of 
the adoption of this constitution, shall come, reside or be within this State, 
or hold any real estate, or make any contracts, or maintain any suit therein; 
and the legislative assembly shall provide by penal laws for the removal by 
publie officers of all such negroes and mulattoes, and for their effectual ex- 
clusion from the State, and for the punishment of persons who shall bring 
them into the State, or employ or harbor them. 


NotrE— Section 35 has been superseded and annulled by the XIV amendment to the national 
constitution. Sections 34 and 35 as printed above do not appear in the original enrolled copy 
of the constitution of Oregon now on file in this office, and both sections are rendered null 
ee ieee by amendments to the national constitution of the United States covering the same 
subject. 
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ARTICLE II. 
SUFFRAGE AND ELECTIONS. 


Section 1. All elections shall be free and equal. 

Section 2. In all elections not otherwise provided for by this constitu- 
tion, every white male citizen of the United States, of the age of twenty- 
one years and upwards, who shall have resided in the state during the six 
months immediately preceding such election—and every white male of for- 
eign birth of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have re- 
sided in this state during the six months immediately preceding such elec- 
tion, and shall have declared his intention to become a citizen of the United 
States one year preceding such election, conformably to the laws of the 
United States on the subject of naturalization, shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections authorized by law. [See note. ] 

Section 3. No idiot or insane person shal! be entitled to the privileges of 
an elector ;and the privilege of an elector shall be forfeited, by a conviction 
of any crime which is punishable by imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

Section 4. For the purpose of voting, no person shall be deemed to have 
gained or lost a residence by reason of his presence or absence while em- 
pleyed in the service of the United States, or of this state ; nor while en- 
gaged in the navigation of the waters of this state, or of the United States, 
or of the high seas; nor while a student of any seminary of learning; nor 
while kept at any almsbouse, or other asylum, at public expense ; nor while 
confined in any public prison. 

Section 5. No soldier, seaman, or marine, in the army or navy of the 
United States, or of their allies, shall be deemed to have acquired a resi- 
dence in the state in consequence of having been stationed within the 
same; nor shall any such soldier, seaman or marine have the right to vote. 

Section 6. No negro, Chinaman or mulatto shall have the right of suff- 
rage. [See note. | 

Section 7. Every person shall be disqualified from holding office during 
the term for which he may have beeu elected, who shall have given or 
offered a bribe, threat, or reward to procure his election. 

Section 8. The legislative assembly shall enact laws to support the priv- 
ilege of free sufferage, prescribing the manner of regulating and conducting 
election, and prohibiting, under adequate penalties, all undue influence 
therein, from power, bribery, tumult, and other improper conduct. 


Notre—The effect of the XV amendment to the national constitution ‘‘is to deprive the pro- 
visions of the state constitution and the acts of the state legislature, restricting the exercise of 
the right of suffrage to white persons, of all legal force and efficacy.”’ 


NorEe—Negroes or mulattoes born or naturalized in the United States and subject to the jur- 
isdiction thereof, by virtue of the XIV amendment are now citizens of the United States, and 
the state wherein they reside, and therefore by virtue of the XV amendment are entitled to 

the right of suffrage in this state, the same as white citizens ; and the same is true of all per- 
sons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof. The 
Slaughter House Cases, 16 Wall. 36. 

Ap. 9. 
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Section 9. Every person who shall give or accept a challenge to fight a 
duel, or who shall knowingly carry to another person such challenge, or 
who shall agree to go out of the state to fight a duel, shall be ineligible to 
any office of trust or profit. 

Section 10. No person holding a lucrative cffice or appointment under 
the United States, or under this state, shall-be eligible to a seat in the legis- 
lative assembly ; nor shall any person hold more than one lucrative office 
at the same time, except as in this constitution expressly permitted ; pro- 
vided, that officers in the militia, to which there is attached no annual 
salary, and the office of postmaster, where the compensation does not 
exceed one hundred dollars per annum, shall not be deemed lucrative. 

Section 11. No person who may hereafter be a collector or holder of pub- 
lic money, shall be eligible to any office of trust or profit, until he shall 
have accounted for and paid over, according to law, all sums for which he 
may be liable. 

Section 12. In all cases in which it is provided that an office shall not be 
filled by the same person more than a certain number of years continu- 
ously, an appointment pro tmpore shall not be reckoned a part of that term. 

Section 13. In all cases, except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
electors shall be free from arrest in going to elections, during their attend- 
ance there, and in returning from the same; and no elector shall be obliged 
to do duty in the militia on any day of election, except in time of war, or 
public danger. 

Section 14. General elections shall be held on the first Monday of June, 
biennially. 


Section 15. In all elections by the legislative assembly, or by either 


branch thereof, votes shall be given openly, or viva voce, and not by ballot 
forever ; and in all elections by the people, votes shall be given openly, or 
viva voce, until the legislative assembly shall otherwise direct. 

Section 16. In all elections held by the people under this constitution, 
the person or persons who shall receive the highest number of votes shall 
be declared duly elected. ‘ 

Section 17. All qualified electors shall vote in the election precinct in 
the county where they may reside, for county officers, and in any county 
in the state for state officers, or in any county of a congressional district in 
which such electors may reside, for members of congress. 


ARTICLE III. 


DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS. 


Section 1. The powers of the government shall be divided into three 
separate departments—the legislative, the executive, including the admin- 
istrative, and the judicial; and no person charged with official duties 
uuder one of these departments shall exercise any of the functions of 
another, except as this constitution expressly provided.

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ARTICLE IV. 
LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The legislative authority of the state shall be vested in the 
legislative assembly, which shall consist of a senate and house of repre- 
sentatives. The style of every bill shall be, ‘‘Be it enacted by the legisla- 
tive assembly of the state of Oregon,” and no law shall be enacted except 
by bill. 

Section 2. The senate shall consist of sixteen, and the house of repre- 
sentatives of thirty-four, members, which number shall not be increased 
until the year eighteen hundred and sixty, after which time the legislative 
assemb] y may increase the number of senators and representatives, always 
keeping, as near.as may be, the same ratio as to the number of senators 
and representatives; provided, that the senate shall never exceed thirty, 
and the house of representatives sixty members. 

Section 8. The senators and representatives shall be chosen by the elec- 
tors of the respective counties or districts into which the state may from 
time to time be divided by law. 

Section 4. The senators shall be elected for the term of four years, and 
representatives for the term of two years from the day next after their gen- 
eral election ; provided, however, that the senators elect, at the first session 
of the legislative assembly under this constitution, shall be divided by lot 
into two equal classes, as nearly as may be; and the seats of senators of the 
first class shall be vacated at the expiration of two years, and those of the 
second class at the expiration of four years; so that one-half, as nearly as 
possible, shall be chosen biennially forever thereafter. And in case of the 
increase of the number of senators, they shall be so annexed by lot to one 
or the other of the two classes as to keep them as nearly equal as possible. 

Section 5. The legislative assembly shall, in the year eighteen hundred 
and sixty-five, and every ten years after, cause an enumeration to be made 
of ail the white population of the state. 

Section 6. The number of senators and representatives shall, at the ses- 
sion next following an enumeration of the inhabitants by the United States 
or this state, be fixed by law, and apportioned among the several counties 
according to the number of white population in each. And the ratio of 
senators and representatives shall be determined by dividing the whole 
number of white population of such county or district, by such respective 
ratios; and when a fraction shall result from such division, which shall 
exceed one-half of such ratio, such county or district shall be entitled to a 
member for such fraction. And in case any county shall not have the 
requisite population to entitle such county to a member, then such county 
shall be attached to some adjoining county for senatorial or representative 
purposes. 
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Section 7. A senatorial district, when more than one county shall con- 
stitute the same, shall be composed of contiguous counties, and no county 
shall be divided in creating senatorial districts. 

Section 8. No person shall be a senator or representative who, at the time 
of his election, is not a citizen of the United States; nor any one who has 
not been for one year next preceding his election an inhabitant of the county 
or district whence he may be chosen. Senators or representatives shall be 
at least twenty-one years of age. 

Section 9. Senators and representatives in all cases, except for treason, 
felony, or breaches of the peace, shall be privileged from arrest during the 
session of the legislative assembly, and in going to and returning from the 
suine; and shal] not besubject to any civil process during the session of the 
legislative assembly, nor during the fifteen days next before the commence- 
ment thereof. Nor shall a member, for words uttered in debate in either 
house, be questioned in any other place. 

Section 10. The sessions of the legislative assembly shall be held bienni- 
ally at the capital of the state, commencing on the second Monday of Sep- 
tember, in the year eighteen hundred and fifty-eight, and on the same day 
of every second year thereafter, unless a different day shall have been ap- 
pointed by law. 

Section 11. Each house, when assembled, shall choose its own officers, 
judge of election, qualifications and returns of its own members, determine 
its own rules of proceeding, and sit upon its own adjournments; but neith- 
er house shall without the concurrence of the other, adjourn for more than 
three days, nor at any other place than that in which it may be sitting. 

Section 12. Two-thirds of each house shall constitute a quorum to do 
business, but a smaller number may meet, adjourn from day to day and 
compel the attendance of absent members. A quorum being in attend- 
ance, if either house fail to effect an organization within the first five days 
thereafter, the members of the house so failing shall be entitled to no com- 
pensation from the end of the five days until an organization shall have 
been effected. 

Section 18. Each house shall keep a journal of its proceedings. The 
yeas and nays on any question shall, at the request of any two members, 
be entered, together with the names of the members demanding the same, 
on the journal; provided, that on a motion to adjourn, it shall require one- 
tenth of the members present to order the yeas and nays. 

Section 14. The doors of each house, and of committees of the whole, 
shall be kept open, except in such cases as in the opinion of either house 
shall require secrecy. 

Notsr.— As allowed by the last clause in section 10, the legislative assembly of the state of 
Oregon at its session held in 1882 passed an act changing the time of meeting of the legislative 
assembly from that time forward to the second Monday in January instead of the second Mon- 
day in September following each biennial election. The act of 1882 reads as follows: ‘‘Sec- 
tion 1. That the sessions of the legislative assembly shall be held biennially at the capital of 
the state, and that the time of meeting be changed from the second Monday of September, as 


provided in article IV, section 10, of the constitution of Oregon, to the second Monday in Jan- 
uary in the year 1885, and on the same day of every second year thereafter.” 
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Section 15. Either house may punish its members for disorderly behav- 
ior, and may, with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member; but not 
a second time for the same cause. 

Section 16. Either house, during its session, may punish by imprison- 
ment any person not a member who shall have been guilty of disrespect to 
the house by disorderly or contemptuous behavior in its presence, but such 
imprisonment shall not at any time exceed twenty-four hours. 

Section 17. Each house shall have all powers necessary for a branch of 
the legislative department of a free and independent state. 

Section 18. Bills may originate in either house, but may be amended or 
| rejected inthe other, except that bills for raising revenue shall originate in 
the house of representatives. 

Sestion 19. Every bill shall be read by sections, on three several days, in 
each house, unless, in case of emergency, two-thirds of the house where 
such bill may be depending{shall, by a vote of yeas and nays, deem it ex- 
pedient to dispense with this rule; but che reading of a bill by sections on 
its final passage shall in no case be dispensed with, and the vote on the 
passage of every bill or joint resolution shall be taken by yeas and nays. - 

Section 20. Every. act shall embrace but one subject, and matters prop- 

erly connected therewith, which subjects shall be expressed in the title. 
But if any subject shall be embraced in an act which shall not be expressed 
in the title, such act.shall be void only as to so much thereof as shall not be 
expressed in the title. 

Section 21. Every act and joint resolution shall be plainly worded, 
avoiding as far as practicable the use of technical terms. 

Section 22. No act shall ever be revised or amended by mere reference 
to its title, but the act revised or section amended shall be set forth and 
published at full length. 

Section 23. The legislative assembly shall not pass special or local laws 
in any of the following enumerated cases, that is to say — 

1. Regulating the jurisdiction and duties of justices of the peace, and 
of, constables. 

2. For the punishment of crimes and misdemeanors. 

Regulating the practice in courts of justice. 

Providing for changing the venue in civil and criminal cases. 
Granting divorces. 

Changing the names of persons. 

For laying, opening and working on highways, and for the election 
or appointment of supervisors. 

8. Vacating roads, town plats, streets, alleys and public squares. 

9. Summoning and empaneling grand and petit jurors. 

10. For the assessment and collection of taxes for state, county, town- 
ship or road purposes.

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11. Providing for supporting common schools, and for the preservation 
of school funds. 

12. In relation to interest on money. 

13. Providing for opening and conducting the elections of the state, 
county or township officers, and designating the places of voting. 

14. Providing for the sale of real estate belonging to minors or other 
persons laboring under legal disabilities, by executors, administrators, guar- 
dians or trustees. 

Section 24. Provision may be made by general law for bringing suit 
against the state, as to all liabilities originating after or existing at the time 
of the adoption of this constitution; but no special act authorizing such 
suit to be brought, or making compensation to any person claiming dam- 
ages against the state shall ever be passed. 

Section 25. A majority of all the members elected to each house shall 
be necessary to pass every bill or joint resolution; and all bills and joint 
resolutions so passed shall be signed by the presiding officers of the re- 
spective houses. 

Section 26. Any member of either bouse shall have the right to protest, 
and have his protest, with reasons for dissent, entered on the journal. 

Section 27. Every statute shall be a public law, unless otherwise de- 
clared in the statute itself. ' 

Section 28. No act shall take effect until ninety days from the end of 
the session at which the same shall have been passed, except in case of . 
emergency; which emergency shall be declared in the preamble or in the 
body of the law. 7 

Section 29. The members of the legislative assembly shall receive for 
their services a sum not exceeding three dollars a day, from the commence- 
ment of the session; but such pay shall not exceed in the aggregate one hun- 
dred and twenty dollars for per diem allowance for any one session. When 
convened in exta session by the governor, they shall receive three dollars 
per day; but no extra session shall continue for a longer period than twenty 
days. They shall also receive the sum of three dollars for every twenty 
miles they shall travel in going to and returning from their place of meet- 
ing, on the most usual route. The presiding officers of the assembly shall, 
in virtue of their office, receive an additional compensation equal to two- 
thirds of their per diem allowance as members. 

Section 80. Nosenator or representative shall, during the time for which 
he may have been elected, be eligible to any office, the election to which is 
vested in the legislative assembly; nor shall he be appointed to any civil 
office of profit which shall have been created, or the emoluments of which 
shall have been increased during such term, but this latter provision shall 
not be construed to apply to any officer elective by the people. 

Section 31. The members of the legislative assembly shall, before they 
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enter on the duties of their respective offices, taxe and subscribe the follow- 
ing oath or affirmation: 

I do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the case may be) that 1 will support 
the constitution of the United States and the constitution of the state of 
Oregon, and that I will faithfully discharge the duties of senator (or repre- 
sentative, as the case may be) according to the best of my ability. 

And such oath may be administered by the governor, secretary of state, 
or judge of the supreme court. 


ARTICLE V. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. Vhe chief executive power of the state shall be vested in a 
governor, who shall hold his office for a term of four years; and no person 
shall be eligible to such office more than eight in any period of twelve 
years. | 

Section 2. No person, except a citizen of the United States, shall be eligi- 
ble to the office of governor, nor shall any person be eligible to that office 
who shall not have attained the age of thirty years, and who shall not have 
been three years next preceding his election a resident within this state. 

Section 3. No member of congress, or person holding any office under 
the United States, or under this state, or under any other power, shall fill 
the office of governor, except as may be otherwise provided in this consti- 
tution. 

Section 4. The governor shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
state at the times and places of choosing members of the legislative assem- 
bly, and the returns of every election for governor shall be sealed up and 
transmitted to the secretary of state, directed to the speaker of the house of 
representatives, who shall open and publish them in the presence of both 
houses of the legislative assembly. 

Section 5. The person having the highest number of votes for governor 
shall be elected; but in case two or more persons shall have an equal and 
the highest number of votes for governor, the two houses of the legislative 
assembly, at the next regular session thereof, shall forthwith, by joint vote, 
proceed to elect one of the said persons governor. 

Section 6. Contested elections for governor shall be determined by the 
legislative assembly in such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 7. The official term of the governor shall be four years, and shall 
commence at such times as may be prescribed by this constitution or pre- 
scribed by law. : 

Section 8. In case of the removal of the governor from office, or of his 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the duties of the office, the 
same shall devolve upon the secretary of state; and in case of the removal 
from office, death, resignation, or inability, both of the governor and secre- 
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tary of state, the president of the senate shall act as governor until the dis- 
ability be removed or a governor be elected. 

Section 9. The governor sball be commander-in-chief of the military and 
naval forces of this state, and may eall out such forces to execute the laws, 
to suppress insurrection, or to repel invasion. 

Section 10. He shall take care chat the laws be faithfully executed. 

Section 11. He shall, from time to time, give to the legislative assembly 
information touching the condition of the state. and recommend such 
measures as he shall judge to be expedient. 

Section 12. He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the legislative 
assembly by proclamation, and shall state to both houses, when assembled, 
the purpose for which they shall have convened. 

Section 13. He shall transact all necessary business with the officers of 
government, and may require information in writing from the officers of 
the administrative and military departments upon eee eugee relating to 
the duties of their respective offices. 

Section 14. He shall have power to grant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons, after conviction, for all offenses except treason, subject to such 
regulations as may be provided by law. Upon eonviction for treason, he 
shall have the power to suspend the execution of the sentence until the 
case shall be reported to the legislative assembly, at its next meeting, when 
the legislative assembly shall either grant a pardon, commute the sentence, 
direct the execution of the sentence, or grant a further reprieve. He shall 
have power to remit fines aud forfeitures, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by law; and shall report to the legislative assembly, at its next 
meeting, each case of repreive, commutation, or pardon granted, and the 
reason for granting the same; and also the names of all persons in whose 
favor remission of fines and forfeitures shall have been made, and the sev- 
eral amounts remitted. 

Section 15. Every hill which shall have passed the legislative assembly 
shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to the governor; if he approve, 
he shall sign it; but if not, he shall return it with his objections to that 
house in which it shall have originated, which house shall enter the ob- 
jections at large upon the journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, two-thirds of the members present shall agree to 
pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other 
house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present, it shall become a law. But in all such ~ 
cases the votes of both houses-shall be determined by yeas and nays, and 
the names of the members voting for or against the bill shall be entered 
on the journal of each house respectively ; if any bill shall not be returned 
by the governor within five days (Sundays excepted ) after it shall have 
been presented to him, it shall be a law without his signature, unless the 
general adjournment shall prevent its return, in which case it shall bea 
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law, unless the governor, within five days next after the adjournment 
( Sundays excepted ) shall file such a bill, with his objections thereto, in 
the office of the secretary of state, who shall lay the same before the legis- 
lative assembly at its next session, in like manner as if it had been re- 
turned by the governor. 

Section 16. When, during a recess of the legislative assembly, a vacancy 
shall happen in any office, the appointment of which is vested in the 
legislative assembly, or when at any time a vacancy shall have occurred 
in any other state office, or in the office of judge of any court, the gover- 
nor shall fill such vacancy by appointment, which shall expire when a 
successor shall have been elected and qualified. 

Section 17. He shall issue writs of election to fill such vacancies as may 
have occurred in the legislative assembly. 


Section 18. All commissions shall issue in the name of the state, shall 
be signed by the governor, sealed with the seal of the state, and attested by 
the secretary of state. 
ARTICLE VI. 


ADMINISTRATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


| 


Section 1. There shall be elected by the qualified electors of the state, 
at the times and places of choosing members of the legislative assembly, 
a secretary and treasurer of state, who shall severally hold their offices for 
the term of four years; but no person shall be eligible to either of said 
offices more than eight in any period of twelve years. 

Section 2. The secretary of state shall keep a fair record of the official 
acts of the legislative assembly and executive department of the state; and 
shall, when required, lay the same and all matters relative thereto before 
either branch of the legislative assembly. He shall be by virtue of his 
office auditor of public accounts, and shall perform such other duties as 
shall be assigned him by law. ' 

Section 3. There shall be a seal of state, kept by the secretary of state 
for official purposes, which shall be called “The seal of the state of 
Oregon ” 

Section 4. The powers and duties of the treasurer of state shall be such 
as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 5. The governor, the secretary, and treasurer of state shall sev- 
erally keep the public records, books and papers in any manner relating to 
their respective offices at the seat of government, at which place also the 
secretary of state shall reside. 

Section 6. There shall be elected in each county, by the qualified electors 
thereof, at the time of holding general elections, a county clerk, treasurer, 
sheriff, coroner and surveyor, who shall severally hold their offices for the 
cerm of two years. 
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Section 7. Such other county, township, precinct and city officers as 
may be necessary shall be elected or appointed in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law. 

Section 8. No person shall be elected or appointed to a county office 
who shall not be an elector of the county; and all county, township, pre- 
cinct and city officers shall keep their respective offices at such places there- 
in, and perform such duties as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 9. Vacancies in county, township, precinct and city offices shall 
be filled in such manner as may b2 prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE VII. 
JUDICIAL DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The judicial power of the State shall be vested in a supreme 
court, circuit courts and county courts, which shall be courts of record, hav- 
ing general jurisdiction, to be defined, limited and regulated by law in ac- 
cordance with this constitution. Justices of the peace may also be invested 
with limited judicial powers; and municipal courts may be created to ad- 
minister the regulations of incorporated towns and cities. 

Section 2. The supreme court shall consist of four justices, to be chosen 
in districts by the electors thereof, who shall be citizens of the United 
States, and who shall have resided in the State at least three years next 
preceding their election, and after their election to reside in their respective 
districts. The number of justices and districts may be increased, but shall 
not exceed five until the white population of the State shall amount to one 
hundred thousand, and shall never exceed seven; and the boundaries of 
districts may be changed, but no change of district shall have the effect to 
remove a judge from office, or require him to change his residence without 
his consent. 

Section 8. The judges first chosen under this constitution shall allot 
among themselves their terms of office, so that the term of one of them 
shall expire in two years, one in four years and two in six years, and there- 
after one or more shall be chosen every two years, to serve for the term of 
six years. 

Section 4. Every vacancy in the office of judge of the supreme court 
shall be filled by election for the remainder of the vacant term, unless it 
would expire at the next election, and until so filled, or when if would so 
expire, the Governor shall fill the vacancy by appointment. 

Section 5. The judge who has the shortest term to serve, or the oldest of 
several having such shortest term and not holding by appointment, shall 
be the chief justice. 

Section 6. The supreme court shall have jurisdiction only to revise the 
final decisions of the circuit courts; and every cause shall be tried and 
every decision shall be made by those judges only, or a majority of them, 
who did not try the cause or make the decision in the circuit court. 
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Section 7. The terms of the supreme court shall be appointed by law, but 
there shall be one term at the seat of government annually. And at the 
close of each term the judges shall file with the secretary of state concise 
written statements of the decisions made at that term. 

Section 8. The circuit court shall be held twice, at least, in each year in 
each county organized for judicial purposes by one of the justices of the 
supreme court af times to be appointed by law, and at such other times as 
may be appointed by the judges severally in pursuance of law. 

Section 9. All judicial power, authority and jurisdiction not vested by 
this constitution or by-laws consistent therewith exclusively in some other 
court shall belong to the circuit courts, and they shall have appellate juris- 
diction and supervisory control over the county courts and all other inferior 
courts, officers and tribunals. 

Section 10. When the white population of the state shall amount to two 
hundred thousand the legislative assembly may provide for the election of 
supreme and circuit judges in distinct classes, one of which classes shall 
consist of three justices of the supreme court who shall not perform cireuit 
duty, and the other class shall consist of the necessary number of circuit 
judges who shall hold full terms without allotment, and who shall take the 
same oath as the supreme judges. 

Section 11. There shall be elected in each county, for the term of four 
years, a county judge, who shall hold the county court at times to be regu- 
lated by law. 

Section 12. The county court shall have the jurisdiction pertaining to 
probate courts, and boards of county commissioners, and such other powers 
and duties, and such civil jurisdiction not exceeding the amount of value 
of five hundred dollars, and such criminal jurisdiction not extending to 
death or imprisonment in the penitentiary as may be prescribed by law. 
But the legislative assembly may provide for the election of two commis- 
sioners to sit with the county judge whilst transacting county business in 
any or all the counties, or may provide a separate board for transacting 
such business. 

Section 13. The county judge may grant preliminary injunctions and 
such other writs as the legislative assembly may authorize him to grant, 
returnable to the circuit court, or otherwise, as may be provided by law ; 
and may hear and decide questions arising upon habeas corpus; provided, 
such decision be not against the authority or proceedings of a court or 
judge of equal or higher jurisdiction. | 

Section 14. The counties having less than ten thousand white inhabit- 
ants shall be reimbursed, wholly or in part, for the salary and expenses of 
the county court, by fees, percentage, and other equitable taxation of the 
business done in said court, and in the office of the county clerk. 

Section 15. A county clerk shall be elected in each county for the term 
of two years, who shall keep ali the public records, books and papers of the 
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county, record conveyances, and perform the duties of clerk of the circuit 
and county courts, and such other duties as may be prescribed by law; 
but whenever the number of voters in any county shall exceed twelve 
hundred, the legislative assembly may authorize the election of one person 
as clerk of the circuit court, one person as clerk of the county court, and 
one person recorder of conveyances. 

Section 16. A sheriff shall be elected in each county for the term of two 
years, who shall be the ministerial officer of the circuit and county courts, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 17. There shall be elected by districts, comprised of one or more 
counties, a sufficient number of prosecuting attorneys, who shall be the 
law officers of the state, and of the counties within their respective dis- 
tricts, and shall perform such duties pertaining to the administration of 
law and general police as the legislative assembly may direct. 

Section 18. The legislative assembly shall so provide that the most com- 
petetent of the permanent citizens of the county shall be chosen for jurors; 
and out of the whole number in attendance at the court seven shall be 
chosen by lot as grand jurors, five of whom must concur to find an indict- 
ment. But the legislative assembly may modify or abolish grand juries. 

Section 19. Public officers shall not be impéached ; but incompetency, 
corruption, malfeasance or delinquency in office may be tried in the same 
manner as criminal offenses, and judgment may be given of dismissal from 
office, and such further punishment as may have been prescribed by law. 

Section 20. The governor may remove from office a judge of the supreme 
court, or prosecuting attorney, upon the joint resolution of the legislative 
assembly, in which two-thirds of the members elected to each house shall 
concur, for incompetency, corruption, malfeasance or delinquency in office, 
or other sufficient cause stated in such resolution. 

Section 21. Every judge of the supreme court, before entering upon the 
duties of his office, shall take and subscribe and transmit to the secretary 
of state the following oath: 

«J, —— , do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the 
constitution of the United States and the constitution of the state of Ore- 
gon; and that I will faithfully and impartially discharge the duties of a 
judge of the supreme and circuit courts of said state, according to the best 
of my ability, and that I will not accept any other office except judicial 
offices during the term for which I have been elected.”’ 


ARTICLE VIII. 
EDUCATION AND SCHOOL LANDS. 


Section 1. The governor shall be superintendent of public instruction, 
and his powers and duties in that capacity shall be such as may be pres- 
eribed by law; but after the term of five years from the adoption of this 
constitution it shall be competent for the legislative assembly to provide by 
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law for the election of a superintendent, to provide for his compensation, 
and prescribe his powers and duties. 

Section 2. The proceeds of all the lands which have been or hereafter 
may be granted to this state for ed ucational purposes (excepting the lands 
heretofore granted to and in the establishment of a university); all the 
moneys and clear proceeds of all property which may accrue to the state 
by escheat or forfeiture, all moneys which may be paid as exemption 
from military duty ; the proceeds of all gifts, devices and bequests made by 
any person to the state for common school purposes; the proceeds of all 
property granted to the state when the purposes of such grant shall not be 
stated ; all the proceeds of the five hundred thousand acres of land to which 
the state is entitled by the provisions of an act of congress entitled ‘‘ Au act 
to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the public lands and to grant 
preemption rights, approved September 4, 1841,’’ and also the five per 
centum of the net proceeds of the sales of public lands to which this state 
shall become entitled on her admission into the union (if congress shall 
consent to such appropriation of the two grants last mentioned ), shall be 
set apart as a separate and irreducible fund, to be called the common school 
fund, the interest of which, together with all other revenues derived from 
the school land mentioned in this section, shall be exciusively applied to 
the support and maintenance of common schools in each school district, 
and the purchase of suitable libraries and apparatus therefor. 

Section 3. The legislative assembly shall provide by law for the estab- 
lishment of a uniform and general system of common schools. 

Section 4. Provision shall be made by law for the distribution of the 
income of the common school fund among the several counties of the state 
in proportion to the number of children resident therein between the ages 
of four and twenty years. 

Section 5. The governor, secretary of state, and state treasurer, shall 
constitute a board of commissioners for the sale of school and university 
lands, and for the investment of the funds arising therefrom, and their 
powers and duties shall be such as may be prescribed by law ; provided, 
that no part of the university funds, or of the interest arising therefrom, 
shall be expended until the period of ten years from the adoption of this 
constitution, unless the same shall be otherwise disposed of by the consent 
of congress for common school purposes. 


ARTICLE IX. 
FINANCE. 


Section 1. The legislative assembly shall provide by law for uniform 
and equal rate of assessment and taxation ; and shall prescribe such regu- 
lations as shall secure a just valuation for taxation of all property, both 
real and personal, excepting such only for municipal, educational, literary, 
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scientific, religious, or charitable purposes, as may be specially exempted 
by law. 

Section 2. The legislative assembly shall provide for raising revenue suf- 
ficient to defray the expenses of the state for each fiscal year, and also a 
sufficient sum to pay the interest on the state debt, if there be any. 

Section 38. No tax shall be levied except in pursuance of law, and every 
law imposing a tax shall state distinctly the object of the same, to which 
only the same shall be applied. 

Section 4. No money shall be drawn from the treasury but in pursuance 
of appropriations made by law. 

Section 5. An accurate statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the public money shail be published with the laws of each regular session 
of the legislative assembly. | 

Section 6. Whenever the expenses of any fiscal year shall exceed the 
income, the legislative assembly shall provide for levying a tax for the en- 
suing fiscal year, sufficient, with other sources of income, to pay the de- 
ficiency, as well as the estimated expense of the ensuing fiscal year. 

Section 7. Laws making appropriations for the salaries of public officers 
and other current expenses of the state, shall contain provisions upon no 
other subject. 

Section 8. All stationery required, for the use of the state, shall be fur- 
nished by the lowest responsible bidder, under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by law. But no state officer or member of the legislative assem- 
bly shall be interested in any bid or contract for furnishing such stationery. 


ARTICLE X. 
MILITIA. 


Section 1. The militia of this state shall consist of all able-bodied male 
citizens between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, except such per- 
sons as now are or hereafter may be exempted by the laws of the United 
States or of this state. 

Section 2. Persons whose religious tenets or conscientious scruples forbid 
them to bear arms shall not be compelled to do so in time of peace, but 
shall pay an equivalent for personal service. 

Section 3. The governor shall appoint the adjutant-general and the 
other chief officers of the general staff and his own staff, and all officers of 
the line shall be elected by the persons subject to military duty in their re- 
spective districts. 

Section 4. The majors-general, brigadiers-general, colonels or command- 
ants of regiments, battalions or squadrons, shall severally appoint their 
staff officers, and the governor shall commission all officers of the line and 
staff ranking as such. 

Section 5. The legislative assembly shall tix by law the method of divid- 
ing the militia into divisions, brigades, regiments, battalions and com- 
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panies, and make all other needful rules and regulations in such manner 
as they may deem expedient, not incompatible with the constitution or 
laws of the United States or of the constitution of this state, and shall fix 
the rank of all staff officers. 


ARTICLE XI. 
CORPORATIONS AND INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


Section 1. The legislative assembly shall not have the power to establish 
or incorporate any bank or banking company or moneyed institution what- 
ever; nor shall any bank, company or institution exist in the state with 
the privilege of making, issuing or putting into circulation any bill, check, 
certificate, promissory note, or other paper, or the paper of any bank, com- 
pany or person, to circulate as money. 

Section 2. Corporations may be formed under general laws, but shall not 
be created by special iaws, except for municipal purposes. All laws passed 
pursuant to this section may be altered, amended or repealed, but not so as 
to impair or destroy any vested corporate rights. 

Section 3. The stockholders of all corporations and joint stock com- 
panies shall be liable for the indebtedness of said corporation to the amount 
of their stock subscribed and unpaid, and no more. 

Section 4. No person’s property shall be taken by any corporation, un- 
der authority of law, without compensation being first made or secured, in 
such manner as may be prescribed by law. 

Section 5. Acts of legislative assembly incorporating towns and cities 
shall restrict their powers of taxation, borrowing money, contracting debts, 
and loaning their credit. 

Section 6. The state shall not subscribe to or be interested in the stock of 
any company, association or corporation. 

Section 7. The legislative assembiy shall not loan the credit of the state, 
nor in any manner create any debt or liabilities which shall singly or in 
the aggregate with previous debts or liabilities exceed the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars, except in case of war, or to repel invasion or suppress in- 
surrection; and every contract of indebtedness entered into or assumed by 
or on behalf of the state, when all its liabilities and debts amount to said 
sum, shall be void and of no effect. 

Section 8. The state shall never assume the debts of any county, town, 
or other corporation whatever, unless such debts shall have been created to 
repel invasion, suppress insurrection or defend the state in war. 

Section 9. No county, city, town, or other municipal corporation, by 
vote of its citizens or otherwise, shall become a stockholder in any joint 
stock company, corporation or association whatever, to raise money for, or 
loan its credit to or in aid of any such company, corporation or association. 

Section 10. No county shall create any debts or liabilities which shall 
singly or in the aggregate exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, except 
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to suppress insurrection or repel invasion; but the debts of any county, at 
the time this constitution takes effect, shall be disregarded in estimating 
the sum to which such county is limited. 


ARTICLE XII. 
STATE PRINTER. 


Section 1. There shall be elected by the qualified electors of the state, at 
the times and places of choosing members of the legislative assembly, a 
state printer, who shall hold office for the term of four years. He shall 
perform all the public printing for the state which may be provided by law. 
The rates to be paid to him for such printing shall be fixed by law, and 
shall neither be increased nor diminished during the term for which he 
shall have been elected. He shall give such security for the performance 
of his duties as the legislative assembly may provide. 

ARTICLE XIII. 
SALARIES. 

Section 1. The governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, The secretary of state shall receive an annual salary of fifteen 
hundred dollars. The treasurer of state shall receive an annual salary of 
eight hundred dollars. The judges of the supreme court shall each receive 
an annual salary of two thousand dollars. They shall receive no fees or 
perquisites whatever for the performance of any duties connected with 
their respective offices; and the compensation of officers, if not fixed by this 
constitution, shall be provided by law. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
SEAT OF GOVERNMENT. 


Section 1. The legislative assembly shall not have power to establish a 


permanent seat of government for this State. But at the first regular | 


session after the adoption of this constitution, the legislative assembly shall 
provide by law for the submission to the electors of this State, at the next 
general election thereafter, the matter of the selection of a place for a per- 
manent seat of government; and no place shall ever be the seat of govern- 
ment under such law which shall not receive a majority of all the votes 
cast on the matter of such election. ' (See note ). 

Section 2. No tax shall be levied, or money of the State expended, or 
debt contracted for the erection of a state house prior to the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five. ‘ 


Note— By act of October 19, 1860, the location of the seat of government was submitted to 
the popular vote at the next general election in June, 1862, and every general election there- 
after, until ‘‘some one point”’ should receive a majority of all the votes cast upon the question. 
At the election in 1862, Eugene received the most votes but no point received a majority of all 
the votes cast. At the election in 1864, Salem received 6,108 votes, Portland 3,864 votes, Eugene 
1,588 votes, and all other places 577 votes; Salem received 79 majority of the whole vote cast, 
whereupon Salem was duly declared “the permanent seat of government.” 
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Section 3. The seat of government, when established as provided in 
section one, shall not be removed for the term of twenty years from the 
time of such establishment; nor in any other manner than as. provided in 
the first section of this article; provided, that all the public institutions of 
the state, hereafter provided for by the legislative assembly, shall be lo- 
cated at the seat of government. 


ARTICLE XV. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Section 1. All officers, except members of the legislative assembly, shall 
hold their offices until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 2. When the duration of any office is not provided for by this 
constitution, it may be declared by law ; and if not so declared, such office, 
shall be held during the pleasure of the authority making the appoint- 
ment. But the legislative assembly shall not create any office, the tenure 
of which shall be longer than four years. 

Section 3. Every person elected or appointed to any office under the 
constitution shall, before entering on the duties thereof, take an oath or 
affirmation to support the constitution of the United States, and of this 
state, and also an oath of office. 

Section 4. Lotteries, and the sale of lottery tickets, for any purpose 
whatever, are prohibited, and the legislative assembly shall prevent the 
same by penal laws. 

Section 5. The property and pecuniary rights of every married woman, 
at the time of marriage, or afterward acquired by gift, devise or inheritance, 
shall not be subject to the debts or contracts of the husband; and laws 
shall be passed providing for the registration of the wife’s separate property. 

Section 6. No county shall be reduced to an area of less than four hun- 
dred square miles; nor shall any new county be established in this state 
containing a less area, nor unless such new county shall contain a popula- 
tion of at least twelve hundred inhabitants. 

Section 7. No state officer or member of the legislative assembly shall 
directly or indirectly receive a fee, or be engaged as counsel, agent or at- 
torney in the prosecution of any claim against this state. 

Section 8. No Chinaman, not a resident of the state at the adoption of 
this constitution, shall ever hold any real estate or mining claim, or work 
any mining claim therein. 

The legislative assembly shall provide by law in the most effectual | man- 
ner for carrying out the above provisions. 


ARTICLE XVI. 
BOUNDARIES. 


Section 1. In order that the boundaries of the state may be known and 
established, it is hereby ordained and declared that the state of Oregon 


shall be bounded as follows, to wit: 
Ap. 70. 
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Beginning one marine league at sea, due west from the point where the 
forty-second parallel of north latitude intersects the same ; thence northerly 
at the same distance from the line of the coast lying west and opposite the 
state, including all islands within the jurisdiction of the United States, to a 
point due west and opposite the middle of the north ship channel of the 
Columbia river; thence easterly to and up the middle channel of said 
river, and when it is divided by islands, up the middle of the widest chan- 
nel thereof, [and in like manner up the middle of the main channel of 
Snake river ] to the mouth of the Owyhee river; thence due south to the 
parallel of latitude forty-two degrees north ; thence west along said parallel 
to the place of beginning, including jurisdiction in civil and criminal cases 
upon the Columbia river and Snake river, concurrently with states and ter- 
ritories of which those rivers form a boundary in common with this state. 
But the congress of the United States, in providing for the admission of this 
state into the union, may make the said northern boundary conform to the 
act creating the territory of Washington. [| See note. ] . 


ARTICLE XVII. 
AMENDMENTS. 


Section 1. Any amendment or amendments to this constitution may be 
proposed in either branch of the legislative assembly, and if the same shall 
be agreed to by a majority of all the members elected to each of the two 
houses, such proposed amendment or amendments shall, with the yeas and 
nays thereon, be entered on their journals, and referred to the legislative 
assembly to be chosen at the next general election ; and if, in the legislative ~ 
assembly so next chosen, such proposed amendment or amendments shall 
be agreed to by a majority of all the members elected to each house, then it 
shall be the duty of the legislative assembly to submit such amendment or 
amendments to the electors of the state, and cause the same to be published 
without delay at least four consecutive weeks in several newspapers pub- 
lished in this state; and if a majority of said electors shall ratify the same, 
such amendment or amendments shall become a part of this constitution. 

Section 2. If two or more amendments shal] be submitted in such man- 
ner, that the electors shall vote for or against each of such amendments 
separately ; and while an amendment or amendments shall have been 
agreed upon by one legislative assembly, shall be awaiting the action of a 
legislative assembly, or of the electors, no additional amendment or amend- 

ments shall be proposed. 


NotrE—The act of February 14, 1859, (11 Stat. 383), admitting Oregon into the union 
changed this proposed boundary by substituting the following description for that contained 
in the words inelosed in brackets: ‘‘to a point near Fort Walla Walla, where the 46th parallel 
of north latitude crosses said river; thence east on said parallel to the middle of the main 
DS A of the Shoshone or Snake river; thence up the middle of the main Chena of said 
river. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 
SCHEDULE. 


Section 1. For the purpose of taking the vote of the electors of the state 
for the acceptance or rejection of this constitution, an election shall be held 
on the second Monday of November, in the year 1857, to be conducted ac- 
cording to existing laws regulating the election of delegate in congress, so 
far as applicable, except herein otherwise provided. 

Section 2. Each elector who offers to vote upon this constitution, shall 
be asked by the judges of election this question : 

Do you vote for the constitution — yes, or no? 

And also this question : 

Do you vote for slavery in Oregon — yes, or no? 

And also this question : 

Do you vote for free negroes in Oregon — yes, or no? 

And in the poll books shall be columns headed respectively, ‘‘constitu- 
tion, yes;’’ ‘‘constitution, no;’’ ‘‘free negroes, yes;’’ ‘‘free negroes, no;’ 
“slavery, yes;’’ ‘‘slavery, no.” 

And the names of the electors shall be entered in the poll-books, together 
with their answers to the said questions, under their appropriate heads. 
The abstracts of the votes transmitted to the secretary of the territory, shall 
be publicly opened and canvassed by the governor and secretary, or by 
either of them in absence of the other; and the governor, or in his absence 
the secretary, shall forthwith issue his proclamation, and publish the same 
in the several newspapers printed in this state, declaring the result of the 
said election upon each of said questions. 

Section 3. If a majority of all the votes given for and against the con- 
stitution shall be given for the constitution, then this constitution shall be 
deemed to be approved and accepted by the electors of the state, and shall 
take effect accordingly ; and if a majority of such votes shall be given 
aguinst the constitution, then this constitution shall be deemed to be re- 
jected by the electors of the state, and shall be void. 

Section 4. If this constitution shall be accepted by the electors, and a 
majority of all the votes given for and against slavery, shall be given for 
slavery, then the following section shall be added to the bill of rights, and 
shall be part of this constitution : 

“Section —. Persons lawfully held as slaves in any state, territory, or 
district of the United States under the laws thereof, may be brought into 
this state; and such slaves and their descendants may be held as slaves 
within this state, and shall not be emancipated without the consent of their 
owners.”’ 3 

And if a majority of such votes shall be given against slavery ; then the 
foregoing section shall not, but the following section shall be added to the 
bill of rights, and shall be a part of this constitution : 
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Section —. There shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in 
the state, otherwise than as a punishment for crime, whereof the party 
shall have been duly convicted.” 

And if a majority of all the votes given for and against free negroes shall 
be given against free negroes, then then the following section shall be added 
to the bill of rights, and shall be a part of this constitution : 

‘Section —. No free negro or mulatto, not residing in this State at the 
time of the adoption of this constitution, shall come, reside, or be within 
this state, or hold any real estate, or make any contracts, or maintain any 
suit therein; and the legislative assembly shall provide by penal laws for 
the removal by public officers-of all such negroes and mulattoes, and for 
their effectual exclusion from the State, and for the punishment of persons 
who shall bring them into the State, or employ or harbor them.’’ 

Section 5. Until an enumeration of the white inhabitants of the state 
shall be made, and the senators and representatives apportioned as di- 
rected in the constitution, the county of Marion shall have two senators 
and four representatives; Lane, two senators and three representatives; 
Clackamas and Wasco one senator jointly, and Clackamas three represent- 
atives, and Wasco one representative; Yamhill, one senator and two repre- 
sentatives; Polk, one senator and two representatives; Benton, one senator 
and two representatives; Multnomah, one senator and two representatives; 
Washington, Columbia, Clatsop and Tillamook, one senator jointly, and 
Washington one representative, and Washington and Columbia one rep- 
representative jointly, and Clatsop and Tillamook one representative jointly; 
Douglas, one senator and two representatives; Jackson, one senator and 
three representatives; Josephine, one senator and one representative; 
Umpqua, Coos and Curry, one senator jointly, and Umpqua one repre- 
sentative, and?Coos and Curry one representative jointly. 

Section 6. If this constitution shall be ratified, an election shall be held 
on the first Monday in June, 1858, for the election of members of the legis- 
lative assembly, a representative in congress and state and county officers, 
and the legislative assembly shall convene at the capital on the first Mon- 
day of July, 1858, and proceed to elect two senators in congress, and make 
such further provision as may be necessary to the complete organization of 
a state government. 

Section 7. .All laws in force in the territory of Oregon when this con- 
stitution takes effect, and consistent therewith, shall continue in force until 
altered or repealed. 

Section 8. Ali officers of the territory of Oregon, or under its laws when 
this constitution takes effect, shall continue in office until superseded by 
the state authorities. 

Section 9. Crimes and misdemeanors committed against the territory of 
Oregon shall be punished by the state asthey might have been punished by 
the territory if the change of government had not been made. 
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Section 10. All property and rights of the territory and of the several 
counties, subdivisions and political bodies corporate of or in the territory, 
including fines, penalties, forfeitures, debts and claims of whatsoever na- 
ture, and recognizances, obligations and undertakings to or for the use of 
the territory or any county, political corporation, office or otherwise to or for 
the public, shall enure to the state, or remain to the county, local division, 
corporation, officer or public as if the change of government had not been 
made; and private rights shall not be affected by such change. 

Section 11. Until otherwise provided by law, the judicial districts of 
the state shall be constituted as follows: The counties of Jackson, Jose- 
phine and Douglas shall constitute the first district; the counties of Ump- 
qua, Coos and Curry, Lane and Benton shall constitute the second district; 
the counties of Linn, Marion, Polk, Yamhill and Washington shall con- 
stitute the third district; the counties of Clackamas, Multnomah, Wasco, 
Columbia, Clatsop and Tillamook shall constitute the fourth district ; and 
the county of Tillamook shall be attached to the county of Clatsop for 
judicial purposes. 

Done in convention at Salem the 18th day of September, in the year of our 

Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-seven, and of the independ- 


ence of the United States the eighty-second.

NotE.— The convention of delegates reported the constitution as duly framed on Septem- 
ber 18, 1857, and on November 9, 1857 the people of Oregon at a general election cast 7,195 
votes in favor of the new constitution and 3,195 against it, thus approving it by a majority 
vote of 4,000. It was believed that congress would soon admit Oregon as a state. Communi- 
cation with the national capital was very slow requiring many weeks and the people waited 
impatiently for the news of admission of Oregon asa state. At the spring election in 1858 a 
complete list of officers from the governor down, including members of the legislature were 
elected for the proposed new state and the legislature held a session. Still no news of the ad- 
mission of Oregon came from the national capitol. Two years and three months after the 
adoption of the constitution by the people the act creating Oregon state took effect and the 
state organization of Oregon officially came into existence. 

Notr.— In all books and printed lists of names of delegates and officers who framed the consti- 
tution of the state of Oregon the name of M. C. Barkwell, assistant secretary, does not appear, 
but it is signed to the original copy of the constitution on file in the department of state and 
therefore is printed in this list. Chester N. Terry, secretary, and M. C. Barkwell, assistant 
secretary, were not members of the convention. . 


OREGON ADMITTED INTO THE UNION. 


‘“‘An act for the admission of Oregon into the Union,’’ passed by Congress 
February 14, 1859. 


PREAMBLE. 


W hereas, the people of Oregon have formed, ratified and adopted a con- 
stitution of state government which is republican in form, and in conform- 
ity with the constitution of the United States, and have applied for admis- 
sion into the Union on an equal footing with the other states; therefore — 

Section 1. That Oregon be, and she is hereby, received into the Union 
on an equal footing with the other states in all respects whatever, with the 
following boundaries: In order that the boundaries of the state may be 
known and established, it is hereby ordained and declared that the state of 
Oregon shall be bounded as follows, to wit: Beginning one marine league 
at sea, due west from the point wheré the forty-second parallel of north 
latitude intersects the same ; thence northerly, at the same distance from 
the line of the coast, lying west and opposite the state, including all islands 
within the jurisdiction of the United States, to a point due west and 
opposite the middle of the north ship channel of the Columbia river ; 
thence easterly, to and up the middle channel of said river, and, where it 
is divided by islands, up the middle of the widest channel thereof, to a 
point near Fort Walla Walla, where the forty-sixth parailel of north lati- 
tude crosses said river; thence east, on said parallel, to the middle of the 
main channel of the Shoshones or Snake river; thence up the middle of 
the main channel of said river, to the mouth of the Owyhee river; thence 
due south, to the parallel of latitude forty-two degrees north ; thence west, 
along said parallel to the place of beginning, including jurisdiction in civil 
and criminal cases upon the Columbia river and Snake river, concurrently 
with states and territories of which those rivers form a boundary in com- 
mon with this state. 

Section 2. The state of Oregon shall have concurrent jurisdiction on 
the Columbia and all other rivers and waters bordering on the said state 
of Oregon, so far as the same shall form a common boundary to said state, 
and any other state or states now or hereafter to be formed or bounded by 
the same ; and said rivers and waters, and all the navigable waters of said 
state shall be common highways and forever free, as well to the inhabi- 
tants of said state as to all other citizens of the United States, without any 
tax, duty, impost or toll therefor. 

Section 3. Until the next census and apportionment of representatives, 
the state of Oregon shall be entitled to one representative in the congress 
of the United States. 

Section 4. The following propositions be, and the same are. hereby 
offered to the said people of Oregon for their free acceptance or rejection, 
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which if accepted, shall be obligatory on the United States and upon the 
said state of Oregon, to wit: First, that sections numbered sixteen and 
thirty-six in every township of public lands in said state, and where either 
of said sections or any part thereof has been sold or otherwise been dis- 
posed of, other lands equivalent thereto, and as contiguous as may be, shall 
be granted to said state for the use of schools. Second, that seventy-two 
sections of land shall be set apart and reserved for the use and support of a 
state university, to be selected by the governor of said state, subject to the 
approval of the commissioner of the general land office, and to be appro- 
priated and applied in such manner as the legislature of said state may 
prescribe for the purpose aforesaid, but for no other purpose. Third, that 
ten entire sections of land, to be selected by the governor of said state, in 
legal subdivisions, shall be granted to said state for the purpose of com- 
pleting the public buildings, or for the erection of others at the seat of 
government, under the direction of the legislature thereof. Fourth, that 
all salt springs within said state, not exceeding twelve in number, with 
six sections of land adjoining, or as Contiguous as may be to each, shall be 
granted to said state for its use, the same to be selected by the governor 
thereof within one year after the admission of said state, and when so 
selected, to be used or disposed of on such terms, conditions and regula- 
tions as the legislature shall direct ; provided, that no salt spring or land, 
the right whereof is now vested in any individual or individuals, or which 
may be hereafter confirmed or adjudged to any individual or individuals, 
shall by this article be granted to said state. Fifth, that five per centum 
of the net proceeds of sales of al] public lands lying within said state 
which shall be sold by congress after the admission of said state into the 
Union, after deducting all the expenses incident to the same, shall be paid 
to said state, for the purpose of making public roads and internal improve- 
ments, as the legislature shall direct ; provided, that the foregoing propo- 
sitions, hereinbefore offered, are on the condition that the people of Oregon 
shall provide by an ordinance, irrevocable without the consent of the 
United States, that said state shall never interfere with the primary dis- 
posal of the soil within the same by the United States, or with any regula- 
tions congress may find necessary for securing the title in said soil to bona 
fide purchasers thereof; and that in no case shall non-resident proprietors 
be taxed higher than residents. Sixth, and that the said state shall never 
tax the lands or the property of the United States in said state; provided, 
however, that in case any of the lands herein granted to the state of 
Oregon have heretofore been confirmed to the territory of Oregon for the 
purposes specified in this act, the amount so confirmed shall be deducted 
from the quantity specified in this act. 

Section 5. Until congress shall otherwise direct, the residue of the terri- 
tory of Oregon shall be, and is hereby, incor porated into, and made a part 
of the territory of Washington. )

STATE CAPITOL BUILDING. 


In the following pages is given a description of the state capitol building. 
The measurements given are furnished by Hon. Justus F. Krumbein, of 
Portland, Oregon, who is the original architect of the building. 

The state capitol building of Oregon, commonly called the ‘‘State House,”’ 
is located upon a slightly elevated plat of ground near the center of the city 
of Salerh. 

The general plan of the building is that of a cross, the length being from 
north to south, and width from east to west. The main fronts are on the 
east and west wings, which are 60 feet in width and the wings extending 
north and south are 100 feet in length and 80 feet in width. The east and 
west main fronts project 40 feet from the main walls and there are porticos 
16 feet wide across each, with steps full width. The porticos are supported 
on large corinthian columns with heavy pedestals. These columns extend 
in one length the height of two stories. 

The height of the main building from the ground to the cornice is 75 
feet. Towering above the main building is the ornamental dome, con- 
structed of iron covered with copper. It rises directly from the center of 
the building, being supported by heavy iron pillars at the bottom and ex- 
tending 187 feet from the ground. The general plan of the building is di- 
vided into three stories. The first story or ground floor, called the basement 
floor, is 16 feet in height in the clear between floors. The second or main 
floor is twenty-one feet and six inches in height in the clear between 
floors; while the third story, or second floor above the basement or ground 
floor, is twenty feet in the clear between floors. 


INTERIOR OF SECOND OR MAIN FLOOR. 


The general description of the interior would properly begin at the 
rotunda directly under the ornamental dome in the center of the building. 
This grand rotunda is fifty-four feet square, and extends from the basement 
to the upper floor, above which there is a circular ornamental dome with 
glass dome light in the center of the ceiling. The rotunda on the second 
and third floors is circular in form surronding the opening extending from 
the ornamental dome light to the basement. From this rotunda on the 
different floors there are grand staircases, giving access up or down, and 
also a passenger elevator to the northeast of the rotunda. On the first, or 
basement, floor there are entrances on all four of the fronts or wings, with 
hallways twelve feet in width leading into the main rotunda under the 
circular dome. Access to the second story is by the two main entrances on 
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the east and the west fronts. The cement steps leading up from the campus 
in front on the east and west sides, from the first story directly to the main 
entrances of the second floor, are fifty feet in width. On the second or 
main floor, leading from the grand rotunda, are the entrances to the senate 
chamber in the north wing and the hall of the house of representatives in 
the south wing. The offices of the governor and secretary of state are in 
the west of the main front or wing, and the office of the state treasurer and 
superintendent of public instruction in the east wing. The senate chamber 
in the north wing of the second floor is seventy-five feet in length, forty-five 
feet in width, and twenty-one feet and six inches in height, with adjoining 
legislative committee rooms of various sizes extending across the north end 
of the chamber directly back of the president’s chair and the main rostrum. 
These legislative committee rooms are of different dimensions, averaging 
about twenty by twenty-two feet. Directly opposite the senate chamber, on 
the south side of the grand rotunda on the second floor, is the hall of the 
house of representatives, eighty-four feet in length and seventy-five feet in 
width, there being a lobby hall or corridor sixteen by thirty feet between 
the rotunda and the main hall. The ceiling of the hall of the house of 
representatives is forty-three feet above the floor, and there is a gallery ex- 
tending across the width of the hall opposite the upper or third story of the 
main building. In the west main front of the second floor on the north 
side of the main hallway are the executive offices and governor’s depart- 
ments and reception room. The governor’s main office is twenty feet in 
width, by forty-seven feet in length, and is divided nearly in the center by 
a partition, making two rooms, one twenty by twenty feet and the other 
twenty by twenty-seven feet. The first of these rooms is occupied by the 
secretary to the governor, and the second by the governor as a study room. 
Adjoining the room of the governor’s secretary, extending north to the 
wall of the senate chamber, is the governor’s reception room, twenty-nine 
feet six inches in width by thirty feet six inches in length. This room is 
frescoed in bluish tints, and is known as the “blue room.’’ Entrance to this 
room is by a door from the main hall leading north to the senate chamber, or 
by a doorway from the office of the governor’s secretary. On the south 
side of the main hall in the west front of the second story, opposite the 
governor’s departments, are the offices of the secretary of state, called the 
department of state. The main room is only forty-seven feet in length by 
twenty feet in width, and is divided by a partition into two rooms, respec- 
tively twenty by twenty feet and twenty by twenty-seven feet. Adjoining 
the east or larger room of these is a vault fourteen feet in length and eight 
feet in width; in front of the vault there is a small document room with a 
narrow stairway leading to document rooms beneath on the basement or 
first floor of identically the same size as those occupied by the department 
of state. On the east side of the main hallway, leading to the senate cham- 
ber on the second floor and directly between the senate chamber, the 
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rotunda and the east main wing of the building, being directly opposite 
the governor’s reception room on the east, is the treasurer’s office. It is 
identically the same size as the governor’s reception room, being twenty- 
nine feet six inches by thirty feet six inches in length, and having a stone 
vault on the southeast eleven feet in length by eleven feet in width. In the 
east of the main front of the second floor there are two rooms, one on either 
side of the main hallway, each being nineteen feet in width by twenty feet 
in length. These rooms are occupied by the superintendent of public in- 
struction. On the right of the main hall or corridor, leading to the east 
entrances of the main or second floor, are the toilets, twelve feet six inches 
in width by twenty-seven feet in length. 


THIRD OR UPPER FLOOR. 


On the third or upper main floor of the building in the north wing, di- 
rectly over the senate chamber, is located the state library, more appropri- 
ately called the supreme court law library, although technically known as 
the ‘State Library.’’ The main library room is directly above the senate 
chamber and is reached by a twelve-foot hallway from the main rotunda 
in the center of the building. It is 75 feet in length and 75 feet in width 
and 20 feet in height, with small toilets and wash rooms on the extreme 
northeast and northwest corners of the room. In the west main front of 
the third floor, directly over the office of the department of state and the 
executive department, is located the main chamber of the Oregon supreme 
court, there being large swinging doors leading from the rotunda on the 
third floor to this room. This room is fifty-four feet in length and forty- 
nine feet in width, with the judges’ bench located on the north end of the 
room, extending entirely across from east to west. On the third floor, im- 
mediately over the governor’s reception room, being between the state 
library room and the supreme court room, is the room known as the cham- 
bers of the judges. This room is the same size as the governor’s reception 
room below, being twenty-nine feet six inches in width by thirty feet six 
inches in length, and is reached by doors leading from the supreme court 
room on the south, the main hall on the east and the state library on the 
north. Opposite the judges’ chambers on the third floor in the north wing 
immediately between the library room and the rotunda, and east of the 
hallway, is the room occupied by the clerk of the supreme court. This 
room is located immediately over the state treasurer’s department and is 
the same size as the state treasury department, the governor’s reception 
room and the judges’ chambers, being twenty-nine feet six inches in width 
by thirty feet six inches in length, and is reached by only one door from 
the main hall on the south side. On the third floor to the east of the main 
rotunda and in the main eastern front directly over the office of the super- 
intendent of public instruction is the office of the attorney-general and a 
large legislative committee room. The office room of the attorney-general 
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is nineteen by twenty feet, and the adjoining legislative committee room 
is twenty feet in width and forty feet in length. On the third floor, south 
of the main rotunda in the south wing of the main building, there are no 
rooms or offices, the hall of the house of representatives extending from 
the second or main floor to the top of the capitol building, a distance of 
forty-three feet. There is, however, from the rotunda of the third floor, an 
entrance to the gallery of the hall of the house of representatives by doors 
leading directly from the rotunda. 


BASEMENT OR GROUND FLOOR. 


The first or ground floor of the capitol building, commonly called the 
basement floor or story, is divided by hallways extending through each of 
the four main wings from the north, south, east and west of the rotunda in 
the center. These hallways are twelve feet in width. On the south side 
of the hallway leading from the north entrance to the basement floor of the 
rotunda are the composing rooms, stereotyping rooms, press rooms, and 
material rooms of the state printing office. Two of these rooms are twenty- 
two feet in width by thirty-six feet in length each, and one is thirty feet in 
length by thirty feet in width. On the east side of the entrance to the 
north wing of the basement story are first the office of the state printer, a 
room twenty-two feet in width by thirty-six feet in length ; second, a room 
in which is located the heating apparatus of the state house, being thirty 
feet in width by thirty-six feet in length ; and third, the office of the clerk 
of the board of commissioners for the sale and management of school lands 
and the irreducible school fund. This room is directly under the state 
treasury department and is thirty feet in width by thirty feet in length 
and has a vault eleven feet in width by eleven feet in length immediately 
under the vault of the state treasury. In the south main wing of the 
building on the first or basement floor, being directly under the hall of the 
house of representatives, are six large rooms originally intended for legisla- 
tive committee rooms, offices of minor officers and for other general pur- 
poses. The first room on the east side of the main hallway next to the 
south entrance is occupied by the capitol building janitor, the second being 
occupied by the state lieu land agent, and the third near the rotunda is 
used for a legislative committee room. On the west side of the hallway in 
the south wing of the basement story the first large room is occupied by the 
adjutant-general, while the second and third rooms on the same side of the 
main hallway extending entirely to the rotunda are occupied or used for 
legislative committee rooms. In the west main front on the basement 
story on the south side of the hallway, extending east and west, are the 
store rooms of the department of state. These rooms are of the same 
dimensions as the offices of the department of state, one being twenty by 
twenty feet and the other twenty by twenty-seven feet, there also being a 
vault eight by eleven feet adjoining, directly under the one of the depart- 
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ment of state. On the north side of the hallway in the west front of the 
basement story immediately adjoining the material room of the state print- 
ing office are two legislative committee rooms, directly under the gover- 
nor’s offices and departments, being the same dimensions as the governor’s 
offices and departments, twenty by twenty feet and twenty by twenty- 
seven feet, respectively. In the east front of the ground or’ basement floor, 
directly under the department of the superintendent of public instruction, 
are two rooms, one on either side of the hallway, leading from east to west, 
the room on the left being nineteen by nineteen feet and occupied by the 
secretary of the state board of horticulture. The room directly opposite be- 
ing nineteen by twenty feet and occupied by the capitol building carpen- 
ter. The elevator, located on the northeast of the main rotunda, runs from 
the basement under the first or ground floor to the attic immediately above 
the third or upper main floor of the building. From the attic there is a 
circular iron stairway extending around the exterior of the ornamental 
dome between the outside copper covering and the inner glass dome light 
two stories to the rotunda of the ornamental dome above the main capitol 
building. This main story of the dome is inclosed with large glass win- 
dows, and there is a circular promenade ten feet in width around the in- 
terior surrounding and about ten feet above the dome light, being directly 
above the rotunda on the basement, second and third floors. From this 
promenade or dome rotunda there is a circular iron stairway leading on up 
in a spiral form to the very top of the main dome of the building. 

The capitol building is heated by steam and lighted by gas and electricity. 
There are 46 large windows in each story, the upper part of those in the 
senate and house of representatives being of ornamental stained glass. The 
state capitol building was commenced in the year 1878, and is entirely con- 
structed of brick, which was manufactured principally at the state peniten- 
tiary by convict labor, so that the absolute cost of the building can never 
be definitely ascertained, as the labor for the manufacture of the material 
cost the state nothing. The approximate cost of the capitol building is 
$500,000, and Hon. Justin F. Krumbein, the original architect, is proud to 
state that this is the only state capitol on record in the United States that 
was finished according to original plan within the amount of the approxi- 
mated cost in the original estimates. 


CAPITOL BUILDING GROUNDS. 


The plat of ground upon which the state capitol building of Oregon is 
located is 680 feet in length from east to west, and 369 feet in width from 
north to south, extending from Court street on the north to State street on 
the south. On the main west front of the capitol building and grounds 
there is nostreet, but there is a wide cement walk extending entirely across 
the west side of the grounds, with a cement walk of the same width lead- 
ing up to the front steps and entrance to the building. On the east side of 
the main building and grounds there are winding walks, constructed of 
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granite sand, from the northeast and southeast corners of the campus, ex- 
tending to the east main front and steps of the capitol building. There are 
also winding driveways crossing the campus on the west side of the capitol 
building from north to south, passing underneath the grand steps leading 
to the second floor of the main front of the building, and likewise a winding 
driveway across the east front of the capitol grounds from north to south, 
passing underneath the main stairway leading to the east front. The 
campus or grounds about the capitol building are appropriately arranged 
with trees, shrubs and flower beds and green lawns. On the campus there 
are 317 trees of various rare and different varieties, and 290 rare shrubs, or 
607 trees and shrubs, imported from various countries and climates and from 
almost every part of the world. Of the 317 trees growing upon the campus, 
138 are different varieties of evergreen trees, and of the 290 shrubs there are 
131 evergreens of different varieties. There are 184 varieties of deciduous 
trees and 159 deciduous shrubs of different varieties. On the campus are 34 
different varieties of flowering roses, arranged in appropriate places and 
beds, besides 517 blooming bulbs of numerous varieties. Of the shrubs 
mentioned, 27 varieties are what are known as blooming shrubs. In differ- 
ent parts of the campus and about the building there are 54 varieties of 
house plants, besides numerous imported palms, ferns, banana trees and 
other tropical plants. In addition to the shrubs, trees and bulbs ordinarily 
on the state campus a large number of flowering plants have been ‘grown 
on the capitol grounds and in the capitol building during the last two 
years. The cement walk extending across the west side of the capitol 
grounds from north to south contains 1,676 square yards of cement surface, 
and was constructed during the last two years; also the cement walks 
leading to the main entrance of the capitol building on the west. The 
winding walks constructed of granite sand on the east portion of the cap- 
itol grounds extend over 900 feet in length and average 10 feet in width, 
and consist of five carloads of decomposed granite sand laid over packed 
gravel. During the last two years the campus has been enriched by the 
use of 2,000 pounds of fertilizer and a considerable quantity of sand loam 
and other rich soil. . 


BIOGRAPHIES 


In the following pages are given condensed biographies of the persons who have served 
Oregon as officers under the provisional, territorial and state government; also brief biogra- 
hies of United States senators and congressmen from Oregon and of superintendents of state 
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BIOGRAPHIES. 


DR. JOHN MCLOUGHLIN. 


Honored pioneer and earliest settler in the territory of Oregon —1828 to 1843. 


Dr. John McLoughlin, public benefactor, honored pioneer and earliest 
settler of the territory of Oregon, was born in Quebec in 1784, and educated 
in France. He came to Oregon as director for the Hudson’s Bay Company, 
acting under authority of the British government, in 1823, and from that 
date until 1843 he was by courtesy and by authority of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company called governor of Oregon. The territory over which he exer- 
cised this autocratic authority extended from the Rocky mountains to the 
Pacific ocean, and from California to Alaska, and was known as the terri- 
tory of Oregon. Dr. McLoughlin founded Vancouver, in Washington, and 
Oregon City, in Oregon, and was the first white man to attempt to convert 
the wilderness into an habitation for the white man. He first brought 
wheat, oats, barley, corn, potatoes and tame grass seeds to Oregon. He 
was also the first importer of cattle and domestic animals. Although later 
in his life he absolved allegiance to the British government and became a - 
citizen of the United States, his property was taken away from him 
through the intrigues of religious opponents, and the honored pioneer died 
in the year 1857 a poor man. He is described by historians as a man of 
commanding physique, stern and noble in action and character, yet gentle 
and kind in dispusition. Having descended from a noble Scotch ancestry, 
he naturally leaned toward Protestanism, but through the influence of 
some books which he read in later life, he united with the Catholic church. 
Notwithstanding this, however, he was very liberal, and histories of Ore- 
gon abound with testimonies and anecdotes of his liberality and generosity 
in the matter of religious beliefs. While vested neither with any absolute 
authority by the British government, or by the government of the United 
States, yet Dr. McLoughlin was, in reality, the first governor of Oregon, 
and by his many acts and labors towards the development of this country 
and his earnest endeavors to build up a great state, he is entitled to be 
called the founder of this commonwealth. 

The portrait which hangs in the senate hall in the state house at the 
capitol in Salem, Oregon, was presented to the state of Oregon by the 
Oregon Pioneer Association February 5, 1889, Hon. John Minto making 
the address of presentation, and Governor Sylvester Pennoyer accepting 
the portrait on bebalf of the state. 
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EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES. 


1843 to 1845. 


After the arrival in Oregon of Dr. McLoughlin in 1823, the reports of the 
richness of the undeveloped resources of the territory of Oregon soon at- 
tracted settlers to this country. Early in the ’30s the Willamette valley 
was taken up by farmers, and wheat raising and agriculture in general was 
begun. By 1841 the Willamette valley was thinly settled in what are now 
Clackamas, Marion and Linn counties, and the inhabitants began to realize 
that it was time to form some kind of a government. In 1842 meetings 
were held at private houses, and in 1843 an organic law was promulgated 
by one of these meetings of citizens and a provisional government estab- 
lished. This provisional government established an executive department 
of state, to be administered by an executive committee, consisting of three 
persons. The first executive committee to be approved by the people of the 
Willamette valley began their period of authority July 5, 1843. Their 
names were David Hill, Alanson Beers and Joseph Gale. Incomplete 
records state that this committee was chosen and approved ‘by the peo- 
ple”’ of the ‘‘ Wallamet”’ valley. The first committee exercised authority 
for about one year. May 14, 1844, it is stated that another executive com- 
mittee assumed authority. The second committee consisted of P. G. Stew- 
art, O. Russell and W. J. Bailey. This second executive committee exer- 
cised the powers and duties of a governor of Oregon until the new organic 
law of the provisional government took effect in 1845. 


GOVERNOR GEORGE ABERNETHY. 


Governor of Oregon before the creation of Oregon as a territory — 1845 to 1849. 


George Abernethey, governor of Oregon under the provisional constitu- 
tion, was born in Scotland in 1807. He came to the United States with his 
parents in 1809 and settled in New York state. In 1840 he came to Oregon 
as a lay member of the Methodist mission, then being established at Ore- 
gon City, and conducted a store for the mission at that place. In accord- 
ance with the provisions of the amended organic law and constitution, 
which had been adopted by the people of the Willamette valley, an election 
was held on June 3, 1845, for governor and other officers. At this election 
the principal candidates for governor were Hon. George Abernethy and 
Hon. A. L. Lovejoy. Mr. Abernethy was elected by a majority of ninety- 
eight votes out of a total vote of five hundred and four. In 1847 Mr. Aber- 
nethy was reélected governor of Oregon, receiving five hundred and thirty- 
six out of a total vote of one thousand eight hundred and forty-seven, 
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his plurality being sixteen votes over Mr. A. L. Lovejoy, who was again 
his leading opponent. After the organization of Oregon as a territory, Mr. 
Abernethy retired to private life and died at Portland, Oregon, in 1877. 
He was considered rather a business man than a politician, and in busi- 
ness, owing to misfortune and the great flood of 1861, he was unsuccessful, 
and at the time of his death had lost much that he had accumulated in 
earlier years. 


GENERAL JOSEPH LANE. 


First governor of the territory of Oregon; also fourth governor of the territory of Oregon — 
1849 to 1850, and in 1853. 

General Joseph Lane, the first territorial governor of Oregon, was born in 
North Carolina, December 14, 1801. He was reared in Kentucky, where he 
was married at a very early age, and soon thereafter moved to the state of 
Indiana. In Indiana he took an active part in politics, and was elected to 
the state legislature. At the beginning of the war with Mexico, he enlisted 
a company of Indiana volunteers, and immediately marched to the seat of 
war. He served all through the war with Mexico with great distinction, 
having been wounded in one of the engagements under General Taylor, 
Immediately after returning from the war with Mexico, General Lane was 
appointed governor of Oregon, and commissioned on August 18, 1848. He 
immediately set out from Indiana for Oregon overland via New Mexico, 
Arizona and California, and arrived in Oregon and assumed the duties of 
first executive of Oregon territory March 3, 1849. His first official act was 
to order the taking of a state census, which, when completed, showed 8,785 
American and 298 foreign citizens. On June 18, 1850, believing that he had 
been relieved by the appointment of his successor, he resigned the office of 
governor. June 2, 1851, he was elected as a democrat a delegate in congress 
from Oregon. May 16, 1853, he was again appointed governor of Oregon by 
President Franklin Pierce, and qualified for the office, only serving three 
days, when he resigned to again run for delegate in congress as the candi- 
daté of the democratic party. The election was held on June 6, 1853, and 
he was successful. Immediately after his election, before proceeding to 
Washington, he was appointed a brigadier-general of the volunteer forces, 
and went to Southern Oregon to suppress hostile Indians. At the June 
‘elections in 1855 and in 1857 he was successfully reélected democratic dele- 
gate from Oregon to congress. On the eighth day of July, 1858, Oregon 
having adopted a constitution preparatory to being admitted as a state, 
General Joseph Lane was elected one of the first United States senators 
from Oregon. ‘He took his seat in the United States senate, and the oath 
was administered to him February 14, 1859. His term of office expired 
March 38, 1861. In 1860, while General Lane was yet serving as United 
States senator for Oregon, he was nominated for vice-president of the United 
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States on the democratic ticket, along with John C. Breckinridge, who was 
the candidate for the presidency. General Joseph Lane was a genial, kind- 
hearted man and was greatly beloved by his friends. He was the leader of 
the democratic party in Oregon, and had great influence with democratic 
politicians in other states. As a politician, he had no superior in his day 
and generation. At the beginning of the war of the rebellion his sympa- 
thies were openly with the South, but he remained on his farm in Douglas 
county, near Roseburg, Oregon, during the entire war, and died there in 
April, 1881, aged 80 years, greatly mourned by a wide circle of friends. 


KINTZING PRITCHETTE. 


Second territorial governor of Oregon— June 18, 1850, to August 18, 1850. 


Incomplete records on file in the office of the department of state show 
that on May 27, 1850, Joseph Lane, who was at that time governor of the 
territory of Oregon, filed his resignation to take effect June 18th, believing 
that his successor, Governor John P. Gaines, had been appointed and would 
arrive in the territory by that time. On the eighteenth of June Governor 
Lane’s resignation took effect and the new governor not having arrived, 
the then secretary of the territory, Kintzing Pritchette, assumed the duties 
of governor of the territory of Oregon, and continued to act in that capac- 
ity until the arrival of Governor John P. Gaines on August 18, 1850. 


JOHN P. GAINES. 


Third territorial governor of Oregon —1850 to 1853. 


Major John P. Gaines was born in Virginia in September, 1795. His 
family soon after removed to Kentucky, where he passed _ his boyhood. At 
the breaking out of the war with England, in 1812, he enlisted as a volun- 
teer and served with distinction. After the war of 1812 he was elected to 
the Kentucky legislature from Boone county, serving in the capacity of a 
legislator a number of times, and in 1847 he was elected a member of con- 
gress from Kentucky. During the war with Mexico he enlisted for active 
service and became major of a troop of cavalry engaged in the march to 
the City of Mexico. In 1849 he was appointed governor of Oregon by Pres- 
ident Zachary Taylor, and started for Oregon in asailing ship, leaving New 
York January 3, 1850, coming around Cape Horn and arriving in the Co- 
lumbia river August 14, 1850. He immediately proceeded to the seat of the 
territorial governor and assumed the duties of chief executive. The chief 
incidents of his administration as governor of Oregon was the bitter fight 
over the location of the capital. After the death of President Taylor and 
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the appointment of his successor by President Franklin Pierce, Governor 
Gaines retired to private life in Marion county, Oregon. In 1855 he was 
the nominee of the whig party in Oregon for delegate to congress, but was 
defeated by General Joseph Lane. Governor Gaines died in December, 1857. 


GEORGE L. CURRY. 


Fifth and also the seventh governor of the territory of Oregon, being also the last gover- 
nor under the territorial constitution —1853 to 1859. 

George L. Curry twice succeeded to the executive office by the resigna- 
tion of governors, and was once appointed governor of Oregon territory by 
the president of the United States. He was born in Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania, July 2, 1§20. His father died when he was quite young, and he 
was taken to Boston to live with an uncle, where he was apprenticed to a 
jeweler. His literary education was procured in Boston, where he gained 
some distinction by his writings. In 1843 he started west, stopping at St. 
Louis to engage in the newspaper business. Three years later he started 
across the great plains west of Missouri, and arrived in Oregon, August 30, 
1846, immediately identifying himself with the newspaper men in the ter- 
ritory, and in a short time becoming editor of the Oregon Spectator, and 
later, in 1848, starting the first weekly paper on the Pacific coast, called the 
Oregon Free Press. George L. Curry took a prominent part in the organiz- 
ation and management of political affairs, and in May, 1849, without his 
own solicitation, was appointed the first secretary of the territory, assuming 
the duties of his office at the same time that General Joseph Lane assumed 
the duties of governor. On May 19, 1853, Mr. Curry succeeded to the office 
of governor by virtue of his office on the resignation of General Joseph 
Lane, and filled the office creditably until the arrival of the newly appointed 
governor, John W. Davis, of Indiana, who reached Oregon on December 
2, 1858. During the few months of Governor Davis’s administration, Mr. 
Curry resumed. the duties of secretary of the territory, and upon Governor 
Davis’s resignation, August 1, 1854, he again succeeded to the duties of chief 
executive. Mr. Curry was at that time popular in Oregon, and the presi- 
dent of the United States, Franklin Pierce, on November Ist of the same 
year, duly appointed him governor of Oregon territory, which office he 
filled with credit to himself and the people until the admission of the ter- 
ritory as a state, and the inauguration of the first state governor, John 
Whiteaker, on March 3, 1859. Mr. Curry was a man of estimable char- 
acter and literary instincts, and by his dealings had endeared to him the 
people of Oregon. He lived to hear his name honored by the later immi- 
grants to Oregon, and died in Portland, ; Omegan, July 28, 1878, one of Ore- 
gon’s most honored pioneers. 
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DR. JOHN W. DAVIS. 


Sixth territorial governor of Oregon — December 2, 1853, to August 1, 1854, 


John W. Davis, the sixth territorial governor of Oregon, was born in 
Pennsylvania, where he was educated for the profession of medicine. He 
came west while still young, and settled in Indiana, where he entered 
actively into politics and was elected to the state legislature, rising to the 
distinction of speaker of the lower house. He was successively elected to 
congress from Indiana in the years 1887, 1841, 1843 and 1845. He was 
appointed governor of Oregon in 1853, arriving at the seat of government 
in the territory on December 2d of the same year. Governor Davis was 
dissatisfied with the appointment, having always lived in the East, and 
not being in touch with the people, and accordingly, after having filled 
the office of chief executive only a few months, he resigned on August 1, 
1854, and returned to his home in Indiana. Governor Davis was a man 
of recognized ability, and had a national reputation as a political leader, 
having twice been chairman of the national democratic committee, and 
having once reached the distinction of speaker of the national house of 
representatives. He was also at one time United States minister to China. 
His connection with the political history of Oregon was very brief and 
unsatisfactory to himself and the people. He died at his home in Indiana 
in 1859. 


JOHN WHITEAKER. 


First governor of the state of Oregon~— March 8, 1859, to September 10, 1862. 


John Whiteaker was the first governor of Oregon under the state consti- 
tution. He was elected at the June election held in Oregon in 1858, and 
inaugurated July 8th of the same year, it being believed in Oregon that the 
bill for the admission of Oregon as a state had passed congress. There was 
no railroad or telegraphic communication with Washington, and after a 
time it was ascertained that the bill for the admission of Oregon as a state 
had not passed congress, and it did not pass that body until early in 1859. 
As soon, however, as official information was received of the admission of 
Oregon as a state, Governor Whiteaker assumed the duties of his office, 
continuing to perform the duties of chief executive until the inauguration 
of his successor in 1862. 

John Whiteaker was born in Dearborn county, Indiana, May 4, 1820. 
He passed his early youth on a farm in Indiana, and then removed to 
Missouri, where he was married in 1847. Attracted by the mines in Cali- 
fornia in 1849 he came west, remaining in California until 1851, when he 
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returned to Missouri and to his family, and in 1852 he started west with 
his family for Oregon, settling in Lane county in 1853. The venerable ex- 
governor has filled many offices of trust in this state, among others being 
the following: In 1856 he was elected county judge of Lane county ; in 1857 
he was elected a member of the territorial legislature; in 1858 he was elected 
governor of the state of Oregon, as above stated. His term of office expir- , 
ing in 1862, he retired to Eugene, Oregon. He was elected to the Oregon 
house of representatives in 1866 and again in 1868, and at the following 
session of the legislature was elected speaker of the house. He was re- 
elected to the Oregon legislature in 1870, serving one term. In 1876 he was 
again called upon to serve the people of Lane county and was elected to 
the state senate for a term of four years, being elected president of the sen- 
ate at both sessions of the legislature. In 1878 Mr. Whiteaker had the 
honor of representing Oregon in the forty-sixth congress, after which term 
he again retired to private life, only to resume public office again in 1885, 
when he was appointed collector of internal revenue at Portland, under 
President Cleveland’s first administration. At the close of his adminis- 
tration as collector of internal revenue he retired to private life at Eugene, 
where he is an honored and respected citizen. He has always been an ar- 
dent and consistent democrat in politics, and has a large number of ad- 
mirers and friends who look to him as one of the fathers of the democratic 
party in this state. 


ADDISON C. GIBBS. 


Second governor of the state of Oregon— September 10, 1862, to September 12, 1866. 


Addison C. Gibbs, the second governor of the state of Oregon and the 
first governor elected by the republican party, was born in Cattaraugus 
county, New York, July 9.1825. He was educated at a state normal school 
in New York and became a school teacher, and in 1849 a lawyer. He 
came to California during the mining excitement of 1849, but not finding 
mining to his taste he embarked on September 12, 1850, with one hundred 
others for a new seaport then just being opened, called Umpqua. On ar- 
riving at the mouth of the Umpqua river, Mr. Gibbs immediately identi- 
fied himself with the interests of the new country, and on account of his 
education and ability was a recognized force in the development of the 
Umpqua valley. He laid out the townsite of the city of Gardiner, and was 
the first representative to the territorial legislature from the county of 
Umpqua (now Douglas) in 1852. In the same year he was appointed col- 
lector of customs at the Umpqua river, that bay at that time being a port 
of entry and distributing point for supplies for Southern Oregon, then 
rapidly being developed as a mining country. Later in life Mr. Gibbs 
settled in Portland for the practice of his profession asa lawyer, and was 
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elected to the state legislature from Multnomah county in 1860. In 1862 he 
was elected governor of the state of Oregon, taking his oath of office Sep- 
tember 10, 1862, and performing the duties of chief executive with credit 
to himself until the inauguration of his successor on September 1, 1866. In 
1866 Governor Gibbs was the republican caucus nominee for United States 
senator, his opponent being John H. Mitchell. There being a deadlock in 
the legislature, H. W. Corbett, a compromise candidate, was elected over 
both Gibbs and Mitchell. At various other times Mr. Gibbs filled inypor- 
tant offices of trust, among others being that of one of three commissioners 
for the adjustment of Indian war claims of Oregon. He died in January, 
1887, in London, England. His remains were brought to Oregon by an act 
of the legislative assembly, which appropriated money for that purpose. 


GEORGE LL. WOODS. 


Third governor of the state of Oregon —1866 to 1870. 


George L. Woods was born in Boone county, Missouri, July 30, 1832. He 
came to Oregon with his father, Caleb Woods, in 1847, and settled with the 
family in Yamhill county. _ In 1853 he was married to Louisa A. McBride. 
Mr. Woods was a carpenter and farmer, and as he worked he studied, edu- 
cating himself and reading law. In 1857, he first came prominently before 
the people of Oregon by organizing republican clubs throughout the valley. 
_ In 1858 he was admitted to the bar, and the same year was the republican 
candidate for prosecuting attorney in the Portland district. In 1863 he was 
appointed county judge of Wasco county, and in 1864 was elected presiden- 
tial elector. In 1866 he was elected governor of Oregon, serving four years. 
In 1871 President Grant appointed him governor of Utah territory which 
high office he filled for four years. He then migrated to California, where 
he practiced law, principally in San Francisco, for ten years, and was at 
one time nominee on the republican ticket for congress, but was defeated. 
He returned to Oregon about 1885. He resumed the practice of law in 
Portland, and continued active work in the legal profession until his death, 
on January 14, 1890. 


LA FAYETTE GROVER. 


Fourth governor of the state of Oregon — September 14, 1870, to February 1, 1877. 


The fourth governor of the state of Oregon was born in the most remote 
state from that in which he attained the executive office. His birthplace 
is given as Bethel, Maine, and date November 29, 1823. He was attracted 
to California by the gold excitement of 1850, and like a number of other 
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prominent men came to Oregon in 1851, settling in Southern Oregon, where 
he was immediately appointed clerk of the first judicial district, and svon 
after appointed prosecuting attorney of the second judicial district. He 
also served as deputy United States district attorney for the Southern Ore- 
gon district. In 1853 he was appointed territorial auditor, and in 1863, 
1855 and 1857, he was successively elected a member of the territorial legis- 
lature, the last two times being representative from Marion county. Mr. 
Grover was a member of the constitutional convention to form a constitu- 
tion for the state of Oregon, and was elected first congressman for Oregon 
in 1858, taking his seat February 15, 1859. He, however, only had the 
honor of serving in the capacity of congressman for seventeen days. Re- 
turning to Oregon he was a prominent factor and leader, and chairman of 
the democratic organization in this state until 1874. He was elected gov- 
ernor in 1870, reélected in 1874, and in 1877 resigned the office of governor 
to accept the office of United States senator, to which he had been elected. 
He served in the senate until 1883, since which time he has retired toa 
quiet life at Portland, where he now resides. 


STEPHEN F. CHADWICK. 


Fifth governor of the state of Oregon— February 1, 1877, to September 11, 1878. 


The fifth governor of the state of Oregon was born in Connecticut, Decem- 
ber 25, 1825. He studied law, and was admitted to the bar in the state of 
New York in 1850, starting for the state of Oregon immediately after being 
admitted. He came by way of California, arriving in the Umpqua valley 
in 1851, when he immediately entered upon the practice of his profession 
as an attorney. He was elected first. county judge of what is now Douglas 
county, and was the first postmaster at Scottsburg on the Umpqua river. | 
He was deputy United States prosecuting attorney for Southern Oregon, 
and was elected a member of the constitutional convention for the forma- 
tion of the state constitution of Oregon. He was successively elected presi- 
dential elector in 1864 and 1868, and at the election in 1870 was honored 
with the position of secretary of state. He was reélected in 1874. By the 
resignation of Governor Grover, February 1, 1877, he succeeded to the office 
of governor, performing the duties of chief executive, and also of secretary 
of state until September 11, 1877. After the close of his public career, he 
retired to quiet life and literary pursuits at his home in Salem, Oregon. He 
was avery distinguished Freemason, having attained the thirty-third de- 
gree in the Scottish rite of that order. He died suddenly at Salem, Oregon, 
in January, 1895. 
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WILLIAM WALLACE THAYER. 


Sixth governor of the state of Oregon — September 11, 1878, to September 18, 1882. 


William Wallace Thayer was born upon a farm near Lima, Livingstone 
county, in the state of New York, July 15, 1827. His father was a farmer, 
having migrated from Rhode Island to Western New York while that 
country was a wilderness. The subject of this sketch was reared upon the 
farm, and obtained his school education at a country common school. Be- 
gan reading Jaw in 1849, and was admitted to the bar of the supreme court 
of the state of New York, at the city of Rochester, in that state, March, 
1851. Located at Buffalo soon after his admission to the bar and associated 
himself in the practice of his profession with an older brother, E. Thayer, 
who was then practicing law at that place; but after remaining at Buffalo 
a few months he went to Tonawanda, a town upon the Niagara river about 
half way between Buffalo and Niagara Falls, and there opened an office. 
He remained at Tonawanda ten years; married his wife there, Samantha 
Vincent, but went back to Buffalo in 1861, and again associated himself 
with his brother, E. Thayer, in the law practice. In 1863, however, at the 
instance of another brother, A. J. Thayer, he migrated to Oregon. He 
crossed the plains in coming to Oregon by the former mode of travel; ar- 
rived at Corvallis, Benton county, September 18, 1862, where A. J. Thayer 
resided and was engaged in a mixed business of farming and practicing 
law. He remained with his brother at Corvallis until the summer of 1863, 
when he went to Lewiston, then Idaho territory. He remained at Lewis- 
ton until the summer of 1867, when he again migrated to Portland, Oregon, 
where he has ever since resided. Mr. Thayer was elected to the office of 
district attorney for the third judicial district, Idaho territory, in the sum- 
mer of 1866. And in the fall of the same year was elected a member of the 
house of representatives of that territory, and served a term of 60 days in 
that body at Boise City. His coming to Portland in 1867 was in conse- 
quence of the ill health of his son, Claude Thayer, who required more skill- 
ful medical treatment than a frontier town afforded. In 1878 Mr. Thayer 
was elected governor of the state of Oregon and served a term of four years, 
and in 1884 was elected a judge of the supreme court and served a term of 
six years in that office, two years of which time under the constitution he 
was chief justice. 
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ZENAS F. MOODY. 


Seventh governor of the state of Oregon— September 18, 1882, to January 12, 1887, 


Zenas F. Moody was born in Granby, Massachusetts, May 27, 1832, where 
he passed his youth. He sailed from New York for Oregon via the Isth- 
mus of Panama March 8, 1851, arriving in Oregon April 21, 1851. After 
arriving in Oregon he immediately engaged in the work of surveying, to 
which he diligently applied himself for several years. In 1856 he was ap- 
pointed government inspector of the United States surveys in California. 
After completing his work in California, he went to Illinois for four years 
and followed his profession as surveyor. While in Washington, D. C., in 
1861, he enlisted as a volunteer for the protection of the capital city. He 
did not continue in the service, however, but came to The Dalles in 1862, 
where he engaged in the mercantile business. From 1863 to 1865 he en- 
gaged in the development of mines in Umatilla county, and from 1865 to 
1867 he was operating a transportation company in Eastern Oregon, Wash- 
ington and Idaho. From 1867 to 1869 we find Mr. Moody engaged in the 
mercantile business at Boise City, Idaho, returning again to The Dalles in 
the latter part of the year 1869. At The Dalles he engaged in various en- 
terprises, being Wells, Fargo and Company’s agent and mail contractor 
between The Dalles and Portland. In 1880 he was elected a member of the 
state legislature on the republican ticket, and was honored with the speak- 
ership of the house at the following session of the legislature. In the 
spring of 1882 he was elected governor of Oregon. Since the close of his 
administration, in 1887, he has retired to quiet life at Salem, Oregon, being 
still, however, interested in business enterprises in The Dalles. 


SYLVESTER PENNOYER. 


Eighth governor of the state of Oregon — January 12, 1887, to January 14, 1895. 


The eighth governor of Oregon was a New York farmer’s son. He was 
born at Groton, Tompkins county, New York, July 6, 1831. He was edu- 
cated at Homer Academy, New York, and Harvard law school, graduating 
from the latter institution in the summer.of 1854. In 1855 he started west, 
arriving at Portland, Oregon, July 10th of the same year, and soon there- 
after began school teaching, which profession he followed for a number of 
years. In 1862 he became connected with the lumber business in Portland, 
with which he has been more or less continuously connected ever since. 
Mr. Pennoyer first exhibited his ability as a political writer in 1868, when 
he became connected with the Oregon, Herald as a contributing editor, and 
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for several years he was known as one of the most trenchant political 
writers in the state. In the winter of 1885 and 1886 Mr. Pennoyer came 
prominently before the public by leading the anti-Chinese movement of the 
labor organizations of Portland. In the spring of 1886 he was nominated 
by the democratic party and elected governor of the state of Oregon, assum- 
ing the duties of his office in the following January. As an executive offi- 
cer he was noted for his determined positions on matters of state and 
national importance, and in general by his positive attitudes. During his 
first term as governor he was brought prominenily before the public in this 
state by three times vetoing measures proposed by the legislature for the 
issuing of nontaxable bonds for Portland’s city waterworks. During the 
same term he gained the reputation of being the laborer’s friend by refus- 
ing to suppress rioting railroad laborers of the Oregon Pacific railroad until 
their managers had paid the employés the wages which were due them. 
He again gained state and even national prominence by his bitter attitude 
towards President Grover Cleveland, having advised the president of the 
United States to ‘‘mind his own business’? when the president was at- 
tempting to suggest a method of procedure which it would be proper for 
the Oregon executive to follow out in relation to the suppressing of railroad 
strikes. At the close of his term of office as governor he retired to private 
life in Portland. In 1896 he was the nominee of a number of political 
parties in Portland for mayor of the city, and was elected to that office, 
which he filled until the close of his term, July 1, 1898, when W. 8. Mason, 
who had been elected June 4, 1898, succeeded Mayor Pennoyer, who had 
not been a candidate for reélection. 


WILLIAM PAINE LORD... 


Ninth governor of the state of Oregon—January 16, 1895. Term expires in January, 1899. 


William Paine Lord, the present governor of the state of Oregon, was 
born in Dover, Delaware, July 1, 1839. His early education was given 
much care by private tutors, and in 1858 he entered Fairfield College, New 
York, graduating from that college in 1860 with highest honors. In the 
fall of the same year he began the study of law. In 1862, while yet a law 
student, he enlisted in a troop of United States cavalry, becoming captain, 
and later major of the battalion which was attached to the Army of the 
Potomac. He served with the battalion two years, and was then appointed 
judge-advoeate on the staff of General Lew Wallace, which position he re- 
tained for eighteen months. He resigned from the army at the close of the 
war to resume the study of law at the college at Albany, New York, from 
which he graduated in the spring of 1866, being admitted to the bar by the 
supreme court of New York shortly thereafter: Before entering upon the 
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practice of his profession he was offered a lieutenancy in the United States 
regular army, which he accepted, and was stationed at San Francisco. He 
was later transferred to Steilacoom, Washington, and thence to Alaska, 
when that territory was received from the Russian government. In 1868 
he resigned from the United States army and began the practice of law at 
Salem, Oregon. He was city attorney for Salem for several years, success- 
fully defending the city in several important cases, among others being the 
celebrated courthouse case, involving the ownership of valuable property. 
He was nominated and elected state senator from Marion county in 1878, 
resigning, after having served through one legislature, in 1880 to accept the 
nomination of the republican party for supreme judge. The supreme 
bench as now constituted having just been organized, the newly elected 
judges drew for terms of office, and Mr. Lord drew the short term of two 
years, which entitled him to act as chief justice for that period. In 1882 
he was renominated and reélected, also in 1888. In 1894, just before the 
expiration of his third term on the supreme bench, he was nominated and 
elected governor of the state of Oregon, taking his seat as chief executive 
January 16, 1895. His administration has been characterized by that 
thoughtful, careful devotion to the duties of his office which had already 
made him noted as a jurist, and which brings power, confidence and dig- 
nity to the office of a chief executive. 1n the year 1898 he was not a candi- 
date for reélection, and at the close of his term of office, which ends on 
January 9, 1899, he will resume to practice of the law, a profession in which 
he is preéminently qualified to excel. 


GEORGE W. LEBRETON. 


First secretary of Oregon prior to the creation of Oregon as a territory —1841 to 1844, 


Mr. George W. LeBreton, who may be justly called the first secretary of 
the original territory of Oregon, being secretary of public meetings and 
clerk! of the courts of the Willamette valley before Oregon was organized 
under the provisional government, and also before Oregon was created a 
territory, was born in Massachusetts. He was one of Oregon’s earliest 
pioneers. He is described by historians as an intelligent, educated young 
man. He served in various capacities, being by virtue of his office clerk of 
the legislative committees of that date. The histories of Oregon give little 
definite information regarding Mr. LeBreton. He was killed in a battle 
with the Indians at Oregon City, March 4, 1844. 


/ 
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F DR. J. N. LONG. 


The second secretary of Oregon before the organization of the provisional government 
prior to the creation of Oregon as a territory, and also first secretary under the provis- 
ional government —1844 to 1846. 

Dr. J. E. Long, who was one of the original organizers of the provisional 
government in Oregon, came to what was then Oregon territory in 1843. 
He was a physician by profession, and being an educated man took a prom- 
inent part in the early proceedings of Oregon territory. He was twice 
elected secretary of the provisional government. He was drowned Jan- 
uary 21, 1846. 


DR. FREDERICK PRIGG. 


Third secretary of Oregon prior to the creation of Oregon territory — 1846 to 1847. 


In Oregon history the name of Dr. Frederick Prigg first appears in con- 
nection with the Oregon City Lyceum and Literary Club, an organization 
created perhaps in the winter of 1843-44 for the purpose of accumulating a 
circulating library, and generally for the promotion of literature in the 
territory of Oregon. We find the name of Mr. Prigg again in history asa 
circuit judge in Clackamas county; also, acting as a member of the legisla- 
ture, and elected by that body secretary of the provisional government of 
Oregon to take the place of Dr. Long, deceased. 


SAMUEL M. HOLDERNESS. 


Fourth secretary of Oregon prior to the creation of Oregon territory—1847 to 1849, 


Like Dr. Frederick Prigg, the first mention in Oregon history of Mr. 
Holderness is in connection with the Oregon City Lyceum and Literary 
Club, of which he was alsoa member. His name also appears again early 
in the ’40s, in connection with the passage of a bill by the legislature pre- 
venting dueling ; an act having been passed by the legislature absolutely 
prohibiting dueling within the territory, for the purpose of preventing Mr. 
Holderness from fighting a duel with one Taylor. After the death of Mr. 
Prigg, who also was drowned, like his predecessor, Dr. Long, Mr. Holder- 
ness was elected secretary of the provisional government, and served until 
the creation of Oregon as a territory in 1849. 
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KINTZING PRITCHETTE. 


First secretary of the territory of Oregon—1849 to 1850. 


At the creation of Oregon as a territory, Mr. Kintzing Pritchette was ap- 
pointed secretary of the new territory by the president of the United 
States, James K. Polk. (For biography, see Kintzing Pritchette, as gov- 
ernor of Oregon. ) 


GENERAL EDWARD HAMILTON. 


Second secretary of the territory of Oregon — 1850 to 1853. 


General Edward Hamilton, the second secretary of the territory of Ore- 
gon, having been appointed to that office by President Zachary Taylor, was 
born in Culpeper county, Virginia, and was educated for the profession of 
law. He moved to Ohio, and while quite young engaged in the profession 
of a newspaper man, editing a paper at the town of Portsmouth. He 
served in the Mexican war, where he gained distinction as a military man, 
and in recognition of his service received his appointment in Oregon. 


GEORGE L. CURRY. 


Third secretary of the territory of Oregon —1853 to 1855. 


Mr. George L. Curry, the third territorial secretary of Oregon, received 
his appointment frona President Franklin Pierce. He twice succeeded to 
the office of governor of the territory. (For biography, see ‘‘Governors of 
Oregon.’’) 


BENJAMIN F. HARDING. 


Fourth secretary of the territory of Oregon —1855 to 1859. 


Benjamin F. Harding, the fourth secretary of the territory of Oregon, 
was born in Pennsylvania in 1832. He came to Oregon in 1849 and settled 
in Marion county, where he was active and conspicuous in public affairs 
and influential in the councils of the democratic party during his entire 
residence there for a quarter of a century or more. He was a lawyer by 
profession, but devoted most of his time to politics and farming, and was 


regarded as one of the shrewdest politicians in Oregon. He was United 
Ap. 72, 
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States attorney before the organization of the state government, and was 
three times a member of the territorial legislature. He was secretary of 
the territory from 1855 to 1859 by appointment of President Pierce. In 1862 
the legislative assembly of the state of Oregon elected him to fill the unex- 
pired term of Col. E. D. Baker in the United States senate, Colonel Baker 
having been killed at the head of his regiment in the battle at Ball’s Bluff, 
Virginia, near the Potomac river, a few miles below Washington, D. C. 
Senator Harding served out the term and was succeeded March 4, 1865, by 
George H. Williams. At the beginning of the war of the rebellion James 
W. Nesmith, Asahel Bush and Benjamin F. Harding were the ruling 
spirits of the union or Douglas democracy of Oregon, while General Joseph 
Lane, Delazon Smith and one or two others were the leaders of the Breck- 
enridge or proslavery democrats who sympathized with the secessionists of 
the South. They were bitterly hostile to each other. Nesmith was elected 
to a full term of six years and Baker to a term of four years in the United 
States senate by a combination between the Douglas democrats and repub- 
licans, and Harding was elected in the same way to fill out Baker’s term. 
Soon after the close of his term in the senate Mr. Harding retired to a farm 
in Marion county, and a few years later moved to Cottage Grove, Lane 
county, where he now resides. 


LUCIEN HEATH. 


First secretary of state of the state of Oregon — 1859 to 1862 


Mr. Lucien Heath, the first secretary of state of the state of Oregon was 
a native of Michigan, and came to Oregon early in the ’50s. He settled in 
Polk county, where he took an active interest in public affairs and was 
elected county clerk. At the general election of officers for the new state 
in 1858, Mr. Heath was the successful candidate of the democratic party for 
secretary of state. After serving one term as secretary of state he engaged 
in the mercantile business in Salem. During the time he was secretary of 
state he was also mayor of Salem. Later in life he removed to California 
and engaged in business at Santa Cruz. 


SAMUEL E. MAY. 


Second secretary of state of the state of Oregon —Two terms, 1862 to 1870. 


Samuel E. May, the second secretary of state of the state of Oregon was 
a native of Rhode Island. He came to Oregon about 1853, and identified 
himself with the then rapidly growing country. He was successively 
elected secretary of state in 1862 and 1866, serving in his official capacity for 
two terms, eight years. At the close of his official term he removed to 
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Utah territory and later to Chicago. He was commissioner of deeds for 
Oregon to reside in Illinois from 1890 to 1894, in which year he died at 
Chicago. 


STEPHEN F. CHADWICK. 


Third secretary of state of the state of Oregon— Two terms, 1870 to 1878. 


Stephen F. Chadwick was elected secretary of state of the state of Oregon 
at the general election in 1870, and was reélected to the same position at the 
June election in 1874. He served the state two terms as secretary, from 1870 
to 1878, and during the last eighteen months of his term he was by virtue 
of his office both secretary of state and governor, Gov. L. F. Grover baving 
been elected to the office of United States senator. (For biography, see 
‘‘ Governors of Oregon.’’) . 


ROCKEY P. EARHART. 


Fourth secretary of state of the state of Oregon — Two terms, 1878 to 1887. 


Rockey P. Earhart served as secretary of state of the state of Oregon eight 
years and four months. He was elected in June, 1878, and was reélected in 
June, 1882. During his second term in office the Jaw changing the date of 
the meeting of the legislative assembly from September to January went 
into effect, and Mr. Earhart held office until the qualification of his suc- 
cessor, George W. McBride, in January, 1887. 

Rockey P. Earhart was born in Ohio, June 23, 1837. He came to Oregon 
in 1855, and was for several years in the employ of the United States regu- 
lar army as a clerk under Phil. Sheridan. For a number of years Mr. Ear- 
hart was more or less continuously connected with the United States Indian 
service, being United States agent at Warm Springs, special commissioner 
in the Modoc Indian war claims and United States special Indian agent at 
various other times. During his lifein Oregon he engaged in the mercan- 
tile business at different times in Polk, Yambill and Marion counties. In 
1870 he was a member of the legislature from Marion county. Later he re- 
moved from Marion to Multnomah county, where he engaged in the news- 
paper business, and was chief clerk in the surveyor-general’s office, being 
elected secretary of state in 1878 and in 1882, as above stated. After the 
close of his official term as secretary of state he was again elected a member 
of the lower house of the legislature from Multnomah county, in 1889, and 
under President Harrison he was appointed collector of customs at the port 
of Portland. He died before the expiration of bis term of office. He was a 
distinguished man in public affairs and in Masonry, being a thirty-third 
degree Mason. 
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GEORGE WICKLIFF McBRIDE. 


Fifth secretary of state of the state of Oregon — Two terms, 1887 to 1895. 


George Wickliff McBride, of St. Helens, Oregon, was born in Yamhill 
county, Oregon, March 13, 1854, and was the first native Oregonian to fill 
the office of secretary of state. He is the youngest of the family of the late 
Dr. James McBride, a distinguished pioneer of Oregon, the father of a 
numerous family of sons and daughters who have all been useful and hon- 
ored citizens. The oldest son, John R. McBride, was elected a representa- 
tive in congress by the people of Oregon on the union-republican ticket in 
1862. Another son, Thomas A. McBride, is now judge of the fifth judicial 
district of Oregon, and others occupy honorable positions in Oregon and in 
other states. George W. McBride, the subject of this sketch, was educated 
in Oregon in the common schools at Lafayette in Yamhill county; at St. 
Helens in Columbia county ; at the Monmouth normal school in Polk 
county, and at the Willamette university in Salem, Marion county. He 
studied law with J. C. Moreland in Portland, but never engaged in active 
practice. He engaged in mercantile business at St. Helens, Columbia 
county, for ten years. He was elected a member of the house of represen- 
tatives of the legislative assembly of Oregon in June, 1882, and was elected 
speaker of the house of representatives in September, 1882. He was elected 
secretary of state in June, 1886, and reélected in June, 1890, and served 
eight years, his second term ending January 14, 1895. After a contest of 
forty days, he was elected by the legislative assembly on the last day of the 
session at midnight, February 23, 1895, a senator in congress to succeed 
J.N. Dolph. His term of service will expire March 3, 1901. 


HARRISON RITTENHOUSE KINCAID. 


Sixth secretary of state of the state of Oregon, 1895— Term expires January 9, 1899. 


H. R. Kineaid is the oldest of four sons and four daughters of Thomas 
and Nancy Kincaid, and was born in Madison county, Indiana, Jan- 
uary 3, 1836. His boyhood, excepting about two years spent in traveling 
with his father and mother, when he was between eight and ten years old, 
through Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Missouri, Arkansas, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, was spent on a farm near his native place in Indiana. He came to 
Oregon with his father’s family in 1853, driving an ox team from Indiana 
to the Willamette valley, walking the entire distance. After clearing and 
fencing a part of the family donation land claim near Eugene, Lane 
county, Oregon, he worked as a day laborer, digging the millrace at 
Springfield, in Lane county, and in the harvest fields. He went to the 
mines in Southern Oregcn in the spring of 1855, and worked in the mines; 
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split rails and cut cordwood near Crescent City, California; went by 
steamer from Crescent City to San Francisco and spent two years working 
on ranches in the Sacramento valley and in the mines in California. He 
returned to Oregon by steamer from San Francisco to Portland about the 
last week in December, 1857. He attended Columbia college at Eugene in 
1859 and 1860, until it was closed by dissensions growing out of the slavery 
question, and then began to learn the printer’s trade in the office of the 
People’s Press at Eugene, in 1860. He subsequently worked as printer and 
editor on the State Republican and the Union Crusader at the same place, 
and March 12, 1864, at Kugene, founded the Oregon State Journal, which 
he has controlled and edited for thirty-five years. During that period he 
has discussed all the political, moral and social issues of the times. In 1870 
_ he was the republican nominee for state printer of Oregon, and although 
the entire ticket was defeated by the democratic nominees, he came nearer 
being elected than any other republican on the state ticket. The majority 
_ for his opponent, T. Patterson, was only 401, in a total vote of 22,717. Sep- 
tember 29, 1873, at Utica, Michigan, he was married to Miss Augusta A. 
Lockwood, by whom he is the father of one child only—ason, Webster 
Kincaid, born at Eugene, September 16, 1883. He represented Oregon as a 
delegate in the republican national convention at Chicago in 1868, and at 
Philadelphia in 1872, and has frequently served as a delegate in the county 
and state conventions. He served as clerk in the United States senate 
from 1868 to 1879, at the same time writing a weekly letter and most of the 
editorials for his paper, besides being Washington correspondent of the 
‘“Oregonian,’’ the ‘‘Portland Bulletin’’ and other papers. In 1894 he was 
nominated by the republican state convention at Portland and was elected 
secretary of state for four years. For more than twenty years he has been 
an earnest advocate of bimetallism and was elected secretary of state on 
the republican ticket in 1894 as an advocate of the free coinage of silver. 
When the republicans changed from the bimetallic policy in their plat- 
forms to the single gold standard, he would not indorse the new doctrine 
and accepted the unanimous nomination of the people’s party, the democ- 
ratic party and the silver republican party for reélection to the office of 
secretary of state. Each party nominated him by acclamation in their 
separate state conventions in Portland, March 26, 1898, as their candidate 
on a union ticket, to represent the silver republicans, the other nominees 
being populists and democrats. He received 1,222 more votes June 4, 1898, 
than the average received by the union candidates, but the entire ticket 
was defeated by the single gold standard nominees by large pluralities. 
At the special session of the legislature in October, 1898, Mr. Kincaid was 
the choice of the people’s, democratic and silver republican members of 
the legislature for United States senator, the republicans voting for and 
electing Hon. Joseph Simon United States senator by a vote of 65 to 28 
for Kincaid. He was appointed by Governor Lord, November 30, 1898, a 
regent of the university of Oregon.

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EARLY TREASURERS OF OREGON. 


1843 to 1851. 


Prior to the meeting of the legislature in 1851, a number of persons served 
at different times as treasurer of the territory of Oregon, under the provis- 
ional government, prior to the provisional government, and under the 
territorial government. 

W. H. Wilson, whose name is first in this list, was, perhaps, a native of 
Massachusetts, and came to Oregon in a whaling ship in 1836. He was 
treasurer of Oregon under the most primitive form of government, prior to 
the provisional government, from 1843 to 1844. In 1844 he was succeeded 
by Mr. Philip Foster, also an early immigrant to Oregon, and a member of 
the Oregon City lyceum and literary society in 1843 and 1844. He was 
official treasurer of the primitive government until the formation of the 
provisional government in 1845. At the meeting of the first legislature 
under the provisional government, Mr. Frank Ermatinger was the suc- 
cessful opponent of Mr. Foster, and was elected treasurer by the legislature. 
Mr. Ermatinger was an Englishman, and came to Fort Vancouver at a 
very early day, in the employ of the Hudson’s Bay Company. At the time 
of his election as treasurer he was still a subject of Great Britain, and his 
election was bitterly complained of by Foster and Foster’s friends. He 
only served as treasurer one year, and then continued in the employ of the 
. Hudson’s Bay Company, returning later to England. 

The second treasurer of Oregon under the provisional government was 
Capt. John H. Couch. He was a native of Massachusetts. He was born 
in 181], and came to Oregon in 1840 as commander of the brig Maryland. 
A few years later he abandoned sea life and entered into the mercantile 
business at Oregon City. He was elected treasurer of Clackamas county a 
number of times; treasurer of the provisional government of Oregon, and 
later in life served in various other capacities, being at different times 
county commissioner of Multnomah county, United States inspector of 
hulls and United States post warden at Portland. He is said to have been 
the first man to independently engage in the mercantile business in 
Oregon. 

In 1847 Mr. Wm. K. Kilbourne was appointed treasurer of the provisional 
government of Oregon, Mr. Couch having resigned. At the next meeting 
of the legislature Mr. Kilbourne was elected and served as treasurer until 
the organization of Oregon as a territory of the United States, in 1849. 
Little is written in history of Mr. Kilbourne. He was probably a sea cap- 
tain, and, like Captain Couch, abandoned the sea early in the ’40s to take 
up a home in the new Oregon. He was at one time captain of the brig 
Henry, and was probably born in Massachusetts. 
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In 1849, Oregon having been admitted as a territory of the United States, 
the legislature elected Col. James Taylor treasurer. The records in relation 
to the state officers of Oregon are very indefinite at this period, but it is 
probable that Mr. Taylor served as treasurer two years. He was a native 
of Pennsylvania, and had come west as far as Ohio in 1830, and across the 
plains to Oregon in 1845, purchasing a farm on Clatsop plains. He was one 
of the few men in Oregon in 1849 who did not go to the California mines. 
Mr. Taylor was for many years one of Clatsop county’s most honored 
pioneers. 

The name of Judge L. A. Rice, of Umpqua, is connected with the office 
of territorial treasurer from January, 1851, to December 16 of the same 
year. And it is barely possible that prior to 1851 others may have served 
as treasurer, but of whom the incomplete records on file in the department 
of state show no trace. 

On December 16, 1851, John D. Boone was elected treasurer of Oregon, 
and for the next eleven years his name is inseparable from the records of 
that office. 


JOHN D. BOONE. 


Territorial treasurer of Oregon; also first state treasurer of the state of Oregon — 1851 to 1862, 


With the exception of one year, from January, 1855, to January, 1856, 
Mr. John D. Boone was treasurer of Oregon continuously from December 
16, 1851, to September 8, 1862. Under the territorial government the treas- 
urer was elected annually by the legislature. Mr. Boone was elected in 
1851, and annually thereafter until 1855, when Mr. Nat AH. Lane was 
elected for one year. But Mr. Boone was elected again in 1856, and re- 
elected annually thereafter until the formation of the state government in 
1859, when he was elected first state treasurer, serving three years. Mr. 
Boone is described as follows: ‘‘He was a Wesleyan Methodist preacher; 
a plain, unlearned man, honest and fervent, an immigrant of 1845. He was 
for mauy years a resident of Salem.”’ 


EDWIN N. COOKE. 


Second state treasurer of the state of Oregon — Iwo terms, 1862 to 1870. 


Edwin N. Cooke, called by Historian J. Henry Brown, ‘‘the honored 
pioneer, merchant, manufacturer and steamboat owner of Oregon,’’ was 
born near the present townsite of Adams, in Jefferson county, New York. 
When seven years of age he went with his father’s family to Huron county, 
Ohio, which was then considered the remote west. Here he spent his 
early youth, passing through all the hardships and privations of frontier 
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life. In 1835 he was married to Miss Eliza Vandercook; in the same year 
he, engaged in the mercantile business with an uncle at the town of San- 
dusky, Ohio, where he continued the mercantile business for fourteen years, 
including the terrible year of 1848, when almost the entire population of 
the town perished with the cholera epidemic. In 1849 his mercantile store 
burned down, and he afterwards engaged in the mercantile business at the 
towns of Clydeand Fremont. In the year 1851 he came across the plains to 
Oregon, settling at the town of Salem, where he began the merchandising 
business with George H. Jones, under the firm name of Jones, Cooke and 
Company, in the old headquarters building where Ladd and Bush’s bank 
now stands. From 1851 to 18/9, the year of his death, he was a conspicuous 
figure in all important business enterprises and political movements. His 
only daughter was married to T. McF. Patton in 1854. In 1856 he sold out 
his merchandising business and spent one year in the east. After return- 
ing from the east he laid out and platted Cooke’s addition to Salem, and in 
1862 he was the successful republican candidate for state treasurer, serving 
in that capacity for four years. He was again nominated and elected by 
the republican party in 1866, and efficiently conducted the office until 1870. 
For many years he was president of the People’s Transportation Company, 
operating a line of steamboats on the Willamette river between Portland 
and the head of navigation, and was interested in an iron foundry at Os- 
wego and minor business enterprises. He was a charter member of the 
first Independent Order of Odd Fellows’ lodge organized on the Pacific 
coast, being the lodge organized at Salem in 1852. He was a prominent 
man in the business, political and social history of Oregon, and his death, 
on May 6, 1879, was keenly felt in all parts of the state. 


LOUIS FLEISCHNER. 


Third state treasurer of the state of Oregon — 1870 to 1874. 


Louis Fleischner was born in Vogelgesang, Bohemia, in the year 1827, 
and came to America when very young, arriving at New York in 1842. He 
went from New York to Philadelphia, and immediately obtained a situation 
from a prominent dealer in horses and cattle, with whom he served for five 
years. In the year 1849 he removed to Drakeville, Iowa, and first engaged 
in the mercantile business, with which he was more or less continuously 
connected during the remainder of his life. In the year 1852 Mr. Fleisch- 
ner started across the plains to Oregon by ox team. He experienced much 
suffering and great hardship before reaching the state, due to the floods and 
the epidemic of cholera which prevailed that year. He first settled at Al- 
bany, in Linn county, and engaged in merchandising, where he remained 
for seven years. From 1859 to 1860 he engaged in trading in the Oro Fino 
mines in Northern Idaho. The next business enterprise of Mr. Fleischner . 
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was at Lewiston, Idaho, where he engaged in the mercantile trade from 
1860 to 1863. In the year 1864 began Mr. Fleischner’s business career in Ore- 
gon, in which year he formed a partnership ‘with Sol Hirsch and Alexan- 
’ der Schlussel under the firm name of L. Fleischner and Company. For 
several years this firm engaged in the retail trade, and in 1869 reorganized 
the firm and engaged in the wholesale business. In 1870 Mr. Fleischner, 
without personal solicitation, was chosen by the democratic party as their 
candidate for state treasurer and was elected, serving four years. In 1874 
Mr. Fleischner returned to Portland, and his merchandise firm was en- 
larged by the addition of the name of Mr. Jacob Mayer, the firm name as- 
sumed being Fleischner, Mayer and Company. Mr. Fleischner continued 
at the head of this firm until his death, which occurred unexpectedly 
August 7, 1896, while he was on a summer outing trip at Guyer Hot 
Springs, in Idaho. He had an exceptionally large circle of intimate per- 
sonal friends in Oregon, and publicly he was noted for his business tact and 
philanthropy. 


A. H. BROWN. 


Fourth state treasurer of the state of Oregon —1874 to 1878. 


The fourth state treasurer of Oregon, like his predecessor, was a mer- 
chantman. He was a native of Louisiana, having been born in the parish 
of Feleciana, January 23, 1823. His first move westward was to Texas in 
1844, where he began his business career as clerk in a dry goods store in the 
town of San Antonio. He enlisted as a volunteer in the defense of the 
Union, at the breaking out of the Mexican war, in what was known as 
Hays’ Rangers. At the close of the war he resumed the occupation of clerk- 
ing at the town of Camaryo. In 1849 Mr. Brown was one of a party of 
thirteen to undertake the hazardous journey overland, through what is now 
Arizona, to California. He arrived at Jamestown, California, in the month 
of July, and immediately began the mercantile business, trading with the 
mining camps. In 1850 he was associated with J. D. Carr in the livery 
business in San Francisco. Later he engaged in business on Humboldt 
bay, and at Yreka, at which latter place he conducted a grocery store from 
1852 to 1857. For two years, from 1858 to 1860, he conducted a merchandise 
trade with the miners on Frazier river, British Columbia, after which he 
returned to Yreka. In the year 1862 he started overland for Baker county, 
Oregon. He engaged in the mercantile business at the town of Auburn, in 
that county, for three years, and then removed his business to Baker City. 
In 1870 he was the choice of the democratic party of that county, and 
elected by the people state senator, serving in that capacity four years. In 
1874 he was the choice of the democratic party of Oregon for state treasurer, 
serving until 1878. He discontinued his mercantile business in Baker City 
in 1874, and since the close of his official term has lived a retired life in 
Baker county, where he has a wide cirele of personal friends. 
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EDWARD HIRSCH. 


Fifth state treasurer of the state of Oregon—Two terms, 1878 to 1887, 


Edward Hirsch was born in Germany in 1836, and came to America in 
1855. After two years, passed partly in Pennsylvania and principally in 
Georgia, he came by steamer via the Isthmus of Panama to Oregon. Since 
his arrival in Oregon, in the latter part of the ’50s, he has been more or less 
continuously engaged in mercantile enterprises. His first business venture 
was at Dallas, in Polk county, and later for several years at Silverton, in 
Marion county. In 1866 he was president of the Eagle Woolen Mills Com- 
pany, Brownsville, serving in that capacity for two years. Returning to 
Salem in 1868 he engaged in business in Salem for ten years. He was the 
choice of the republicans for state treasurer in 1878, and after serving four 
years was again elected state treasurer in 1882, serving until the installation 
of his successor in January, 1887. Mr. Hirsch is considered a careful, suc- 
cessful business man. Personally, he is sociable and agreeable. In 1898 
President William McKinley appointed Mr. Hirsch postmaster at Salem, 
and he assumed the duties of the office about August 1, 1898. 


GEORGE W. WEBB. 


Sixth state treasurer of the state of Oregon —1887 to 1891. 


George W. Webb was born in Washington county, Maryland, September 
4, 1824. He passed his youth at his native home. At the age of eighteen 
he migrated with his parents to Hannibal, Marion county, Missouri, where 
he learned the trade of tinsmith and engaged in the business for some time. 
In 1849 he was married to Miss Mary E. McDaniel, of Hannibal, Missouri. 
In 1850 he went to the mines in California, remaining two years. Upon 
his return to his home at Hannibal in Missouri, in 1852, he removed to 
Shelbyville, Shelby county, Missouri, and began business again as a tin- 
smith. He continued in business at this point for ten years; in the spring 
of 1862 he started across the plains for Oregon by ox team, but came no 
farther than Walla Walla, Washington Territory. After remaining a short 
time at this place he returned to the Idaho mines and later engaged in busi- 
ness at Idaho City. In 1864 he sold out his business at Idaho City and re- 
turned to his home at Shelbyville, Missouri. In 1865, accompanied by his 
family, he again started across the plains for Oregon. He arrived at La 
Grande in Union county in August of the same year, and took up his resi- 
dence at that place, remaining ten years. In 18/5 he removed to Pendleton, 
Umatilla county, where he engaged in the hardware business. He was 
twice county treasurer of Union county, and in 1886 was the nominee of 
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the democratic party for state treasurer, being the successful candidate. He 

assumed the duties of his office in 1887 and performed them during his term 

with credit to himself and his party. At the close of his term of office in 

1891 he removed to what is known as New La Grande, where he resided for 

some time, but later removed to Pendleton, where he now lives a retired 
life. 


PHIL. METSCHAN. 


Seventh state treasurer of the state of Oregon—Two terms, 1890 to 1899. 


Phil. Metschan, the present state treasurer, has been closely identified 
with the progress and development of Oregon since 1862. He was born in 
Germany in 1840, came to America in 1854, when only fourteen years of age, 
and alone and single-handed sought his fortune. He first settled in Cin- 
cinnati. In 1859 he came further west to Kansas, Colorado, California and 
finally to Portland, Oregon, arriving in 1862. In 1863 he removed to the 
new mining town of Canyon City, Grant county, which has since been his 
legal residence. He has from time to time been engaged in mercantile and 
other business ventures in that county. He was county treasurer of Grant 
county two terms, from 1868 to 1872; was county clerk of Grant county from 
1876 to 1878, and in 1882 became county judge for four years. He also 
served Grant county as county clerk from 1888 to 1890, when he was the 
choice of the republican party for state treasurer. He was unanimously 
chosen for reélection and reélected in 1894, his present term expiring in 
1899. He isa good financier, and an honest, energetic, careful business man. 
He is lively and jovial in disposition, and has held many offices of trust in 
social orders, among which being grand master of the lodge of Odd Fellows 
of Oregon from 1881 to 1882. He has been a prominent Mason for many 
years, and has held many important offices in the lodge, including that of 
grand master of the Masonic lodge of Oregon. 


THE SUPREME COURT OF OREGON. 


The constitution of Oregon, as adopted by the people in 1858 and ratified 
by congress in 1859, provided that until the population should reach one 
hundred thousand, circuit judges for the several judicial districts should be 
elected to serve in the dual capacity of circuit and supreme judges. It pro- 
vided that in addition to their duties as circuit judges they should meet 
annually, or oftener if necessary, at the state capitol and hold supreme 
court, the judge whose decision was being reviewed not sitting as a supreme 
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judge in each instanee. On aceount of this provision it happens that dur- 
ing the early history of Oregon there were more judges upon the supreme 
bench than during the more recent years. In the year 1878 an act, as con- 
templated in the constitution, providing for the election of supreme and 
circuit judges in distinct classes, was duly passed, and from that date to the 
present time the supreme court has consisted of three justices, duly elected 
by the people and serving in that capacity only, the circuit and supreme 
courts being separate and distinct. The constitution designated the senior 
_ judge, or the one whose term is next to expire, as the chief justice at any 
particular period of time; thus, the office of chief justice rotates at each 
biennial election, so that in the case of a justice being reélected he serves in 
the capacity of associate justice four years and in the capacity of chief jus- 
tice two years, the term for which each supreme judge is elected being six 
years. There have now been printed thirty-one volumes of the Oregon 
supreme court reports, or the written decisions of the chief and associate 
justices of the supreme court of Oregon. The records regarding the report- 
ing of these books are somewhat indefinite, but appear to be about as fol- 
lows: From 1853 to 1870 Judge Joseph G. Wilson, serving part of the time 
as judge of the supreme court and part of the time as clerk, reported the 
principal decisions in three volumes, being volumes I, If and III. From 
1870 to 1880, Mr. C. B. Bellinger was clerk of the supreme court, and re- 
ported volumes IV, V, VI, VII and VIII. From 1880 to 1884, Mr. T. B. 
Odeneal reported volumes IX, X and XI. Mr. J. A. Stratton became clerk 
of the supreme court in 1884, continuing until 1887, during which time he 
reported volumes XII, XIII and XIV. Mr. W. H. Holmes reported 
volumes XV, XVI and XVII, covering the period from 1887 to 1889. In 
1889 a law was passed enlarging the powers and duties of the supreme court 
and imposing upon the chief justice the duty of reporting the decisions of 
the court. It thus happens that during the years 1889 and 1890 Chief Jus- 
tice W. W. Thayer and Chief Justice R. 8. Strahan reported, respectively, 
volumes XVIII and XIX of the Oregon supreme court reports. In 1891 the 
present law authorizing the employment of an official supreme court re- 
porter, whose special duty it is to correctly arrange and have published the 
decisions of the Oregon supreme court, was passed, and Mr. George H. Bur- 
nett was elected the first reporter under this law. Between the years 1890 
and 1892 he reported volumes XX, XXI and XXIJ. In 1892 the present su- 
preme court reporter, Mr. Robert G. Morrow, began his duties, and has 
since that time reported volumes XXIII, XXIV, XXV, XXVI, XXVII, 
XXVIII, XXIX, XXX and XXXII. 
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EARLY JUDGES OF SUPREME COURT. 


1841 to 1849. 


The record of the supreme court of Oregon is oniy complete from and 
after the year 1849. Prior to that time the history of the supreme court is 
difficult to trace. There were, however, a number of supreme judges prior 
to 1849. The first official record of the election of a supreme judge appears 
in the archives as follows:— 

‘By a full meeting of the inhabitants of Willamette valley held at the 
American mission house, February 18, 1841, J. L. Babcock was unanimously 
chosen supreme judge of Oregon with probate powers, and was instructed 
to act in accordance with the code and laws of the state of New York until 
a code should be adopted in Oregon.”” Judge Babcock is supposed to be the 
first man upon whom the duties of supreme judge were imposed. 

At a public meeting held at ‘‘'Champooick” May 2, 1843, ‘‘for the pur_ 
pose of taking steps to organize a civil community and provide laws, Mr. 
W. E. Wilson was chosen supreme judge with probate powers.’’ This 
appears to be the next mention of the supreme court in the official archives. 

The legislative committee which convened on July 5, 1843, submitted a 
code of laws and sort of a constitution or organic law which was adopted. 
Article VII of this organic law provides:— 

“That judicial power shall be vested in a supreme court consisting of a 
supreme judge and two justices of the peace. The jurisdiction of the 
supreme court shall be both appellate and original.’’? The section further 
provides the powers and duties of the justices of the peace, giving them 
probate powers. Article XVI of the same code providesas follows: ‘* The 
supreme court shall hold two sessions annually, upon the third Tuesdays in 
April and September; the first session to be held at Champooick on the 
third Tuesday of September, 1843, and the second session at Twality Plains 
on the third Tuesday of April, 1844. At the sessions of the supreme court 
the supreme judge shall preside, assisted by two justices.’’ The article 
further specifies: ‘‘The supreme court shall have original jurisdiction in 
cases of treason, felony and breaches of the peace and in civil cases where 
the sum in controversy does not exceed fifty dollars, provided that no judge 
shall assist in trying any case that has been brought before the court by 
appeal from his judgment.”’ 

In the journal of the legislative assembly of 1845, under date of August 
9, there is this entry: ‘‘The house went into secret session for the elec- 
tion of officers. Proceeded by ballot to elect a supreme judge of Oregon, 
which resulted in the choice of Nathaniel Ford, of Yamhill county.” 

In the same journal, under date of August 18, Governor Abernethy 
sent a message to the legislative assembly announcing that Mr. Ford de- 
clined to serve as supreme judge, whereupon the house immediately went 
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into secret session again and elected Hon. P. H. Burnett supreme judge for 
the term of four years as provided in the new provisional constitution 
of 1845. 

In the records of the legislative assemblies for the years 1846, 1847 and 
1848, there is no mention of the election of supreme judges. There is on 
file, however, in the department of state, the oath of office of Hon. J. 
Quinn Thornton as supreme judge of Oregon, taken before Secretary of 
State Frederick Prigg, February 11, 1847. 

On November 13, 1847, Hon. Columbia Lancaster took the oath of office 
as supreme judge of Oregon, and the same is now on file in the department 
of state, at Salem, Oregon. 

In the journal of the legislature of 1849, under date of February 13, 
there is a record of the election of Hon. A. L. Lovejoy to the office of 
supreme judge of Oregon. 

The records during the provisional period are very incomplete and not 
indexed or arranged in any system. It is, therefore, very difficult to ascer- 
tain definitely the exact proceedings of the different legislative assemblies. 
It is possible that other persons than those above mentioned served as 
supreme judges prior to the appointing of Messrs. Bryant and Nelson in the 
latter part of the year 1849, these gentlemen being first appointed after the 
formation of Oregon into a territory of the United States. 

From the incomplete records it is presumed that Hon. P. H. Burnett, 
when elected supreme judge in 1845, held office during 1845 and 1846 and 
perhaps resigned early in 1847. Then it seeems that Hon. J. Quinn Thorn- 
ton was appointed and held only for a few months, when he left for Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Hon. Columbia Lancaster succeeded to the office of 
supreme judge. According to the record he was succeeded in 1849 by Hon. 
A. L. Lovejoy, who only held a few months, as Oregon had already been 
made a territory by congress and Supreme Judges William P. Bryant and 
Thomas Nelson had already been appointed by the president to the office 
of supreme judges of Oregon Territory. They arrived in Oregon in 1849 
and succeeded Hon. A. L. Lovejoy. 


JUDGE WILLIAM P. BRYANT. 


First chief justice appointed under the territorial organization of Oregoun—1849 to 1850. 


There are no official records in the department of state to show when Mr. 
Bryant assumed the duties of his office nor for what period he served. The 
decisions of the supreme court at the time when he served were not reported. 
Mr. Bryant was appointed by the president from some eastern state and 
only served here a short time when he again returned east.

JUDGE THOMAS NELSON. 


Chief justice of the territorial supreme court —1850 to 1853. | 


Judge Nelson, like Judge Bryant, was an eastern man and did not re- 
main in Oregon after his term of office expired. The decisions of the court 
during his term were not written or reported and there is nothing definite 
on file in the department of state to show when his official term commenced, 
when it ended or the number of decisions rendered. He was appointed by 
the president of the United States and little is known of him in Oregon. 
His associate justices were Judge Orville C. Pratt and Judge William Strong. 


JUDGE GEORGE H. WILLIAMS. 


Chief justice of the territorial supreme court of Oregon — 1853 to 1859.

« JUDGE AARON E. WAIT. 


Chief justice from 1859 to 1862. 


Judge Aaron E. Wait was the first chief justice under the organized state 
of Oregon. He was born in Franklin county, Massachusetts, December 
26, 1813. His ancestors were nearly all military men and his father died 
while in the service of his country as a soldier in the war of 1812, shortly 
after the birth of Aaron in 1813. The subject of this sketch was raised 
partly by his grandfather and later by an uncle, with whom he lived until 
he was fourteen years of age. At that age he was apprenticed to a broom- 
maker and worked at that trade for four years, saving his earnings. Dur- 
ing the latter part of his apprenticeship he was enabled to attend school 
two years until his twentieth year. In that year of his age he went to the 
state of New York and thence to Flatbush, Long Island, where he obtained 
employment as assistant teacher in Erasmus Hall. After a time he re- 
turned to Massachussetts, where he remained until 1837. In that year he 
started west, going as far as Centerville, Michigan, which was then consid- 
ered a long way west from Massachusetts. Here he studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1842 and became military secretary to Gov. John S. Barry 
of Michigan. After a residence of ten years in Michigan he started west 
again in 1847 with a train of forty wagons going to Oregon. On the way 
he overtook his friend, Judge Lancaster, and family, and the two then left 
the train with their wagons and outfits and came the remainder of the 
journey together, arriving at Oregon City, then the chief center of popula- 
tion in Oregon. Judge Wait immediately began the practice of the law, at 
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the same time assisting in the editing of the first newspaper in Oregon, the 
Oregon Spectator, then being published at that place. In 1849, when the 
excitement over the California gold fields was at its height, Judge Wait 
went to California and engaged for a considerable time in placer mining. 
He returned again to Oregon in the early 50s and resumed the practice of 
the law. In 1859 he was elected a justice of the supreme court and became 
the first chief justice under the state government in Oregon. After retiring 
from the supreme bench for more than thirty years Judge Wait has not 
engaged actively in the practice of the law, but has devoted his time mostly 
to the management of his extensive landholdings in the states of Washing- 
ton and Oregon and has lived the greater portion of his time upon a six 
hundred acre farm in Clackamas county, not many miles from Portland. 
In the year 1891 he removed from his farm to the city of Portland, where 
he has since resided. Judge Wait was one of the thrifty, hardy pioneers of 
this state, and although somewhat peculiar in some of his habits and ways, 
his life work is intimately interwoven with the early history of this state. 
Judge Aaron E. Wait died at his home, near Canby, in Clackamas county, 
on December 12, 1898. 


JUDGE REUBEN P. BOISE. 


Chief justice from 1862 to 1864; also from 1868 to 1870. 


Judge Reuben P. Boise was born at Blandford, Massachusetts, on June 
9, 1819. He lived upon a farm near that village and received an ordinary 
common school education. When he had attained sufficient age he entered 
Williams college, graduating in 1843. Immediately after graduation he 
went west to the state of Missouri, then considered in the extreme west, 
and there engaged in country school teaching for two years. He then re- 
turned to Westfield, Massachussetts, and began the study of law under 
his uncle, Patrick Boise. In three years he was admitted to the bar, and 
from 1848 to 1850 practiced law at Chicopee Falls, Massachusetts. In the 
fall of the year 1850 he started for the then new and unknown territory 
of Oregon by way of the Isthmus of Panama. He arrived at the then small 
town of Portland on the Willamette river in 1851, and immediately began 
the practice of the law. In 1852 he removed up the Willamette valley to 
Polk county, where he took a farm and resided for a time. In the year 
1853 the territorial legislature elected Judge Boise. prosecuting attorney for 
the first and second judicial districts, embracing all those counties lying on 
the west side of the Willamette river. In the same year he was elected 
one of the code commissioners and assisted in the compilation of Oregon’s 
first code. In the year 1854 he was elected a member of the territorial legis- 
lature and by that body reélected to the office of prosecuting attorney, the 
two offices being at that time not held incompatible. In the year 1856 he 
was again reGlected to the legislature and by that body reélected to the 
office of prosecuting attorney, serving in both capacities. In the year 1857, 
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when a convention was called to make the state constitution of Oregon, 
_ Judge Boise was elected a delegate from Polk county again and served in 
‘the constitutional convention as chairman of the committee on legislation. 
In the same year, 1$57, he was appointed by the president of the United 
States, James Buchanan, one of the associate justices of the supreme court 
of Oregon. In 1858, under the new arrangement of the supreme court, as 
prepared for the new state, Judge Boise was elected circuit judge and ez 
officio justice of the supreme court and succeeded to the office of chief jus- 
tice from 1862 to 1864. In the latter year, 1864, he was reélected circuit 
judge and ez officio justice of the supreme court and in regular succession 
again succeeded to the office of chief justice from 1868 to 1870. In 1870 he 
was a candidate for reélection, but Judge B. F. Bonham was the success- 
‘ful contestant for the office. From 1870 to 1874 he engaged in the miiscel- 
laneous practice of the law at Salem. The legislature of 1874 elected Judge 
Boise one of the state capitol building commissioners, and he served in that 
capacity until 1876. In 1876 he was reélected to his former position of cir- 
cuit judge of the third judicial district and ez officio a justice of the supreme 
court. Two years later, in 1878, the legislature reorganized the courts of 
this state and created a separate supreme court. Judge Boise then resigned 
the office of circuit judge to accept the appointment from the governor as 
associate chief justice from 1878 to 1880 in the newly organized separate 
supreme court. In the year 1880 Judge Boise was reélected to his former 
position as circuit judge of the third judicial district and served the full 
six years, and in 1886 was reélected for still another term of six years, 
ending in July, 1892. For six years following 1892 he was not upon the 
bench, but practiced Jaw in the various courts at Salem. In the year 1898 
the citizens of the third judicial district again honored Judge Boise by 
electing him to his old position as circuit judge, and he entered upon the 
duties of his office July 5, 1898, for a term of six years. Although in his 
-eightieth year, J udge Boise now exercises the powers and performs the 
duties of circuit judge with marked ability, equanimity and dispatch of 
business. Judge Boise is the oldest man now on the circuit bench in Ore- 
gon’ and has been the longest connected with the judiciary of this state of 
any man now living. 


JUDGE PAINE PAIGE PRIM. 


Sixth, ninth and twelfth chief justice of the supreme court of Oregon. 


He was on the supreme bench of Oregon continuously from 1859 to 
1880, having three times held the high office of chief justice of that 
court. Judge Prim was born and raised in the state of Tennessee, where he 

obtained his literary and legal education and was admitted to the bar when 
yet a young man. In the year 1851 he was among the ambitious emigrants 


‘who crossed the plains, enduring many hardships and privations, arriving 
Ap. 13. 
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in Linn county near where the city of Albany is now located, where he 
passed his first winter in the west. In the following spring, 1852, he re- 
moved to Jacksonville, in Jackson county. Jackson county was at that 
time a thriving mining community, and for the four years following Judge 
Prim actively engaged in mining. Jn 1856 he resumed the practice of law, 
and in that year was elected prosecuting attorney of the first judicial dis- 
trict. In 1857 he was married to Miss Theresa M. Stearns. Judge Prim 
was elected a delegate to the constitutional convention held in 1857, and 
took a prominent part in all important matters of state. In the year 1859, 
after Oregon Territory was admitted as a state, Governor Whiteaker ap- 
pointed Judge Prim as one of the associate justices of the supreme court of 
the state of Oregon and ez officio circuit judge of the first judicial district. 
At the following election Judge Prim was elected to the office to which he 
had been appointed and successfully reélected to the same office for twenty 
years. In 1864, according to the arrangement of the supreme court, Judge 
Prim succeeded to the office of chief justice for a term of two years, until 
1866. From 1866 to 1870 he again served as associate justice, assuming the 
duties of chief justice from 1870 to 1872. From 1872 to 1876 he performed 
the duties of associate justice again, and again in 1876 succeeded to the high 
office of chief justice, which office he held until 1878. In the year 1878, the 
supreme court of Oregon having been reorganized, the governor appointed 
Judge Prim as one of the first associate justices under the new arrange- 
ment, in accordance with the law now in force, to hold office for a term of 
two years, until 1880. In that year he returned to the practice of his pro- 
fession at Jacksonville, but in 1882 was again honored by the people of his 
district by being elected state senator, which office he filled until 1886. He 
then continued the practice of his profession until 1897, when he removed 
to San Francisco, California, where he now resides. In politics Judge 
Prim has been a conservative democrat, and was a resident of Southern 
Oregon for more than forty-five years, having been one of the leading pio- 
neers and efficient promoters in all public interests in that part of the state. 


JUDGE ERASMUS D. SHATTUCK. . 


Chief justice from 1866 to 1868. 


Judge Erasmus D. Shattuck was born at Bakersfield, in the state of Ver- 
mont, on the thirty-first day of December, 1824. He attended school and 
received an academic education in the town of his birth, attending the 
University of Vermont at Burlington after completing his education at the 
academy at Bakersfield. He graduated frcm the University of Vermont in 
1848. Soon after graduation he engaged in school teaching, and for one 
year was a teacher in the Bakersfield academy, of which he had formerly 
been a pupil. He then removed to Georgia and was for one year employed 
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in school teaching at Newman, Georgia. He also taught school for a time 
at Laurel, Maryland. His legal education was obtained in the law office of 
Messrs. Parmelee and Fitch, at Malone, New York, and with Mr. Abner 
Benedict, Esq., in New City, being admitted to the bar by the supreme 
court of New York state on the eighth day of October, 1852. Early in the 
year 1853 Judge Shattuck started for Oregon, by way of the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, arriving in Oregon in the spring of the same year. For a number of 
years he engaged in miscellaneous pursuits, and about the year 1857 took up 
the active practice of the law. He was elected a member of the constitu- 
tional convention which framed the present constitution of the state of Ore- 
gon. In 1862 he was elected circuit judge of the fourth judicial district and 
ex officio a justice of the supreme court, and succeeded to the office of chief 
justice in 1866. In 1874, after having been off the bench for about six years, 
Judge Shattuck was reélected to his former position as circuit judge of the 
fourth judicial district and ez officio a justice of the supreme court, holding 
this position until reorganization of the supreme court in 1878. In 1886 he 
was again called to the circuit bench by the citizens of the fourth judicial 
district and occupied that important position until the fifth of July, 1898, 
when he retired from the bench. On the bench Judge Shattuck was uni- 
versally respected for his impartial rulings, and it was with regret that the 
members of the bar saw him compelled, in the year 1898, on account of fail- 
ing health and age, to retire from the bench. 


WILLIAM W. UPTON. 


Tenth chief justice of the supreme court of Oregon —1872 to 1874; associate justice 
from 1868 to 1872. 

William W. Upton, chief justice, 1872-74, was born in Victor, Ontario 
county, New York, July 11, 1817. His father, James Upton, a substantial 
farmer and a man of considerable prominence in the county, was fifth in 
descent from one John Upton, a cadet of a gentle English family, who set- 
tled in Massachusetts in 1687. Judge Upton’s mother, Olive Broughton, 
was of Connecticut descent. 

The son received the scanty educational advantages which Western New 
York then afforded, including a course at Lima Academy; but these were 
but the beginnings of a course of study that was lifelong. He acquired a 
knowledge of Latin and mathematics rare even among specialists, became 
a good French scholar and possessed a familiarity with English literature 
rarely excelled. Indeed, his life was essentially that of a student, and his 
temperament that of a scholar. 

After a preliminary settlement in Michigan in 1838 he taught school, 
worked as a surveyor, studied law in his native state and was admitted to 
the bar. In 1840 he married, and began the practice of his profession at 
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Victor, Michigan. He was supervisor of Victor during 1840-45, surveyor of 
Clinton county during 1841-45, county treasurer during 1845-47 and a mem- 
ber of the legislature which made Lausing the capital. He was appointed 
district attorney for Ingham county in 1848 and was elected to the same 
office in 1849 and 1851. He had removed to DeWitt in 1845 and later to 
Lansing, in which city he built the first house that was not of logs in 1847. 
In March, 1852, he resigned his office, and with his wife and three children 
crossed the plains to California. There he practiced his profession, at first 
at Weaverville, and from 1855 at Sacramento. He was a member of the 
legislature in 1856 and prosecuting attorney of Sacramento county during 
1861-64. That climate having proved fatal to his wife and several of his 
children, he removed to Portland, Oregon, in the spring of 1865 and at once 
took a place in the front rank of the Oregon bar. He was elected to the 
legislature in 1866, was appointed a justice of the supreme court for the 
fourth circuit in 1567 and was elected to the same position for a term of six 
years in 1868, becoming chief justice in 1872. He returned to the practice 
of law in 1874, but in 1877 was appointed second comptroller of the treas- 
ury of the United States and removed with his family to Washington City. 
He resigned this office June 1, 1885, and continued the practice of law in 
the latter city until his death, which occurred January 23, 1896. His 
‘‘Digest of Decisions of the Second Comptroller, 1869-84,’ was published 
by the government in 1885. 

Judge Upton was originally a democrat, voting for Douglas in 1860; but 
from the latter date was a republican. He was a Freemason, having been 
initiated in Michigan in 1849; received all the degrees of the so-called York 
and Scottish Rites and succeeded General Albert Pike as president of the 
Masonic Veteran Association of the District of Columbia. 


JUDGE B. F. BONHAM. 


Chief justice of the supreme court of Oregon — 1874 to 1876. ” 


Judge B. F. Bonham was born in Blount county, East Tennessee, on 
October 8, 1828. He resided at the place of his birth with his father’s 
family until twelve years of age. In the year 1840 he removed with his _ 
father’s family from Tennessee to Henry county, Indiana, where the Bon- 
ham family cleared and cultivated a farm, and in the work of which Judge 
Bonham materially assisted. During the nine years spent in Indiana 
Judge Bonham worked on his father’s farm, attending the public school 
about three months in the winter time of each year. After reaching his 
majority he procured a license to teach school, and for the next four years 
he taught school and went to school alternately, studying industriously 
during the entire time. In the year 1853, inspired by the glowing reports 
from the eldorado of the west, Judge Bonham started with ox teams across 
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the plains to Oregon, first settling near where the town of Gervais, in 
Marion county, is now located. In Oregon, Judge Bonham resumed the 
profession of school teaching, and in the year 1854 came to the town of 
Salem and taught school where the capitol of Oregon is now located. The 
entire public school system of Salem was then accommodated by one 
teacher, who held school in a small one-story school house. Two years 
later Judge Bonham was admitted to the practice of law by the supreme 
court of the territory of Oregon. He entered actively upon the practice of 
his new profession and also took an active interest in politics, and was sev- 
eral times elected territorial auditor of the territory of Oregon, serving also 
a number of terms as territorial librarian. In 1858 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the last territorial and also of the first state legislature. After the 
admission of Oregon as a state, Judge Bonham again entered actively upon 
the practice of law until the year 1870 when he was elected one of the jus- 
tices of the supreme court of this state, and jn the year 1874 succeeded in 
the regular order to the office of chief justice for the term from 1874 to 1876. 
From 1876 to 1885 Judge Bonham continued the practice of the law, and in 
October of that year received the appointment by the president of the 
United States, Grover Cleveland, consul-general to British India to reside 
at Calcutta. He filled this office five years, returning to Salem in 1890. In 
1894 President Cleveland again honored Judge Bonham by appointing him 
postmaster of Salem, Oregon, which position he ably filled until August 1, 
1898. Judge Bonham has been one of the active pioneers of this state and 
has done much to assist in elevating the standard of citizenship by his 
scrupulous honesty, careful business methods and carefully written legal 
opinions. 


JAMES K. KELLY. 


Chief justice from 1878 to 1880. 


James Kerr Kelly was born in Center county, Pennsylvania, February 
16, 1819. He is of Scotch-Irish descent, his great-grandfather having 
emigrated from the north of Ireland about 1728, and settled in Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania. His grandfather, Col. John Kelly, was a major 
and colonel of Pennsylvania militia in the revolution and Indian wars and 
‘was a member of the convention which met in Philadelphia on July 15, 
1776, to frame a constitution for a state government for the province of 
Pennsylvania. 

James K: Kelly graduated at Princeton college in 1839 and soon after 
commenced the study of law in the law school attacked to Dickinson col- 
lege at Carlisle, under Prof. Hon. John Reed. After admission to the bar 
he practiced law in Lewiston, Mifflin county, Pennsylvania, and was 
deputy prosecuting attorney for the county of Mifflin. 
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Early in March, 1849, in company with a number of other young men 
from Lewiston and the neighboring counties, he left for California, going to 
Pittsburg by stagecoach, thence by steamboat down the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi rivers to New Orleans, and from there to Vera Cruz, in Mexico, by 
ship. From there the party traveled across Mexico by way of the City of 
Mexico, Querataro, Guadalahara and Tepic to San Blas on the Pacific 
coast. From there they took passage on a Mexican schooner for San Fran- 
cisco, which they reached about the sixth of July, 1849. He worked in the 
mines a few mouths, then practiced law in San Francisco until about May 
5, 1851, when he left in the steamer Columbia for Oregon and arrived at 
Pacifie City, a hamlet on Baker’s bay, since gone out of existence. In the 
fall of 1851 he went to Oregon City aud commenced the practice of law, in 
partnership with Hon. A. L. Lovejoy. The legislative assembly of 1852-538 
elected James K. Kelly of Clackamas county, Reuben P. Boise of Polk 
county and David R. Bigelow of ‘Thurston county, code commissioners to 
prepare and compile the first code of Oregon, which was adopted with but 
little alteration by the legislative assembly in December, 1883. 

At the general election in June, 1853, Mr. Kelly was elected a member of 
the legislative council (the upper house ), from 1853 to 1857, and was twice 
chosen as president of that body. 

Mr. Kelly raised a company of ‘‘mounted volunteers’? in Clackamas 
county for the Oregon Indian war of 1855, and was elected captain of his 
company, and later lieutenant-colonel of the regiment under Col. James W. 
Nesmith. 

At the election held in June, 1857, he was elected a member of the con- 
stitutional convention from Clackamas county, and was appointed chair- 
man of the committee to prepare the articles of the constitution relating to 
the executive and administrative departments (the governor and the secre- 
tary of state). He served in the Oregon state senate from 1860 to 1864, rep- 
resenting the counties of Clackamas and Wasco. Soon after his election to 
the state senate he was appointed United States district attorney for Oregon 
by Attorney General Jeremiah 8. Black, but declined the appointment, as 
he preferred to remain a senator. 

In 1864 he was nominated for member of congress by the democratic 
party, and as his party was then in a hopeless minority was defeated by 
Hon. J. H. D. Henderson, union-republican. 

He was again the nominee of the democratic party in 1866 for governor 
of Oregon and was defeated by Hon. George L. Woods, the republican 
nominee, by a small majority. 

In October, 1870, he was elected United States senator from Oregon for 
for the term commencing March 4, 1871, and ending Mareb 3, 1877. In 
1877 he resumed the practice of law at Portland. 

As judges of the newly organized supreme court under the act of 1878, 
Governor Thayer appointed James K. Kelly, Reuben P. Boise and Paine - 
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Paige Prim, to hold their offices from 1878 to 1880. Upon the assembling of 
the judges to hold a term of the reorganized court, Mr. Kelly became chief 
justice of the supreme court of Oregon. 

After his term of office expired in'1880 he resumed the practice of law in 
Portland, and soon it became a lucrative one, until 1890, when he retired 
from the general practice of law and removed to Washington, D. C., where 
he has since resided. 


JUDGE WILLIAM PAINE LORD. 


Three times chief justice of the state supreme court of Oregon —1880 to 1882, 1886 to 1888 
and 1892 to 1894.

JUDGE EDWARD B. WATSON. 


Chief justice of the state supreme court of Oregon — 1882 to 1884. 


Judge Edward B. Watson was born at Garnavillo, county seat of Clayton 
county, Iowa, on the seventh day of October, 1844, and lived there until 
1853, when his parents, the late James and Emily Adams Watson, removed 
with their family to Oregon. They came from the Malheur by the new 
route proposed by a Mr. Elliott, and crossing the Cascades southeasterly 
from Eugene arrived down the middle fork of the Willamette, at the head 
of the valley, in October. Their first winter and spring was passed in the 
vicinity of Eugene. In the fall of 1854 they removed to the Umpqua val- 
ley, where they purchased a farm on a branch of the North Umpqua river, 
about seventeen miles easterly from Roseburg, and established the family 
home. Here Judge Watson passed the next eight years, working on the 
farm, riding over the range after stock, attending district school, supple- 
mented by two winters at Wilbur Academy, and hunting in the neighbor- 
ing mountains for pastime, after the prevailing fashion of boys of his age 
in those early days. 

In the summer of 1863 he entered Pacific University at Forest Grove, and 
was graduated from that institution in June, 1863. Returning home, he 
began to read law under his eldest brother, the late Judge J. F. Watson, 
who was then engaged in the practice in Roseburg, and was admitted to 
the bar by the supreme court at its September term, 1868. In the following 
October he went to Jacksonville, Oregon, and engaged in the practice there, 
first with the late B. F. Dowell, and afterwards with C. W. Kahler. 

- He was elected county judge of Jackson county in 1872, which county at 
that time embraced the territory now included in Klamath and Lake, as 
well as that within its present limits, and served four years. In 1880 he 
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was elected to the supreme bench with Hon. William P. Lord, present gov- 
_ernor of the state, and Hon. John B. Waldo, and served with them for the 
term of four years, the last two as chief justice. In October, 1884, he re- 
moved to Portland for the practice of his profession and has remained 
there, so engaged, ever since. In January, 1893, be associated himself with 
his brother, Judge J. F. Watson, and B. B. Beekman, in the practice there, 
which relation continued until the former’s decease on June 12, 1897, and 
still exists between Mr. Beekman and himself. 

Judge Watson is a close student and hard worker, and few lawyers have 
devoted their time and energies more strictly to professional business or 
attained a higher standing at the bar. Although always a republican in 
politics, he has never evinced any of the bitterness which too often char- 
acterizes the exhibition of extreme partisan feeling; and to his sincere re- 
spect for the honestly entertained opinions of others, the high regard of 
his political opponents must justly be attributed. 


JOHN BRECKINRIDGE WALDO. 


Sixteenth chief justice of the supreme court of Oregon -- 1884 to 1886 ; associate justice — 
1880 to 1884, 

John Breckinridge Waldo, justice of the supreme court of Oregon from — 
1880 to 1886, being chief justice from 1884 to 1886, was the first native-born 
Oregonian to hold the high office of chief justice of Oregon. His father, 
Daniel Waldo, came to Oregon in 18438, and settled in the beautiful rolling, 
open foothills country now known as the Waldo hills, ten or twelve miles 
east of what is now the city of Salem. It was at the Waldo homestead 
that the subject of this sketch was born, October 6, 1844. The Waldo hills 
embrace one of the most productive, beautiful and healthful sections of 
the Willamette valley; the so-called ‘hills’? being low and generally un- 
dulating, and now entirely under cultivation, principally to wheat. In 
this ideal country home Judge Waldo was reared and still resides, an earn- 
est student of nature, the friend of man and beast, the philosopher, jurist, 
statesman and reformer. He graduated from the Willamette university at 
Salem in 1863, going to San Francisco in 1865, where he acquired his legal 
education, studying under Judge Pratt, who had been the first associate 
justice of the supreme court of the territory of Oregon. In the year 1870, 
Judge Waldo, in partnership with the late Orlando Humason, began the 
practice of law in Portland, Oregon. In the year 1880 Judge Waldo was 
honored by election to the supreme bench and made a very creditable rec- 
ord, serving in that capacity for six years. His estimable wife was Miss 
Clara Humason, to whom he was married in 1877, and by whom he has one 
child, a daughter, Miss Edith, born in 1884. Judge Waldo is one of Ore- 
gon’s honorable men. In some peculiarities he is said to be somewhat 
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eccentric, and his love for nature leads him to annually make excursions 
into the most remote fastnesses of the Cascade mountains, where he remains 
from two to four months in the quiet solitudes he loves so well. The largest 
lake in what is known as the lake region of the Cascade reserve is named 
from him, Waldo lake. 


JUDGE WILLIAM WALLACE THAYER. 


Chief justice of the state supreme court of Oregon from 1888 to 1890.

JUDGE R. S. STRAHAN. 


Chief justice from 1890 to 1892. 


Judge R. 8. Strahan was proud to call himself a ‘‘self-made man.’ He 
was born in Lawrence county, Kentucky, on January 1, 1835, and attended 
the public schools in his early youth in Missouri, his father having moved 
to that state in the year 1841. Asa boy, Judge Strahan had few opportuni- 
ties, and acquired most of his education by individual effort, reading from 
books at his leisure and studying at home by the fireside. He attended an 
academy at Mexico, Missouri, for a short time only. When he reached the 
age of twenty-one years he returned to his native state, Kentucky, where 
he obtained a position to work and study law in the office of an uncle, Hon. 
R. F. Canterbury, at Louisa, Kentucky. In two years he was admitted to 
the bar and immediately went west again to Missouri and entered into the 
active practice of his chosen profession at Milan. He was soon appointed 
probate judge and exercised the duties of that office for four years. In 1865 
Judge Strahan came to Oregon, going east first and coming by way of the 
Isthmus of Panama. He first settled at Corvallis, in Benton county, where 
his ability as a lawyer was soon recognized, and in 1868 he was chosen 
prosecuting attorney for the district embracing that county. In 1870 he 
was honored by an election to the state senate for Benton county for four 
years. In the year 1876 he removed to Albany, in Linn county, and for 
ten years engaged in the active practice of his profession. In the year 1886 
he was elected justice of the supreme court, and by regular rotation suc- 
ceeded to the office of chief justice in 1890, his term expiring in 1892. Asa 
practitioner Judge Strahan was wonderfully successful in criminal law, and 
boasted that no client whom he defended had ever been convicted. His 
written opinions while on the bench commanded attention beyond the 
borders of this state, and at the close of his term on the bench he located at 
Portland, the chief city of Oregon, and soon acquired a lucrative practice. 
In the year 1895 he died suddenly of heart failure, being at the time 
apparently in perfect health.

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JUDGE ROBERT S. BEAN. 


Chief justice from 1892 to 1896. 


Judge Robert Sharp Bean is the second native son of Oregon to attain to 
the office of chief justice of the supreme court. He was born in Yamhill 
county on November 28, 1854, his father, Hon. O. R. Bean, having crossed 
the plains to Oregon in the year 1852. In the year 1855 the family removed 
to Lane county, settling on a farm near the town of Eugene. On this farm 
Judge Bean passed his boyhood, attending common public schools and per- 
forming the ordinary duties of farm life until the year 1869, when he was 
sent to Christian college at Monmouth, where for four years he was the 
pupil of Prof. 'T. F. Campbell, one of Oregon’s most noted pioneer educa- 
tors. After. graduating in 1873 he worked at the carpenter’s trade for one 
year, when in 1874 he began the study of law under Attorney J. M. Thomp- 
son at Eugene, By diligent application he was qualified to be admitted to 
the bar in 1876 and immediately formed a partnership for the practice of 
law with Mr. Thompson. After practicing the law for a year he decided to 
supplement his miscellaneous education with a course at the new state 
university at Eugene, and accordingly entered that institution in the fall 
of 1877 and graduated in the year 1878 with the first class to receive diplo- 
mas from Oregon’s state university. During the four succeeding years he 
devoted himself to the practice of the law. In 1882 he received the nomi- 
nation of the republican party for circuit judge in the second judicial dis- 
trict to fill tbe unexpired term of -Judge J. F. Watson, who had become 
United States district attorney. His first term of office expired in 1886, 
when he was renominated and reélected. In 1890, while having yet two 
years to serve as circuit judge, he was nominated and elected justice of 
the supreme court. In 184 he succeeded in regular rotation to the office 
of chief justice of the supreme court, serving until 1896, when he was re- 
elected for another term of six years. He was married in 1880 to the second 
daughter of the well known geologist, Prof. Thomas Condon, and five 
bright, energetic sons is the issue of the marriage. In Judge Bean the 
young men of Oregon have a constant example of what has been attained 
by earnest application, temperate habits, industry, honesty and steadfast- 
ness of purpose, supplemented perhaps in his case by special aptitude for 
acquiring legal knowledge—an example of which his native state is de- 
servedly proud. In 1898 he was appointed regent of the state university 
at Eugene. 
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JUDGE FRANK A. MOORE. 


Chief justice from 1896 to 1898. 


Judge Frank A. Moore is a native of the state of Maine, having been born 
at Ellsworth, November 5, 1844. He passed his early youth at his native 
birthplace, obtaining a common school education. At the age of eighteen 
years he removed to Iowa and soon entered actively in educational work, 
becoming a school teacher in the common public schools. In order to bet- 
ter fit himself for this work he completed an academic course of study at 
the normal institute at Falls.City, Iowa. He then continued his educa- 
tional work, and was honored by being elected county superintendent of 
common schools of Hardin county, lowa, assuming the duties of his office 
in the year 1872. In the year 1871 he began the systematic study of the law 
in connection with his educational work, reading under the direction of ex- 
Lieutenant-Governor Enoch W. Eastman at Eldora, lowa. By the earnest 
application of his spare time while acting as county superintendent, he was 
enabled to fit himself for admission to the bar, and was duly admitted to 
practice in the state of Iowa in the year 1874. He continued to fill the 
office of superintendent of schools until the year 1876, when he arranged to 
come west. He arrived at St. Helens, Columbia county, Oregon, March 15,,. 
1887, and entered immediately upon the active practice of the law. After 
five years of legal practice he was chosen county judge of Columbia county, 
an office which he filled with ability and efficiency until the year i886, 
when he declined to be a candidate for reélection. Continuing the practice 
of the law in 1888, he was chosen state senator for Columbia county, serving 
four years, until 1892. In the latter year he received the republican nomi- 
nation for justice of the supreme court and was duly elected. By regular 
rotation he became chief justice, from 1896 to 1898, and filled the office with 
peculiar dignity and ability. In the year 1898 he was reélected a justice of 
the supreme court for another term of six years, to expire by limitation in 
1904. Judge Moore has a pleasant personality, being a good conversation- 
alist, possessing, as he does, an almost inexhaustible store of witty and hu- 
morous anecdotes and stories. He is a welcome visitor in social lodges and 
organizations, being a member of a number of the more prominent secret 
societies and orders. In 1892 he was honored by being elected most wor- 
shipful grand master of the grand lodge of Masons of Oregon. He has a 
pleasant wife and family, who reside with him at Salem. 
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CHARLES E. WOLVERTON. 


Chief justice from 1898 to 1900. 


Judge Charles E. Wolverton deserves to be classed as a native son of 
Oregon, as he has passed almost his entire life within the state. He was 
born in Des Moines county, Iowa, May 16, 1851, and was brought by his 
parents across the plains in 1853, who settled upon a donation land claim 
in Polk county some eight miles south of the town of Monmouth, where 
they engaged in farming and agricultural pursuits. Judge Wolverton 
passed his boyhood days with them on the farm, attending the common 
district school, located within the neighborhood, as opportunity afforded. 
At the age of seventeen he entered Christian ¢ollege, at Monmouth, and 
there received his literary and general education under the tutorship of 
Prof. T. F. Campbell, the well known educator, and graduated from the 
institution, delivering the valedictory of his class, in 1872. In the fall of 
that year he began the study of the law, having entered the law depart- 
ment of the university of Kentucky, at Lexington, Kentucky. He grad- 
uated from that department in 1874 with high honors, and at once returned 
to the state of his adoption, was admitted to the bar and took up the prac- 
tice at Albany, which he pursued for twenty years, with gratifying success. 
In 1892 he was elected by the republican state convention a delegate at 
large to the national convention which met at Minneapolis, Minnesota, and 
which he attended in person, casting his vote with six others of the dele- 
gation from this state for William McKinley of Ohio. Two years later he 
was honored with the nomination and elected as a justice of the supreme 
court of the state for the term of six years, commencing the first Monday 
of July, 1894. From 1894 to 1896, as junior associate justice of the court, as 
now constituted, he wrote many able and important opinions, continuing 
his best efforts in a large number of well written opinions as senior associate 
from 1896 to 1898. On July 5 of the year last named the office of chief 
justice devolved by regular rotation upon Mr. Wolverton, which position 
he now fills with dignity and ability. His present term of office will expire 
by limitation on the first Monday in July, 1900. Judge Wolverton is a 
prominent Mason and a member of the A. O. U. W. He is courteous, 
quiet and reserved in disposition, and scholarly in his attainments. He 
was married to Miss Clara E. Price of Albany, October 3, 1878, and both 
he and his estimable wife are prominent in social circles in the capital city 
and at their home in Albany. 
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ATTORNEYS-GENERAL. 


The office of attorney-general was created by the legislature of 1891, and 
Hon. George E. Chamberlain appointed by Governor Pennoyer to hold 
office till the first general election, which occurred in June, 1892. Mr. 
Chamberlain received the nomination of the democratic party for the office 
to which he had been appointed, and was elected by the people for the two- 
‘year term, from 1892 to 1891, on which date the act creating the office took 
effect. At the general election in 1894 Hon. Cicero M, Idleman was elected 
attorney-general to hold office for four years, from January 14, 1895, to Jan- 
uary 9, 1899. 


GEORGE E. CHAMBERLAIN. 


Attorney-general from May 21, 1891, to January 14, 1895. 


Hon. George E. Chamberlain was born near Natchez, Mississippi, Jan- 
uary 1, 1854. His early education was obtained in the public schools of 
Natchez, which he attended until 1870. In 1870 he left school and began 
work asa clerk ina general merchandise store until June, 1872, when he 
went for a course at college at Lexington, Virginia. Here he attended the 
famous Washington and Lee university, from which he graduated in the 
law and academic departments in July, 1876, having received in the former 
department the degree of B.L., and in the latter that of A.B. Shortly after 
graduating Mr. Chamberlain returned to his home in Natchez, where he 
remained until after the presidential election of that year. The prospects 
for success in the South at that time were far from encouraging to a young 
man possessed of the energy and ambition to succeed that dominated Mr. 
Chamberlain’s struggles. He therefore decided to emigrate to Oregon. He 
reached this state on December 6, 1876, and since that time he has continued 
to make Oregon his permanent home. During the early part of 1877 Mr. 
Chamberlain taught a country school, and in the latter part of that year he 
was appointed deputy clerk of Linn county, which position he held until 
the summer of 1879. In 1880 he was elected to the lower branch of the 
state legislature, and in 1884 was elected district attorney for the third 
judicial district of Oregon. In the discharge of the duties of the several 
offices filled by Mr. Chamberlain, both appointive and elective, he has 
given the utmost satisfaction, and as a legislator and prosecuting attorney 
he gave evidence of the possession of unusual talent and knowledge of the 
law. As a consequence, when the duty devolved upon Governor Pennoyer 
of appointing the first attorney-general of Oregon, he recognized in Mr. 
Chamberlain a gentleman eminently qualified in every particular to fill 
this important position, both with honor to himself and with a great de- 
gree of credit to the state. Governor Pennoyer tendered this appoint-

ment to Mr. Chamberlain May 21, 1891, and under this appointment 
he held the position until the general election in 1892. At the demo- 
cratic state convention for that year he was unanimously renominated for 
the place, and in the election which followed, although the republican ma- 
jority in this state ranged from 9,000 to 10,000, he received a majority of 
about 500 over his competitor. At the expiration of his term he removed 
to Portland, Oregon, where he has since engaged in the practice of his pro- 
fession. 


HON. CICERO M. IDLEMAN. 


Attorney-general from !895 to 1899, 


Hon. Cicero M. Idleman was born in Marion county, Ohio, in 1859, and 
received his early education in the common public schools of that state. 
After finishing his common school education he completed a two years’ 
course at the academy at Smithville, Ohio. He then entered the Ohio 
Wesleyan university at Delaware, Ohio. After completing his college 
education he accepted a position in the railway mail service on lines run- 
ning through Ohio, pursuing at the same time the study of the law during 
his unoccupied hours, under the direction of Hon. O. C. Johnson. By this 
study he was enabled in 1883 to be admitted to the practice of the law in 
Ohio, and entered actively upon his life work for two years in his native 
state. He then, in 1885, removed to Portland, Oregon, where he became a 
member of the well-known legal firm of Johnson, McCown and Idleman. 
He immediately took rank at the bar and built up an extensive practice. 
In the year 1894 he was chosen by the republican party for attorney-gen- 
eral and was duly elected. He is an acknowledged authority on matters of 
literature, language and rhetoric, and is distinguished at the bar for the 
elegance and completeness of his pleadings. 


STATE PRINTERS. 


MR. WILSON BLAIN. 


Authorized by territorial legislature in 1849 to superintend state printing. 


Mr. Wilson Blain can practically be said to be the first public printer in 
Oregon. In 1849, while engaged in editing and publishing a newspaper 
known as the Oregon Spectator, he was selected by the legislature to super- 
intend the state printing. He wasa native of Ohio, having been born at 
Greenfield February 28, 1813, and removed to Porter county, Indiana, in 
1834. He was a minister of the Presbyterian church, and when at the 
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town of Hebron, Indiana, established a church and built up a congregation 
there. In the year 1848 he came to Oregon as a Presbyterian missionary, 
suffering great privations on the journey, the latter part of which was 
especially hazardous in that he came by way of the new and partially un- 
known route known as the Barlow pass through the Cascade mountains. 
After reaching Oregon City he taught school, edited the Oregon Spectator, 
the first newspaper published in Oregon, and labored as a minister and 
missionary. He was elected a member of the first territorial legislature in 
1849. In 1850 he removed to Linn county and with his wife took a dona- 
tion land claim of six hundred and forty acres at Union Point near what is 
now Brownsville. He established a thriving little town at Union Point 
and collected quite a congregation, but the place has now been abandoned 
for many years. Mr. Blain died in the year 1861. Hon. L. E. Blain, the 
Albany merchant, is his son. 


HON. ASAHEL BUSH. 


Territorial state printer continuously from 1851 to 1864. 


Hon. Asahel Bush was born at his father’s homestead in Westfield, Mas- 
sachusetts, June 4, 1824. At the old homestead he passed his early boy- 
hood days attending the common public schools and afterwards an 
academy. At the age of 15 years his father died, and soon thereafter he 
went to Saratoga Springs, in New York state, where he began to learn the 
- printer’s trade. He soon became an efficient and competent printer and 
followed his trade for three years at Saratoga Springs. He was later em- 
ployed for nearly a year in the New York state printing office. After this 
he decided to go west, and came as far as the then small village of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, it requiring nearly a week to make the journey by the fastest 
means of travel. Another yeur was passed working at his trade as printer 
in Cleveland. He then returned to his native village in Massachusetts and 
began the systematic study of the law, at the same time editing a small news- 
paper and filling the office of town clerk. He had finished his law studies 
by the early spring of 1850, and’ in the month of May was duly admitted to 
the bar in the state of Massachusetts. Two months later, in July, 1850, he 
started for the far off Oregon country via the Isthmus of Panama. His 
voyage to Oregon was uneventful, and he arrived here in September, 1850. 
Oregon City was then the chief metropolis in Oregon Territory and here 
the young printer and editor settled. He soon commanded attention for 
his ability as a writer and sterling qualities as a business man. Among 
his first acquaintances was the late Judge Mathew P. Deady, with whom 
he roomed at Oregon City during his first winterin Oregon. Three months 
after the arrival of Mr. Bush in Oregon he was elected chief clerk of the 
territorial legislature, which then met annually in the month of December. 
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The same legislature during its session created the office of territorial 
printer, and Mr. Bush was elected first territorial printer of Oregon, it be- 
ing understood that he had printing material and machinery on the way 
then being shipped from the East to Oregon. His printing material ar- 
rived in the month of March, 1851, and he immediately began, in connec- 
tion with his work as territorial printer, the publication of the first demo- 
cratic newspaper in Oregon— The Oregon Statesman. From 1851 to 1858 
Mr. Bush was annually reélected territorial printer by the legislatures, 
which met in the month of December of each year. During this time he 
edited the Statesman and took a very influential part in all public affairs, 
and is said to have largely controlled the politics of Oregon territory. He 
was a witty, pungent and rather brilliant writer, having a peculiar cutting, 
abrupt and sometimes even harsh style, but one which was very effective 
in moulding public opinion. In 1858, in anticipation of Oregon being ad- 
mitted as a state, Mr. Bush was elected first state printer. He held over as 
territorial printer until the spring of 1859, when the news of the admission 
of Oregon as a state was received, and then served three years asstate printer. 
At the spring election in June, 1862, Mr. Harvey Gordon was elected state 
printer to succeed Mr. Bush, his term to begin on the second Monday in 
September, 1862, but before the time for succeeding to his office arrived. Mr. 
Gordon died, and the governor of Oregon having failed to appoint his suc- 
cessor, Mr. Bush continued to act as state printer for two years more or 
until succeeded by Hon. H. L. Pittock in the fall of 1864, making his en- 
tire term as territorial and state printer nearly thirteen years. From 1864 
to 1868 Mr. Busk was interested in milling and mercantile enterprises, be- 
ing a partner in the mercantile firm of Lucien, Heath and Company at 
Salem, Oregon. In the latter year, 1868, with Hon. W.S. Ladd of Port- 
jJand, Mr. Bush opened a banking business in Salem, which continues to 
the present time under the firm name of Ladd and Bush, although Mr. 
Bush has for many years been the sole interested party. In polities, Mr. 
Bush was originally what was known asa Douglas democrat and later 
known in Oregon as a union democrat. _ In 1878 he was appointed superin- 
tendent of the Oregon state penitentiary, and during his term made a 
memorable record for reducing the expenses of that institution. In the 
year 1888 he was chosen chairman of the democratic state central commit- 
tee of Oregon, and in the year 1892 was a delegate from Oregon to the dem- 
ocratic national convention which nominated Hon. Grover Cleveland for 
president. In the year 1897 Mr. Bush was the only representative from 
Oregon who attended the meeting of the national board of charities and 
corrections, held in New York city, having been appointed to this impor- 
tant charitable mission by Governor W. P. Lord. Although now past 70 
years of age, Mr. Bush is an active, energetic business man, and goes daily 
to his bank to personally superintend the management of his Jarge busi- 
ness interests. He has become, perhaps, the wealthiest man in Oregon’s 
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eapital city, and is said to be one of the wealthiest men in Oregon. His 
once suburban home in the city of Salem, surrounded by majestic oaks and 
extensive pastures, which he has steadfastly refused to plat into town lots, 
is now entirely surrounded by the resident portion of the city of Salem. 
He lives quietly in this once suburban home, a daughter sharing the com- 
forts of his home, while his son, Hon. Asahel N. Bush, now a gentleman 
of nearly middle age, relieves him of many of the burdens of his extensive 
banking business, 


HON. HARVEY GORDON. 


Elected state printer in June, 1862, and died before qualifying. 


The Hon. Harvey Gordon, who was elected state printer for Oregon at the 
June election in 1862, was born near the town of Vernon, Jennings county, 
Indiana, on May 14, 1828. He attended the public schools in his native 
state, and was a pupil of Prof. David Jones, of Jefferson county, Indiana. 
In the year 1846, Mr. Gordon, impressed with the possibilities of the then 
unknown region or territory of Oregon, started across the plains and reached 
the Willamette valley at a point where the city of Albany is now ‘located, 
‘and took up a donation land claim in 1846. He encountered many hard- 
ships and had many thrilling adventures in.crossing the then uninhabited 
regions between the Mississippi river and Oregon. Mr. Gordon had learned 
the art of surveying in his native state and for the first two years in Oregon 
he followed that avocation. In the year 1848, there was a general exodus of 
people from Oregon to the mines in California. Mr. Gordon was among 
those going from Oregon, and was reasonably successful, returning with 
_ considerable money. After returning from the mines he resumed his work 
as surveyor, and took no active part in the polities of the state until the 
year 1862, when he was elected state printer at the election on the first 
Monday in June. The constitution then provided that all officers elected at 
the June election would assume the duties of their office on the second 
Monday in September of the same year. On July 3, nearly two months be- 
fore the time for Mr. Gordon to assume the duties of his office, he died, and 
Hon. A. Bush, his predecessor, continued to perform the duties of the office 
of state printer for the two years for which Mr. Gordon was elected, or until 
1864. In 1855, Mr. Gordon was married to Miss Sarah Victoria Stratton, 
who only survived him a few years. 


HON. HENRY L. PITTOCK. 


State printer from September 12, 1864, to September 10, 1866. 


(The compiler of this volume was unable to procure a biography of Mr. 
Pittock, although a number of letters were addressed to him on the sub- 


ject.)

State printer from September 10, 1866, to September 10, 1870.

HON. T. PATTERSON. 


State printer from September 10, 1870, to June 20, 1872. 
(The compiler was unable to procure a biography of Mr. Patterson.) 


HON. EUGENE SEMPLE. 


State printer from 1872 to 1874. 


Eugene Semple was born June 12, 1840, at Bogota, New Granada, South 
America.’ His father, James Semple, of Illinois, who had been attorney - 
general, speaker of the house of representatives, chief justice of the su- 
preme court, colonel of a regiment in the Black Hawk war, brigadier-gen- 
eral of the militia and senator in congress, was at that time minister plen- 
ipotentiary and envoy extraordinary from the United States to the repub- 
lic of Columbia. 

Eugene was the only son of General Semple, and was five years old when 
his parents returned to Illinois. His life was spent in Madison and Jersey 
counties until he was sixteen, during which time he attended the country 
schools in winter and worked on the farm in summer. Afterwards he 
went to the St. Louis university for two years, then studied law in the office 
of Krum and Harding, St. Louis, and finished his education in 1863 by grad-° 
uating from the law school of the Cincinnati college. As soon as he re- 
ceived his diploma he carried out his long cherished design of going to the 
then far off state of Oregon, of which he had heard much from his 
father, and from the celebrated jesuit missionary, Father De Smet, and 
which had been surrounded with romance by the poetry of Bryant and the 
prose of Washington Irving. 

Mr. Semple arrived at Portland, Oregon, about the middle of September, 
1863, and practiced his profession there until 1869, when he engaged in 
newspaper work, first as a reporter and afterwards as chief editor on the 
Oregon Herald, a daily paper in the metropolis, being the leading organ of 
the democratic party in the northwest, and at that time the only demo- 
eratic paper west of the Rocky mountains taking dispatches from all parts 
of the world. He was preceded as editor of the Herald by Sylvester Pen- 
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noyer, afterwards governor of Oregon, and succeeded by C. B. Bellinger, 
now United States district judge for the district of Oregon. During the 
time of his control Mr. Semple kept at the head of the editorial columns 
the maxim formulated by him, ‘‘In all discussions of American policy, 
with us, liberty goes first.’”? It was under the leadership of the Herald that 
the sweeping victory of the democratic party in 1870 was gained. 

While in Oregon Mr. Semple held the office of state printer, police com- 
missioner of Portland, clerk of the circuit court of Columbia county, and 
was once the democratic candidate for mayor of Portland, and once a dem- 
ocratic candidate for the legislature in Columbia county. He also several 
times represented Multnomah and Columbia counties in democratic state 
conventions and on the democratic state central committee. 

While state printer, Mr. Semple printed the code of 1873, and compro- 
mised with Judge Deady, the code commissioner, on the spelling of the 
name of the principal river of Oregon, by inserting ‘‘ Willamette”’ in 
brackets, it being spelled ‘‘ Walamet”’ in the text. 

In 1880 Mr. Semple built a small mill in the Scappoose mountains of 
Oregon, and became tlhe first to regularly supply the market with sawed 
cedar shingles, then inaugurating the industry that has since assumed 
such gigantic proportions in the northwest. He later built the Lucia mills 
at Vancouver, Washington, and took up his residence in that city. 

While a member of the Vancouver board of trade, Mr. Semple was the 
prime mover in forming the Columbia river waterway association, com- 
posed of deiegates from Washington, Oregon ard Idaho, the design of 
which was to secure, by congressional action, the opening of the great 
Columbia river and its tributaries to free navigation. At the session of this 
association in 1886, he read a paper in which was outlined a comprehensive 
~ scheme for improving the navigation of the Columbia river, and in favor of 
the Tehuantepec ship railway. 

Mr. Semple was appointed governor of Washington Territory by President 
Cleveland, in 1887, and was the democratic candidate for first governor of 
the state, ranning nearly six hundred votes ahead of his ticket. 

On account of the long and careful study of the questions of river and 
harbor improvements by Mr. Semple, he was appointed, by Governor 
Ferry, a member of the Washington harbor line commission, and was 
given particular charge of surveys at Seattle, Ballard, Sidney and Shelton, 
on Puget sound, Vancouver on the Columbia river, and Blaine on the Gulf 
of Georgia. He was also assigned, by Hon. W. C. Jones, attorney-general, 
a prominent part in the litigation connected with harbor line matters, and 
assisted in preparing some of the causes for the supreme court of Wash- 
ington, he being an attorney of all the courts of Oregon and Washington, 
and of the supreme court of the United States. 

Mr. Semple was one of the vice-presidents of the trans-Mississippi com- 
mercial congress in 1895 and 1896, delivered the address of welcome before” 
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that body atits session in St. Louis, in 1895, and read a paper before it at its 
session in Salt Lake City, in 1897, on the construction and improvement of 
waterways and harbors. 

In 1890 Mr. Semple formulated a project for improving the harbor of 
Seattle, Washington, by excavating wide channels through the tide flats, 
cutting a ship canal from Puget sound to Lake Washington, and using the 
material obtained to fill up the tide lands within the city limits. He suc- 
ceeded in getting a contract with the state for this work, in 1894, under the 
provisions of a law which he had drawn up for the legislature of 1893, and 
the enterprise was formally inaugurated, with great public ceremonies, July 
29, 1895, by the Seattleand Lake Washington Waterway Company, of which 
Mr. Semple is the president. This is one of the great engineering works of 
the nineteenth century, involving the removal and emplacement of 32,000,000 
cubic yards of material, the cutting of a ship canal through a hill 320 feet 
high, and the filling of 900 acres of land to an average depth of 12 feet. It 
is remarkable, as stated by Maj. Thomas W. Symons, United States engineer 
corps, chief engineer of the company, because the gigautiec works, costing 
between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000, are accomplished without any tax on 
existing properties, the values to sustain the charge being created by the 
operation. Mr. Semple will remain a citizen of Seattle, and devote himself 
to this work, which will require about five years to complete. 

Mr. Semple was married at Portland, Oregon, in 1870, to Ruth A. Lowns- 
dale, youngest daughter of Hon. Daniel H. Lownsdale, one of the early 
pioneers of Oregon, and one of the founders of the city of Portland. The 
issue of this marriage was three daughters and one son. 


MARTIN V. BROWN. 


State printer from 1874 to 1878. 


Martin Van Buren Brown was born in Winchester, Indiana, on March 
15, 1843. A few years after his birth his family moved to Oskaloosa, Iowa. 
At the age of twelve years he entered the Herald printing office in that 
city as an apprentice, and after working there for several years he left 
Oskaloosa and spent some time in travel, ‘‘ holding cases’’ on the St. Louis 
Republican and Democrat, the Memphis Avalanche, Louisville Courier 
and Quincy Whig. He finally returned to Oskaloosa, and from there re- 
sponded to the first call of President Lincoln for troops and enlisted in 
company H, third Iowa. After serving one year he contracted a violent 
cold which resulted in pneumonia, and after spending several months in 
the hospital he was honorably discharged and returned home. After recov- 
ering his health sufficiently to take up his work again, he became city edi- 
tor and business manager of the Albia Union, Lowa, and in 1865 he was 
married to Miss Henrietta Stewart and started immediately for Oregon, 
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where he arrived in October, spending the winter in Portland working on 
the Oregonian and other papers. In August of 1866 he went to Albany, 
and with Mr. M. H. Abbott, bought and published the State Rights Dem- 
ocrat, with which paper he was connected until a few months before his 
death. 

Mr. Brown was a stanch democrat, and wielded a trenchant pen in be- 
half of his party. This service was duly appreciated and he was honored 
with positions of responsibility and trust. In 1874 he was elected state 
printer, and in 1876 was made a delegate to the national democratic conven- 
tion which nominated Samuel J. Tilden for president. He was also chair- 
man of the democratic state central committee, and was commissioned by 
Governor Grover brigadier-general of the Oregon militia, and commanded 
the troops that were ordered to the front in the campaign against the Ban- 
nock Indians. He was energetic, untiring and faithful in his efforts to ad- 
vance the interests of his state, county and city, sparing neither money nor 
time in serving them. In Albany he held, respectively, the offices of mayor, 
recorder and councilman. He was a charter member of Albany engine 
company No. 1, and served for many years as president of the company. 
He was a member of Corinthian lodge, A. F. and A. M., also a‘ Knight 
Templar, and a member of the A. O. U. W. 

After a brief career of 38 years, filied to overflowing with energetic action 
and kindly deeds, he died at Lower Soda Springs, Oregon, August 3, 1881. 
His remains were brought to Albany for burial. The funeral services were 
participated in by Bishop Cavanaugh, Rev. [. Dillon, D.D., and Rev. 8. G. 
Irvine, D.D., and concluded with imposing Masonic ceremonies conducted 
by Past Grand Commander R. P. Earhart. 


HON. W. B. CARTER. 


State printer of Oregon from 1878 to 1880. 


Hon. W. B. Carter was born in Springfield, Ulinois, in the year 1831. 
He lived at the place of -his birth until he was 21 years of age. During his 
minority he attended the schools of the village and obtained quite a 
tharough education. At the same time he acquired the printer’s trade and 
learned the trade of newspaper making. In the year 1852 he was caught 
by the glowing accounts of the far Western Oregon country, then just being 
settled and he joined the emigrants going to the Willamette valley. After 
many hardships he arrived in Oregon and immediately obtained employ- 
ment and worked in this state for seven years. In the year 1859 he re- 
turned to his native town, where he remained three years, during which 
time he was married very happily. Returning to Oregon with his wife he 
entered actively upon the newspaper work, and soon purchased the Cor- 
vallis Gazette, a paper which he continued to publish and edit until his 
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death in 1880. In the year 1878 he had been elected state printer of Oregon: 
and was only serving on the second year of his regular four-year term when- 
he was taken ill, and died April 25, 1880. Mr. Carter was an energetic, in- 
dustrious man and an efficient state officer. 


HON. W. P. KEADY. 


State printer from April, 1880, to September, 1880. 

Hon. William P. Keady was born in Washington county, Pennsylvania, 
April 1, 1852. His parents removed to Lroquois county, Illinois, in the follow- 
ing year, 1853, and settled at what was known as the Grand Prairie. At 
this place Mr. Keady passed his early youth and acquired his early educa- 
tion. His father was a printer and editor, and published a newspaper 
_known as the Iroquois Times. In the office of this paper, Mr. Keady. 
learned the printer’s trade as well as newspaper work generally. In the’ 
year 1869, Mr. Keady started west, going to California, in which state he 
followed his trade as a printer for three years, and then removed to the 
city of Sdlem, Oregon. At Salem he was connected in different capacities 
with the newspaper the Daily Statesman, and at that time issued a 
publication known as the Oregon Educational Monthly. While at 
Salem he was four years foreman of the state printing office in the capitol 
building, and was generally known as an expert printer and competent 
newspaper man. In the year 1879 he removed to Corvallis and became the 
business partner of W. B. Carter, who was at the time state printer. The 
firm conducted a job printing office at Corvallis. In the year 1880 Mr. 
Carter died and Mr. Keady was appointed state printer by Gov. W. 
W. Thayer, to hold office until the next general election in 1882.. His long 
connection with the newspaper work and with the state printing entitles 
him to the designation as one of the most expert printers and enterprising ~ 
newspaper men in the state. While employed in the state printing office 
in 1881 he was appointed right of way agent and paymaster of the Oregon 
Pacific Railroad Company, which position he filled for a number of years. 
In 1882, at the close of his term as state printer, the people of Benton county 
honored him by electing him to the legislature as representative in the 
lower house. He was reélected in the year 1884, and at the session of the 
legislature in 3885 was elected speaker of the house of representatives. He 
also served as speaker of the house of representatives at the special session — 
of that body on November 9, 1885, and filled the office with marked ability 
and fairness. In the year 1892, Mr. Keady was elected a representative by 
the citizens of Multnomah county in the lower house of the state legisla- - 
ture, and was again honored by being elected speaker of the seventeenth ~ 
regular legislative assembly, which convened on January 9, 1893. Mr. Keady > 
has been prominent in public affairs of this state and has been a regent of 
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the state agricultural college for 15 years, having been appointed in 1885 by 
Gov. Z. F. Moody, and re-appointed several years later by Gov. Sylvester 
Pennoyer. In the year 1874 he was married to Mrs. Julia G. Crump, of 
Salem, who died in 1$89. 


GEN. W. H. ODELL. 
State printer from 1880 to 1882; also surveyor-general of Oregon from 1871 to 1874. 


Gen. W. H. Odell was born in Carroll county, Indiana, in 1830, and 
came to Oregon with his father’s family in 1591. He assisted in improving 
‘and cultivating his father’s donation land claim in Yamhill county. His 
academic education was obtained at the Oregon institute, as the Willamette . 
university was formerly known. In 1860 Gen. W. H. Odell took charge of 
the Santiam academy as president, and successfully conducted the same for 
three years. In 1864 he was appointed deputy United States surveyor of 
public lands, and continued to fill the position with efficiency until 1871, 
when he was appointed surveyor-general of Oregon. At the close of his 
term as surveyor-general he engaged in miscellaneous surveying, doing 
some general work for the government. In 1876 General Odell entered ac- 
tively in politics and was elected presidential elector for Hayes and Wheeler 
and was elected messenger to carry the vote to Washington. In 1877 he 
purchased the Daily and Weekly Oregon Statesman. In 1880 he was elected 
state printer and served the unexpired two years of the term of Hon. W. B. 
Carter. In 1882 he retired from the office of state printer, continuing to 
eonduct the Statesman until 1885. In that year be severed his connection 
with the Statesman and was appointed postmaster at Salem by the presi- 
dent of the United States, Chester A. Arthur. At the close of his term as 
postmaster at Salem he engaged in surveying, doing some general work for 
the government. In the year 1895 General Odell was selected by the state 
seliool Jand board as clerk of the state school land office, and for the past 
three years he has given his best energies to the untangling of school land 
affairs. 


HON. W. H. BYARS. 


State printer from 1882 to 1887. 


Mr. W. H. Byars was born at Des Moines, Iowa, July 7,:1839, and came 
to Oregon with his mother and stepfather, John Myers, in the year 1858. 
They settled on a farm in Douglas county, and it was there that the boy- 
hood days cf Mr. Byars were passed. Asa youth he was an earnest student, 
and after he had attained sufficient age he attended old Columbia college at 
Eugene City, an educational institution of importance in the early 60’s, but 
which has not existed for more than 30 years. He also attended Willamette 
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university at Salem, and after returning from the Indian wars completed 
his education at Wilbur academy, in Douglas county, fitting himself for 
the profession of school teaching. In the year 1862 Mr. Byars visited the 
gold mines in Idaho, but returned to Oregon in 1§63 to enlist in company 
A, first Oregon cavalry, with which he served for 18 months, repelling hos- 
tile Indians. After being mustered out of the army he returned to Douglas 
county and studied and taught alternately in Wilbur academy. He also 
served as school superintendent of Douglas county, and in 1870 he was 
elected county surveyor of Douglas county, and in 1874 was appointed dep- 
uty United States surveyor under Surveyor-General Odell, a position he re- 
tained continuously for ten years. In 1882 he was elected state printer, 
holding office until the second Monday in January, 1887, the term of of 
fice of all state officers having been changed and lengthened during his 
time of service. During his term of office as state printer he was half 
owner of the Oregon Daily Statesman. In 1880 he was elected city sur- 
veyor of Salem, and in 1890 was appointed United States surveyor-general 
by President Benjamin Harrison. Since his retirement from the office of 
United States surveyor-general he has filled various important offices, in-. 
cluding that of commandant of the Oregon soldiers’ home at Roseburg. 


FRANK C. BAKER. 


State printer from January 10, 1887, to January 14, 1895— Two terms. 


Mr. Frank ©. Baker, thirteenth state printer of Oregon, was born in 
what was formerly Washington county, now Multnomah county, this 
state, on June 18, 1854. His father, Mr. W. W. Baker, state dairy and 
food commissioner of Oregon, emigrated from Wapello’ county, Iowa, in 
the year 1850, and came directly to Oregon; his mother, Frances Isabel, 
accompanied by her brother, heodore Hackney, coming three years later. 
The subject of this sketch attended the common schools during his early 
youth, obtaining an ordinary education, and in the year 1867 gained his 
first knowledge of ‘‘ printer’s ink,”’ as he designates it, while in the employ 
of Mr. EK. S. McComas, at La Grande, Oregon, in the newspaper office of 
what was called the Mountain Sentinel. After learning the printer’s trade, 
Mr. Baker was employed on the Silver City (Idaho) Avalanche, W. J. 
Hill, now of Salinas, California, editor and proprietor ; subsequently on the 
Boise City Statesman. After some years he returned to Portland and fol- 
lowed his trade as printer in various offices, principally in the employ of his 
greatest benefactor, H. L. Pittock. In the year 1886, while serving his third 
term as president of Multnomah Typographical Union,: No. 58, one of 
the leading labor organizations of Oregon, and while engaged with his 
father in the publication of the North Pacific Rural Spirit, he was nomi- 
nated for the office of state printer by the republican state convention, his 
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nomination having been unanimously requested by the union printers of 
Portland and other parts of the state. He was duly elected, and in the year 
1890 was renominated by acclamation and reélected. His administration 
as state printer was characterized by prompt attention to business and 
universal courtesy to his associates in office and the people generally. Mr. 
Baker enjoys the distinction of being the first to be reélected state printer. 


W. H. LEEDS. 


State printer from 1895 to 1903 — Two terms. 


Hon. W. H. Leeds was born in the state of New Jersey in 1856. He was 
educated in the common public schools of the state of his birth, and in the 
year 1869 removed to Chester county, Pennsylvania, where he remained 
eight years and learned the printer’s trade. In 1877 he came west to the 
new town of Tacoma, in Washington, and engaged in the printing busi- 
ness for one year. In 1878 he came to Oregon, locating at Ashland, in 
Jackson county, where he purchased an interest in the Ashland Tidings. 
After a short tinae he became sole owner of the paper and changed its policy 
from an independent paper in the matter of politics to a republican journal. 
For a number of years he was active in political affairs, but refrained from 
bitter partisanism and did much to promote the cause of republicanism in 
Jackson county. In 1894 he was the nominee of that party for state printer 
and was elected by a good majority. He assumed the duties of his office 
January 14, 1895. In 1898 he was reélected, his second term commencing 
January 9, 1899. 


SUPERINTENDENTS OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 


DR. L. L. ROWLAND. 


State superintendent of public instruction, 1874 to 1878, and superintendent of the state 
insane asylum from 1891 to 1895. 

Dr. L. L. Rowland was born at Nashville, Tennessee, on September 17, 
1831, and came across the plains to Oregon with his father in the year 1844. 
He assisted his father in clearing and cultivating the donation land claim 
in the Willamette valley. When 18 years of age he purchased his time from 
his father and went to California gold mines, where he was fairly successful 
as a miner until 1851, when he returned to Oregon. After dividing his 
earnings from the mines with his father, according to contract, he had 
sufficient funds left to.go east and educate himself at Bethany college, Ver- 
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mont. After concluding his education he traveled through a number of 
states, following the occupation of school teaching. Returning to Oregon in | 
1859, he studied medicine at the Willamette medical college, and became a 
licensed practitioner. He took an active part in all educational matters and 
assisted in conducting the first teachers’ institutes ever held in Oregon. : In 
i874, he was elected state superintendent of public instruction, being the 
first regularly elected incumbent of that office after the office was detached 
from the office of governor. At the close of his term of office in 1878, he 
traveled in Europe and Asia, continuing his medical and educational studies. 
During his life Dr. Rowland has occupied many important and prominent 
positions, including that of president of Christian college at Monmouth, 
‘mow known as the state normal school. He is an ordained Christian 
minister and was for many years connected with the medical department 
of Willamette university, serving either in the capacity of dean or as pro- 
fessor or lecturer. He has been the owner of extensive stock farms in 
Eastern Oregon, and has been a successful breeder of imported fine stock. 
iFke was connected for many years with the state agricultural society, and 
‘helped organize the state medical association of Oregon. He also attended 
ithe international medical association at Amsterdam, Holland. In 1891 he 
wras Chosen superintendent of the state insane asylum, which position he 
filled with efficiency until 1895. Since retiring from the superintendency 
of the state insane asylum, he has resided alternately at Salem and upon 
hhis extensive farm in eastern Marion county. 


PROF. E. B. MCELROY. 


Fourth state superintendent of public instruction of Oregon, 1882 to 1895 — Three terms. 


Professor McElroy was born in Washington county, Pennsylvania, Sep- 
tember 17, 1842. His boyhood days were spent upon the farm, where he 
received a common public school education, and later attended the state 
normal school of Pennsylvania. In the year 1861 he became a public school 
teacher. In the fall of 1861, however, he enlisted in company B, first regi- 
ment, Virginia volunteers, and went to the war as a private to fight for the 
union. He participated in the battles of Cheat Mountain, Romney and _ 
Winchester. In1863, his first enlistment having expired, he reénlisted as 
a veteran volunteer in the 100th regiment of Pennsylvania veteran volun- 
teers, ‘‘roundheads,’’ with which regiment he served until the close of the 
war in 1865. He fought in the battles of the Wilderness, Spottsylvania, 
Bethesda Church, Mine Explosion, Walden Railroad, Squirrel Hill Road, 
Hatche’s Run, Fort Steadman, and in the final assault upon Petersburg and 
the capture of Lee’s army. After being mustered out of the service in 1865 
Professor McElroy reéntered college for two years. At the close of his college 
education he engaged in school teaching in Pennsylvania and West Vir- 
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ginia until the year 1873, having been married in 1869 to Miss Agnes C. 
McFadden. In 1873 he migrated with his family to Oregon, immediately 
resuming his vocation as a teacher at Corvallis, where he taught until 1875. 
In that year he was elected to a chair in the state agricultural college. 
While serving in that capacity he was elected as the school superintendent 
of Benton county, and he was twice reélected to that office. In 1882 he 
was elected state superintendent of public instruction of Oregon and was 
twice reélected to the same office, his last term closing January 14, 1895. 
Soon after his retirement from the office of superintendent of public in- 
struction he was elected to a professorship in the state university at Kugene, 
Oregon, where-he removed with his family and has since resided. Professor 
McElroy has been very earnest in G. A. R. work of this state and of the 
United States, and has also taken a very prominent part in the organiza- 
tion and work of the national teachers’ association of the United States, 
and has perhaps done more than any other man towards the upbuilding 
and systematizing of the public school system of the state of Oregon. 


HON. G. M. IRWIN. 


State superintendent of public instruction from 1895 to 1899. 


G. M. Irwin was born in Zanesville, Ohio, and when six years of age 
moved with his widowed mother to the state of Illinois. When only fourteen 
years of age he was thrown entirely upon his own resources, and from that 
time was compelled to care for himself and was the maker of his own 
destiny. At an early age, while struggling for his own maintenance, he 
had an earnest desire for an education. Common school privileges were very 
limited, only being carried on for three months in the year. He persisted 
in his determination, and by closest economy laid by a little money, and 
when 19 years of age he went to the Ohio Wesleyan university, at Deleware, 
Ohio, in which school he was educated. Upon leaving the university he 
entered the ministry of the M. E. church in the central part of Illinois. 
The war of the rebellion breaking out shortly thereafter, he was elected 
chaplain of the forty-fourth Illinois regiment, in which service he was in- 
tensely active, always preferring to be in the front of all operations, and 
leaving it teothers to remain in the hospital work in the rear. He remained 
in the army until compelled to retire from the field by failing health. Upon 
his return home he again took up the work of the ministry, in which work 
and the work of education he was deeply interested. Because of failing 
health he was advised to seek some recuperation from a change of climate, 
and it being presented to him that the Pacific coast would be greatly bene- | 
ficial, he came west in 1880, and was for two years located at Walla Walla 
In 1882 he was elected president of the Blue Mountain university, at 
La Grande, Oregon, at the head of which institution he remained for three 
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years, and again returned to the active work of the ministry. Being a care- 
ful student of political economy, he became deeply impressed with the 
conviction that!the free trade of Grover Cleveland, in his first term as 
president, was ruinous to the interest of a large portion of the population, 
especially in Eastern Oregon, where sheep-raising was the great industry, 
and in spite of the sacredness of his calling, he entered the political arena 
against what he deemed democratic heresy and a ruinous policy. So earn- 
estly did he throw his energies into this work that the results of his labors, 
and that of others, Eastern Oregon was redeemed from democratic free 
trade rule and brought into the ranks of republicanism and protection. He 
took avery active part in the campaign in which Harrison was elected, 
and becauseffof what was considered his competency for the same and the 
work he had done, in 1889 he was appointed superintendent of the United 
States Indian training school, located near Salem, which position he held 
for three years, when he resigned. In 1893 he was made one of the presi- 
dential electors by the republican party, and made a very extensive cam- 
paign throughout the state, doing an immense amount of hard work for the 
republicangnominee. In 1894 he was nominated by his party as the candi- 
date for state superintendent of public instruction, and again took the field 
as a Campaigner in the interest of the entire republican ticket, giving no 
heed to his own personal interest. During his incumbency as said officer 
he has traveled more extensively throughout the state than any of his 
predecessors, going into every county and making special addresses and 
appeals to the people at large in theinterest of common school education. 


UNITED STATES SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN. 


DELAZON SMITH. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from February 14, 1859, to March 3, 1859. 


Delazon Smith was born in New Berlin, Chenango county, New York, 
October 5, 1816. He graduated from the Oberlin College Institute in Ohio in 
1837, then studied law and later became a writer for the press; being asso- 
ciated with the Rochester True Jeffersonian in New York state and the 
Western Empire in Dayton, Ohio. He was appointed by President Tyler 
special commissioner of the United States to the republic of Ecuador in 
South America. In 1846 he removed to Iowa, where he remained until 
1852, in which year he migrated to Oregon. In 1854 he was elected to the 
territorial legislature of Oregon and reélected at two subsequent sessions, 
filling the important office of speaker of the lower house at one session. 
He was a member of the constitutional convention of Oregon in 1857, and

in July, 1858, he was chosen one of the senators in congress for the pros- 
pective state, and took his seat as such on February 14, 1859. It being 
necessary for the senators to draw for the long and short terms, Mr. Smith 
drew the short term, and the following year was defeated for reélection. In 
1860 he headed the ticket of the Breckenridge democracy as presidential 
elector in this state, and made a brilliant canvass against large odds, but 
was defeated. During the heated campaign of 1860 he conducted a vigor- 
ous canvass, speaking often and traveling about the state, and his sudden 
death at Portland, Oregon, on November 18, 1860, is attributed to over- 
exertion in this memorable campaign. At the time of his death he was 
editor of the Oregon Democrat. 


JOSEPH LANE. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from February 14, 1859, to March 3, 1861.

EDWARD D. BAKER. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1861, to October 21, 1861. 


Col. Edward D. Baker was born in England and brought to this country 
with his father’s family when quite young. His parents and family died, 
leaving him an orphan in the city of Philadelphia when but a mere boy. 
His father was a weaver, and he himself worked at that business. He ob- 
tained an education under many difficulties; first studied for the ministry, 
but soon turned his attention to law, becoming famous as an advocate in 
Illinois, to which state he had emigrated in his nineteenth year. After 
serving in the Illinois legislature for two years, he resigned, and in 1846 en- 
listed. for the Mexican war and attained the rank of colonel of volunteers, 
acquitting himself with credit at the battle of Cerro Gordo. He was a 
representative in congress from Dlinois from 1849 to 1851, after which he 
took an active part in the building of the Panama’railroad. In 1852 he 
settled in San Francisco, devoting himself to his profession. In 1860 he 
came to Oregon from California and canvassed this state for the Lincoln 
ticket, and subsequently removed to Oregon, being elected senator in con- 
gress from this state in 1860. He took his seat in congress March 4, 1861. 
The war of the rebellion having broken out, he raised a body of men in 
Philadelphia, called the ‘“‘San Francisco regiment,’’ and while gallantly 
leading them in battle at Ball’s Bluff, Virginia, against a superior force, he 
was shot from his horse and killed October 21, 1861. He is known in Oregon 
history as one of Oregon’s greatest orators, statesmen and patriots. He was 
an Abraham Lincoln republican. 
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BENJAMIN STARK. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from October 21, 1861, to September 11, 1862. 


Benjamin Stark was born in the city of New Orleans, Louisiana, June 
26, 1820. He received an academic education in New London, Connecticut, 
and a commercial education in the city of New York, and in 1845 came to 
Oregon, establishing headquarters at Portland, Oregon, where he is said to 
havegerected the first building, a log cabin or trading house. Soon after 
coming to Oregon, he established commercial relations with the Sandwich 
islands and California, when the latter was a Mexican province. In 1850 
he abandoned commercial pursuits, studied law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1851. He was a member of the territorial legislature of Oregon in 
1852, and of the state legislature in 1860. Upon the death of Col. E. D. 
- Baker, in 1861, Governor Whiteaker of Oregon appointed Benjamin Stark 
United States senator from Oregon, to fill out the unexpired term of Colonel 
Baker. Mr. Stark was politically what is known as an old line democrat, 
and was delegate to the national democratic convention at Chicago in 1864. 


BENJAMIN F. HARDING. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from September 11, 1862, to March 3, 1865.

JAMES WILLIS NESMITH. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1861, to March 8, 1867. 


Col. James W. Nesmith was born in Washington county, Maine, July 
23, 1820.* While very young he was taken to New Hampshire, then to Ohio, 
then to Missouri. He received little or no education. In 1843 he crossed 
the plains to Oregon along with Jesse Applegate, Medorum Crawford, John 
L. Morrison and other pioneers. He settled at Rickreal, Polk county, and 
spent his life as a farmer, statesman and politician. He served as captain 
of volunteers in 1848 and in 1855 in expeditions against hostile Indians. 
The first expedition was against the Eastern Oregon Indians in the Walla. 
Walla country, and the second in the ‘Rogue river country. In 1855 he 
commanded a regiment of volunteers against the Indians. He was ap- 
pointed by the president superintendent of Indian affairs for Oregon and 
Washington territories in 1857. In 1860 he was elected by the legislative 
assembly of Oregon as a union-democrat to represent the state in the senate 
of the United States for six years, and served from March 4, 1861, to March 
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3, 1867. He was appointed by President Johnson, whom he defended 
against the attacks of the republicans, minister to Austria, but the repub- 
lican senate refused to confirm the appointment. He was a firm supporter 
of Lineoln during the war of the rebellion and had great influence at 
Washington as a member of the senate committee on military affairs, but 
he supported McClellan in 1864 against Lincoln for president, and when 
the rupture between President Johnson and the republicans took place, 
soon after the death of President Lincoln and the accession of Vice-Presi- 
dent Johnson to the presidency, Senator Nesmith espoused the cause of 
President Johnson against congress in the matter of reconstructing the 
rebel states. He always acted with the democrats afterwards, having been 
a democrat before the war. He was elected as a democrat at a special elec- 
tion held to represent the state of Oregon in the house of representatives 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Joseph G. Wilson, republican, 
who died at Cincinnati, Ohio, in the summer of that year. Wilson bad 
been chosen at the regular election in June, 1872, and had died before he 
had been sworn into office, the first session of the forty-third congress not. 
convening till the first Monday in December, 1873. At that election 
Nesmith received 8,193 votes against 6,123 votes for Hiram Smith, republi- 
ean, of Harrisburg, Linn county. After serving this term in congress 
Nesmith returned to his farm in Polk county, where he resided until his 
death. He was witty, genial, brilliant and able, and perhaps wielded 
more influence and made a deeper impression on the affairs of the new ter- 
ritory and state than any other of the many remarkable men who com- 
posed the early settlers of Oregon. 


GEORGE H. WILLIAMS. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1865, to March 3, 1871. 


George H. Williams was born in Columbia county, New York, March 23, 
1823. He received a college education in Onondaga county, New York, 
where he also studied law, and was admitted to the bar in 1844, immedi- 
ately emigrating to the state of Iowa. In 1847 he was elected judge of the 
first judicial district in that state, and was presidential elector in 1852. In 
1853 President Franxlin Pierce appointed Mr. Williams chief jnstice of the 
territory of Oregon, which office he filled until 1857, when he declined re- 
appointment by President James Buchanan. He was a member of the 
constitutional convention which preceded the formation of the Oregon 
state government, and in 1864 was elected United States senator in congress 
from Oregon for the term commencing March 4, 1865, and ending March 3, 
1871. While in congress he served on the committees on judiciary, claims, 
private land claims, finance and a special committee on rebellious states. 
He was a member of the national committee to accompany the remains of 
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President Lincoln to Illinois. He took high rank among the great men of 
the nation during that period of reconstruction, and his ability as a lawyer 
and his high character were recognized in 1871 by his appointment as:one 
of the committee to frame a treaty between England and the United States 
for settlement of the Alabama claims. It was largely through his counsel 
that the United States succeeded in establishing its claim to the San Juan 
islands. In 1871 President Grant called him into the cabinet as attorney- 
general. In 1874 General Grant nominated him for chief justice of the 
United States, to succeed Salmon P. Chase, but his confirmation was bitterly 
opposed by those who were offended by the great work he had done for the 
cause of the union, and he requested the president to withdraw his name. 
He then. returned to Portland, Oregon, to resume the practice of the law, 
which he still continues. He stands today in the highest rank of honorable 
men, witha national reputation as jurist, statesman and diplomat. Among 
the acts and works of Judge Williams, which give him a national reputa- 
tion, are the bills which he formulated and had passed through the con- 
gress of the United States. He was the author of the reconstruction bill 
under which the relations of the insurrectionary states of the federal union 
were reéstablished. He was also the author of the tenure of office bill by 
which the hands of Andrew Johnson were stayed in his policy of removing 
union men from office and the appointment of others as their successors. 


HENRY W. CORBETT. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1867, to March 8, 1873. 


Henry W. Corbett, of Portland, was born in Westboro, Massachusetts, 
February 18, 1827. In 1850 he came to Oregon by way of Panama. He 
located at Portland and engaged in merchandising, a business with which 
he has been very successfully connected up to the present time. From 1860 
to 1862 he took a very prominent and active part as.chairman of the state 
central committee in organizing and promoting the success of the republi- 
ean-union party in Oregon. At a state convention held at Eugene he pro- 
posed and secured the appointment of John H. Mitchell, who afterwards 
defeated him for reélection to the United States senate, as chairman of the 
republican committee. In 1865 he secured the contract to carry the United 
States mails between Sacramento, California, and Portland, Oregon, and 
carried on a daily stage line until he was elected United States senator, 
when he threw up the contract. In 1866 there was a prolonged contest in 
the Oregon legislative assembly over the election of United States senator. 
Gov. Addison C. Gibbs was the republican caucus nominee over John 
H. Mitchell, who had almost as many votes in the caucus as Gibbs. The 
republicans had but a small majority on joint ballot, and Dr. J. R. Bayley, 
Joon White and perhaps one or two more of Mitchell’s supporters bolted 
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the caucus and refused tosupport Gibbs, which made his election impossible. 
The matter was finally settled by the election of Henry W. Corbett as a 
compromise candidate. In 1869 Mr. Corbett joined with Henry Failing in 
purchasing the First National Bank of Portland, which has become a great 
financial institution, the leading bank of Oregon and one of the greatest on 
the Pacific coast. In the senate Mr. Corbett was a member of the commit- 
tee on finance, and with John Sherman and others took a prominent part 
in establishing our financial system and in laying the foundation for specie 
payments. In 1872, after a very long and exciting contest, extending 
through nearly the entire session of the legislature, Senator Corbett was 
beaten for reélection by John H. Mitchell. Since retiring from the senate 
Mr. Corbett has applied his energies to his numerous business interests and 
to the upbuilding of Portland and Oregon. He is very wealthy and has 
long been recognized as the most liberal giver in Oregon to all worthy 
charities, to promote the interests of the political party whose success he 
believes to be for the best interests of the country, and to carry on all useful 
enterprises He is usually a delegate in county and state conventions, and 
was the member of the republican national committee for Oregon from 1868 
to 1872, and attended the republican national convention at Philadelphia 
in 1872 as a delegate from Oregon. In 1897, the legislature of Oregon hav- 
ing failed to effect an organization, and therefore having failed to elect a 
successor to Senator John H. Mitchell, Gov. W. P. Lord appointed Mr. 
Corbett United States senator from Oregon, but the United States senate 
after a prolonged controversy decided that the governor of Oregon had no 
authority to appoint a United States senator when the state legislature had 
neglected or refused to perform its duty, and refused to seat Mr. Corbett. 
Oregon was thus only represented by one United States senator from 1897 
to 1899. Henry W. Corbett has been a prominent and influential character 
in Oregon for nearly forty years, and is now one of the most useful and 
highly honored pioneers in the state. 


JAMES K. KELLY. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1871, to March 3, 1877.

JOHN H. MITCHELL. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress for three terms of six years each, as tol- 
lows: March 4, 1873, to March 3, 1879; March 4, 1885, to March 3, 1891; March 4, 1891, to 
March 3, 1897. 

John H. Mitchell was born in Washington county, Pennsylvania, June 
22,1835. He received a public school education and the instruction of a 
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private tutor; studied and practiced law in Pennsylvania; later removed to 
California and practiced law at San Louis Obispo and San Francisco. In 
1860 he came to Portland, Oregon, to continue the practice of his profession, 
and in 1861 he was elected corporation attorney of the city of Portland. In 
1862 he was elected to the Oregon state senate for four years, serving during 
the latter two years as president of that body. He was a candidate for 
United States senator before the state legislature in 1866, but was defeated 
in the caucus by one vote. The next year he was elected professor of medical 
jurisprudence at the Willamette university, continuing in that capacity for 
four years. On September 28, 1872, he was the successful candidate for 
United States senator from Oregon before the legislature, and served till 
March 3, 1879. At the close of his term he returned to Portland and re- 
sumed the practice of his profession. In 1885, and in 1891, he was suc- 
cessively reGlected United States senator from Oregon, and is at present one 
of Oregon’s honored ex-United States senators. 


LA FAYETTE GROVER. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1879, to March 8, 1885.

JAMES HARVEY SLATER. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1879, to March 3, 1885. 


James Harvey Slater was born in Sangamon county, Illinois, in 1826, 
where he lived until 1849, receiving his education in the common schools. 
He was one of the many to come to California in 1849, and from there came 
to Oregon in 1850, settling at Corvallis, Benton county, where for two years 
he was a public school teacher. In 1852 he was appointed clerk of-the — 
United States district court, and in 1854 was admitted to the bar. Heserved 
in.the territorial legislatures of 1857, 1858 and 1859 as an independent demo- 
crat, and was also a member of the first state legislature. From 1859 to 
1861 he published a paper, called the Oregon Weekly Union, at Corvallis. 
He was also, for a considerable time, postmaster at the town of Corvallis. 
In the year 1862 he moved to Baker City, Oregon, where he practiced the 
law for four years, removing to La Grande in 1866. The same year he was 
elected district attorney of the fourth judicial district and held office two 
years. In 1868 he was the successful democratic candidate for presidential 
elector and cast his vote for Seymour and Blair. In 1870 Mr, Slater was 
the successful candidate for congress from Oregon and served two years 
during the forty-second congress. During the next few years he resided at 
La Grande, where he practiced law and engaged extensively in agriculiure 
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and stock-raising. In 1878 he was honored by being elected United States 
senator for Oregon and served in that capacity for six years. He retired to 
_ La Grande in 1885, but in 1887 was again called into public life by the 
appointment as railroad commissioner for Oregon. His time in such oftice 
expired in 1889, since which time he has lived a retired life at La Grande, 
Oregon. 


JOSEPH N. DOLPH. 


United States senator from Oregon in congress—Two terms, from March 4, 1883, to March 
3, 1889, and from March 4, 1889, to March 3, 1895. 

Joseph N. Dolph was born in Dolphsburgh, Tompkins county, New York, 
October 19, 1835. He received a common school education; the instruction 
of a private tutor, and for a time attended the Genesee Wesleyan seminary 
at Lima, New York. At the age of 18 he became a school teacher in 
New York state, studying law between times. Later he studied law with 
Jeremiah McGuire, at Havana, New York, and was admitted to the bar in 
New York in 1861, and practiced law for one year in Schuyler county. In 
1862 he enlisted in Captain Crawford’s company, known as the ‘Oregon 
escort,’’ sent out by act of congress to protect emigration to Oregon from 
the hostile attacks of the Indians. He settled in Portland, Oregon, in the 
fall of 1862. In 1864 he was elected city attorney of Portland, and the 
same year appointed by President Lincoln United States district attorney 
for Oregon. In 1866 he was elected state senator for Oregon from Mult- 
nomah county, and was a member of the legislature in that capacity in 
1868, 1872 and 1874. He was always prominent in the counsels of the 
republican party, and in 1883 was the successful candidate of that party 
before the Oregon legislature for United States senator, taking his seat in 
congress in December of the same year; in 1889 he was reélected, and served 
till’ March 3, 1895. He was a man of fine bearing and public appearance, 
and stood very high in the legal profession of this state, and was a states- 
man of national reputation.

United States senator from Oregon in congress from March 4, 1895, to March 3, 1901.

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JOSEPH SIMON. 


Elected United States senator at the special session of the legislature of Oregon on October 8, 
1898, for the six-year term, beginning March 4, 1897, and ending March 3, 1903. 

!fon. Joseph Simon was born in Germany, February 7, 1851. He came 
to America when quite a small child, and was brought to Portland, Oregon, 
by his father in 1857. His early childhood was passed in attending the 
public schools of Portland, his father having engaged in the mercantile 
business in that city. After completing his common school education, 
being then in his twentieth year, Mr. Simon entered the law office of Attor- 
neys John H. Mitchell and Joseph N. Dolph, in the year 1870, for the study 
of law. He worked earnestly at his chosen avocation and at the end of 
two years he was duly admitted to the bar to practice in all the eourts of 
the state. After admission to the bar he returned to Portland and was ad- 
mitted into the firm with which he had studied and engaged actively in 
the practice of law, and has continued to be active before the bar to the 
present time, being a member of the well known firm of attorneys, 
Dolph, Mallory and Simon. For nearly thirty years Mr. Simon has 
been closely connected with all important public affairs in Oregon, taking 
a leading part in the management of the government of the city of Port- 
land, the county of Multnomah and the state uf Oregon. The first office 
to which Mr. Simon was elected was that of city councilman of Portland 
in 1877, which office he held until 1880. In 1880 he was elected state 
senator for the first time. In the year 1884 he was reélected, and also 
reGlected in the year 1888. At the session of the legislature which convened 
in January, 1889, Mr. Simon was elected president of the senate, and in 
1891 was again elected president of that body. In the year 1894 the people 
of Multnomah county again honored him by electing him to the state 
senate for another four-year term, and at the convening of the legislature 
on January 14, 1895, he was elected president of that body; and upon the 
convening of the legislature in 1897 he was again chosen president of the 
senate. At this session of the legislatnre the lower house failed to organize, 
but the senate was duly organized and attempted to transact business during 
the forty days’ time allotted by law. At the June election in 1898, Mr. 
Simon was elected state senator from Multnomah county for the fourth 
term, from 1898 to 1902. On September 26, 1898, the governor called the 
legislature to meet in special session and Mr. Simon was for the fifth time 
honored by election to the presidency of the Oregon senate. On October 8, 
during the special session, Mr. Simon was elected United States senator for 
Oregon for the six years, beginning March 4, 1897, the legislature of 1897 
having failed to elect a senator and the state of Oregon having been with- 
out one senator for nearly two years. In the joint convention of the Ore- 
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gon legislature which elected Mr. Simon he received the unanimous sup- 
port of the 66 republican members of his party; the opposition, consisting 
of the senators and representatives elected by the peoples, democratic and 
silver-republican party casting their votes, 23, for Harrison R. Kincaid, and 
one for Hon. A. 8. Bennett. Mr. Simon has been an energetic worker in 
the republican party, and has often been accused of unduly manipulating 
the affairs and management of that party, but has no doubt been conscien- 
tious in his endeavor to lead it to success. He was chairman of the repub- 
lican state central committee during the biennial campaigns of 1880, 1884 
and 1886 ; and in 1892 he was elected a delegate to the republican national 
convention held at Minneapolis in June of that year, and was one of the 
republicans who voted for Hon. Wm. McKinley for president of the United 
States instead of for Benjamin Harrison, who was nominated. Mr. Simon 
is a prominent Mason of this state and has been past master of the lodge 
of that order located at Portland, and has succeeded to the thirty-second 
degree in the branch of that order, known as the Scottish Rite.- He is a 
man of sterling qualities, and possesses among other things unquestioned 
ability as a parliamentarian and presiding officer. During the five sessions 
of the Oregon legislature of which he has been president of the senate he 
has in numerous ways distinguished himself for dispatch of business and 
ability to preserve order and untangle difficult questions of parliamentary 
dispute. Personally, he is polite and obliging, and above all is said to be a 
man who always keeps his word. 


SAMUEL R. THURSTON. 


First delegate in congress from the territory of Oregon — June 6, 1849, to April 9, 1851, 


Samuel R. Thurston, first delegate in congress from the territory of 
Oregon, was born in Monmouth, Maine, in 1816. He graduated from Bow- 
doin college in 1843, studied law in Brunswick, and was admitted to the 
bar. Soon thereafter he was married, and with his family moved west to 
Burlington, Iowa. From 1845 to 1847 he edited the Burlington Gazette. 
In 1847 he crossed the plains to Oregon. In politics he was an ultra-dem- 
ocrat, but at the early period when Mr. Thurston took such a prominent 
part in politics the party lines were not drawn as now. The people of Ore- 
gon were then either for or against the Hudson’s Bay Company and its 
‘power and rule. Mr. Thurston was the leader of the anti-Hudson’s Bay 
party and of the Methodist element as contra-distinguished from the Cath- 
olic. He was elected first delegate in congress from Oregon in 1849, and 
while returning home to Oregon after serving his first term he died at sea 
on the steamer California, between Panama and Acapulco, at which latter 
place his remains were buried temporarily until they were exhumed and 
brought to Salem, Oregon, as provided for by an act of the legislature of 
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Oregon. On the monument which the state has erected over his remains 
are these words: ‘‘ Here rests Oregon’s first delegate, a man of genius and 
learning, a lawyer and statesman, his Christian virtues equaled by his wide 
philanthropy. His public acts are his best eulogium.’’ 


GENERAL JOSEPH LANE. 


Second delegate in congress from the territory of Oregon— June 2, 1851, to February 14, 1859.

LANSING STOUT. 


Second representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon— March 4, 1859, to 
March 38, 1861. 


Lansing Stout was born in Pamelia, New York, March 27, 1828. He re- 
ceived a limited education and commenced active life by working on a 
farm and teaching school. He became county superintendent of schools 
and studied law. He migrated to California in 1851, and in 1856 was elected 
to the California legislature. In 1857 he came to Oregon to practice his 
profession as a lawyer, and in 1858 was elected judge of Multnomah county. 
During the same year he was elected congressman from Oregon, and while 
in congress served on many important committees, among others being the 
special committee of thirty-three on rebellious states. 


COL. GEORGE K. SHITED. 


Third representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—March 4, 1861, to 
March 8, 1863. 

George K. Shiel, congressman from Oregon from 1861 to 1863, was born 
in Ireland about the year 1825. Very little is known of his early life. He 
probably came to the United States when quite young, settling first at New 
Orleans and later in Ohio. He came to Oregon in 1854, having previously 
been admitted to the barin Ohio. He practiced law at Salem, Oregon, from 
1854 to 1861, and was considered one of the best orators and craftiest prac- 
titioners in the Willamette valley at that time. In the monthfof April,

1860, the state democratic convention held at Kugene nominated him for 
member of congress. His republican opponent was David Logan, who was 
assisted in the campaign by James W. Nesmith and Col. E. D. Baker. 
Shiel’s principal supporters were James K. Kelly and Delazon Smith, and 
his majority in the state was 104 votes over Logan. Shiel was a bitter seces- 
sionist and energetically opposed Abraham Lincoln. On his return to Ore- 
gon at the close of his term he found that most of the people in Oregon 
were for the north. This made Shiel more bitter. He was loyal to his con- 
victions and refused to take the oath of allegiance to the United States gov- 
ernment required before any attorney can practice law. Not being able to 
practice law, he soon spent his fortune, and for many years lived at Salem, 
subsisting upon the charity of his friends. He accidentally slipped and fell . 
over a stair railing into the basement at the Willamette hotel in Salem, 
December 14, 1893, and dislocated his neck, dying immediately. He was 
an unique figure in Oregon history and had many friends who admired his 
genius and courage, though his life was given up to a stubborn passion. 


JOHN ROGERS MCBRIDE. 


Fourth representative at large from the state of Oregon — March 4, 1863, to March 3, 1865. 


John R. McBride was born in Missouri in 1882. Hecame to Oregon with 
his parents in 1845. In 1858 he was the first republican nominee for repre- 
sentative in congress, but was defeated by L. F. Grover, the democratic 
nominee. He was elected to the constitutional convention in 1857 as a, 
republican, being the only straight republican elected as such. He was a 
member of state conventions in 1857, 1858 and 1859. He also served as state 
senator in the Oregon legislature in 1860. He was nominated by the union 
republican convention, held at Eugene in 1862, to represent Oregon in con- 
gress, and was elected at the election held in June by a large majority. 
Soon after serving his term in congress he removed to Idaho and was ap- 
pointed chief justice of that territory. Afterwards he removed to Utah 
‘Territory and resided there several years. Recently he located at Spokane, 
Washington, where he now resides and is engaged in the practice of law. 


JAMES H. D. HENDERSON. 


Fifth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon — March 4, 1865, 
to March 38, 1867. 

James H. D. Henderson was born in Salem, Livingstone county, Ken- 
tucky, July 28, 1810, where he passed his early youth, receiving a common 
school education. He learned the trade of a printer, and as soon as he had 
attained his majority he started west, stopping for a time in Missouri, where 
he engaged in the newspaper business. He came across the plains to Ore- 
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gon about the year 1853, settling first in Yamhill county, where he followed 
agricultural pursuits. After a few years in Yamhill county he moved to 
Lane county and settled on a farm two or three miles south of Eugene City. 
He was a devout Christian and in connection with his farm duties offici- 
ated as a minister of the gospel at different churches, In 1864 he was the 
successful candidate of the republican party for congressman at large from 
the state of Oregon, and took his seat in that body March 4, 1865. While 
in congress he served on the committees on Pacific railroads, mines and 
mining, Indian affairs and the special committee on the death of President 
Lincoln. At the close of his term in congress he retired to quiet life in 
Eugene City, Oregon, where he died in October, 1885. -He was one of those 
honorable, devout men whose word was as good as his bond, and his life 
was an entire success when judged from the standpoint of a citizen, states- 
man and neighbor. 


RUFUS MALLORY. 


Sixth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—March 4, 1867, to. 
March 3, 1869. Z 
Rufus Mallory was born in Coventry, New York state, June 10, 1831. At 
the age of 20 he taught school and read law at Andover, New York, and 
later in Iowa. From Iowa he came to Oregon in 1858 and settled at Rose-. 
burg, where he continued the study of law, and was admitted to the bar in 
1860. During that year he was elected district attorney for the first judicial 
district. In 1862 he was elected a member of the legislative assembly from 
Douglas county, on the union-republiean ticket. Soon afterwards hesettled 
in Salem and was elected district attorney for the third judicial district in 
1864 as a union-republican. In 1866 he was nominated by the union-repub- 
lican state convention, held at Corvallis, for representative in congress, and 
was elected on the first Monday in June. He served with credit to the 
state in the lower house of congress from March 4, 1867, to March 3, 1869. 
During his service in congress he was a delegate from Oregon in the 
national republican convention that nominated Gen. U. 8. Grant for presi- 
dent and Schuyler Colfax for vice-president in 1868. In June, 1872, he was 
elected to the legislative assembly from Marion county and when the legis- 
lature convened in September he was chosen speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives and discharged his duties in a very able and satisfactory manner. 
In 1874 he was appointed by President Grant and confirmed by the ‘senate 
United States district attorney for Oregon. He was reappointed to the 
same office in 1878. He visited India in 1882 as special agent of the United 
States treasury department. In 1884 he was a delegate from Oregon in the 
national republican convention at Chicago. In 1892 he was president of 
the republican state convention at Portland, and was a member of. the 
republican state convention at Portland in 1894. He has served as a dele-- 
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gate in many other republican state conventions and has been a very influ- 
ential man as astatesman, lawyer and politician ever since he came to 
Oregon, nearly 40 years ago. He is now practicing law in Portland.

JOSEPH G. WILSON. 


Ninth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—March 4, 1873—Died 
: before qualifying. 

Joseph G. Wilson was born at Acworth, New Hampshire, December 13, 
1826, and graduated from Marietta college, Ohio, in 1846. For several years 
_ he taught school and practiced law. He came to Oregon and commenced 

to practice law at Salem in 1852. He was appointed clerk of the supreme 
court in 1852 and held the position three years. In 1860 he was appointed 
district attorney for the third judicial district. In 1862 he was appointed 
judge of the fifth judicial district by Gov. A. C. Gibbs and settled at The 
Dalles. In 1864 he was elected to that position by the people. In 1870 he 
was the republican nominee for congress on the ticket along with Joel 
- Palmer for governor, James Elkins for secretary of state, Meyer Hirsch for 
state treasurer and H. R. Kincaid for state printer. The whole republican 
state ticket was defeated and all the democrats were elected by small 
majorities. J. H. Slater, the democratic nominee, was elected representative 
in congress by 3438 majority. In 1872 Judge Wilson was renominated for 
congress by the republicans and was elected by a majority of 850. He went 
to Washington, D. C., with his family and rented a house in Georgetown. 
He went out to Marietta to deliver an address at the college and died in 
- July, 1873, before he had taken his seat in congress. He was a very bright 


man and was unusually jovial and pleasant as a companion.

LA FAYETTE LANE. 


Twelfth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—October 25, 1875, to 
March 3, 1877. 

La Fayette Lane was born in Vanderberg county, Indiana, on November 
12, 1842. He received his education in Washington, D. C., and Stamford, 
Connecticut. Later he studied law and removed to Oregon for the practice 
of his profession. He took a prominent part in business and political 
affairs, and in 1864 was elected a member of the state legislature from 
Umatilla county. In the year 1872 Gov. La Fayette Grover appointed Mr. 
Lane one of the commissioners to collect and compile the statutes of 
Oregon into a systematic code, and the well-arranged code of 1874 is the 
result of the labors of Matthew P. Deady and La Fayette Lane. In the 
year 1865, Congressman-elect George A. La Dow having died, a special 
election for congressman was held, and La Fayette Lane was the successful 
candidate of the democratic party. At the next election he was a candi- 
date to succeed himself, but was defeated by Richard Williams. He later 
settled at Roseburg, Oregon, for the practice of his profession as a lawyer, 
and died in that city on November 24, 1896. 


“RICHARD WILLIAMS. 


Thirteenth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—March 4, 1877, to 
; March 3, 1879. 

Richard Williams was born in Ohio in November, 1836, and came to 
‘Oregon in the year 1851. He first settled in Marion county and attended 
‘the Willamette university until 1856, when he went to Corvallis to study 
Jaw. In 1862 he formed a law partnership with Hon. Rufus Mallory for 
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the practice of the law at Salem, Oregon. ‘Three years later he united with 
W. Lair Hill and W. W. Thayer for the practice of the law at Portland, 
where he has since resided. In the year 1874 he was the choice of the re- 
publican party for, congress, and made a vigorous canvass, but was defeated. 
Two. years later, in 1876, he was the successful candidate of the republican 
party for congress, and took his seat at Washington in March, 1877. Since 
the close of his term of office he has been actively engaged in the practice of 
the law. He has at all times been prominent in public affairs, and is today 
one of Oregon’s most active men. 


JOHN WHITEAKER. 


Fourteenth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—March 4, 1879, to 
March 38, 1881.

MELVIN CLARKE GEORGE. 


Fifteenth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon—Two terms,’ March 4, 
ree 1881, to March 3, 1885. 

Melvin Clarke George was born in Noble county, Ohio, May 13, 1849. 
His parents were Presley and Mahala George. His parental grandfather 
was a soldier in the war of the revolution. He was married to Miss Mary 
Keckler September 15, 1872. He was a state senator from Multnomah dis- 
trict for four years, from 1876 to 1880, in which year he was elected as 
a republican to represent the state of Oregon in congress over ex-Gov. 
John Whiteaker, democrat, by a majority of 1,897 votes. In 1882 he was 
reélected to congress as a republican over William D. Fenton, democrat, by 
3,365 votes. In 1889 he was elected a member of the board of directors for 
the public schools of the city of Portland for five years. In June, 1891, he 
was appointed by the circuit judges of Multnomah: circuit court, pursuant 
to an act of the legislative assembly, a member of the bridge commission 
for the city of Portland. Mr. George is an able lawyer and has been an 
influential man in public affairs for twenty years or more. He is now 
practicing his profession as a lawyer in Portland.

Sixteenth representative at large in congress from the state of Oregon; also first representa- 
tive from first congressional district after the creation of congressional districtsjin; Oregon. 
Binger Hermann, of Roseburg, was born at Lonaconing, Allegheny’county, 

Maryland, February 19, 1843; was educated in the rural schools of Western 

Maryland and at the Independent academy (afterward Irving college), 
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near Baltimore City ; removed to Oregon, taught country schools, studied 
law, was admitted to the supreme court of Oregon in 1866, and has prac- 
ticed law continuously since; was elected to the Oregon legislature ( lower 
house) in 1866, and was state senator in 1868; was deputy collector of 
United States internal revenue for Southern Oregon, 1868-1871; was receiver 
of public moneys at the United States land office at Roseburg, Oregon, under 
appointment by President Grant, 1871-1878; was judge-advocate, with 
the rank of colonel, in the Oregon state militia, 1882-1884; was elected to. 
the 49th and 50th congresses, and was reélected to the 51st, 52d and 53d — 
congresses as a republican. In the year 1896 he was appointed by Presi- 

dent McKinley commissioner of the general land office at Washington, 
D. C., which position he now fills with dignity and ability. 


THOMAS H. TONGUE. 


Second representative in congress from the first congressional district of Oregon — March 4, 
1897, to March 3, 1899. 

Thomas H. Tongue, elected representative in congress from the first con- 
gressional district of Oregon at the June election in 1896, was born in 
Europe and came to this country with his parents, settling in Washington 
county in 1859. He obtained his education at the Tualatin academy and 
Pacific university, and studied law under W. D. Hare, being admitted to 
the bar in 1870. He took a prominent part in politics as early as 1866, and 
has ever since been considered one of the leaders of the republican party in 
Oregon, being at different times secretary and chairman of the state and | 
congressional organizations, and having presided at its state conventions. 
He was elected to the state senate from Washington county in 1888, and 
beaten for reélection in 1892. He was a candidate before the state legisla- 
ture in 1895 for the office of United States senator, and in 1896 was the 
republican nominee for congress from the first district, receiving 19,355 
votes, his opponents being W. 8S. Vanderburg, populist, who received 19,292 
votes, Col. Jefferson Myers, democrat, who received 7,914 votes, and N. C. 
Christensen, prohibition, who received 1,356 votes. In 1898 Mr. Tongue 
was reélected congressman for the two years, beginning March 4, 1899. 


W. R. ELLIS. 


First representative in congress from the second congressional district of the state of Oregon 
— Three terms, from March 4, 1893, to March 3, 1899, 

Wm. R. Ellis was born in Montgomery county, Indiana, April 23, 1850. 
In the year 1874 he graduated from the Iowa state university. He took a 
prominent part in politics and business affairs of the village of Hamburg, 
Iowa, in {which he lived, filling numerous offices, among others being 
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mayor of that municipality. In the year 1883 he came west to Heppner, 
Oregon, to engage in the practice of his profession as a lawyer. In 1885 
Governor Moody appointed him prosecuting attorney of the seventh judi- 
cial district, and ‘in 1886 he received the republican nomination and was 
elected to the same office. He was reélected in 1888, and in the year 1892 
was the successful republican candidate for the first representative in con- 
gress from the second congressional district of Oregon. He was successively 
reélected as the representative of the republican party in 1894 and in 1896, 
and was one of Oregon’s most earnest workers in the national capital. He 
retires from the office of congressman March 3, 1899, 
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
